The  authorities  of  the  city  of  New  York,  by  the  large 
provision  they  have  made  for  every  fomi  of  human 
suffering,  have,  practically,  adopted  the  principle,  that 
it  is  the  duty  of  political  communities  to  sustain  and 
cherish  their  helpless  members,  as  well  as  to  punish 
such  as  violate  their  laws.  The  brotherhood  of  the 
race  and  the  kindly  duties  of  the  relsitionship  are  recog- 
nized through  the  ample  charities  which  have  been 
established,  and  which,  from  their  completeness,  dis- 
tinguish the  city  for  its  generous  and  wise  beneficence. 

The  Commissioners  have  endeavored,  since  their  last 
Annual  Report,  to  increase  the  usefulness  and  promote 
the  economy  of  the  Institutions  under  their  charge,  by 
multiplying  checks  upon  expenditures  by  the  more 
direct  responsibility  of  the  officers,  and  more  rigorous 
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discipline,  aDd  by  the  adoptiou  of  such  sanitary 
measures  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  eminent  Phycians 
of  the  Department,  would  minister  to  the  comfort  of 
the  sick  and  the  general  health  of  the  inmates.  Much 
remains  to  be  done,  but  it  is  believed  that  the  Hospitals 
and  Nurseries  will  compare  favorably  with  those  of  the 
highest  rank  elsewhere,  in  respect  to  the  economy  of 
their  administration,  to  the  comforts  of  the  patients, 
and  to  the  percentage  of  cures.  The  Lunatic  Asylum 
on  Blackwell's  Island,  and  the  Tombs,  or  First  District 
Prison,  in  the  city,  are  very  defective  in  many  respects, 
and  quite  inadequate  for  the  large  numbers  committed 
to  them.  When  they  shall  have  been  enlarged,  further 
expenditures,  other  than  for  current  expenses,  will  for 
some  years  be  unnecessary.

The  Commissioners  in  their  annual  reports,  and  in 
communications  to  the  city  authorities,  have  endeavored 
to  show  the  urgent  necessity  of  enlarged  prison  room 
for  the  constantly  increasing  numbers  of  prisoners.     In 
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their  last  Annual  Report  they  cited  the  fact  that  while 
the  Tombs  Prison  is  capable  of  holding  properly  but  120 
prisoners,  the  average  number  in  confinement  in  1866, 
was  369,  and  that  during  the  month  of  September,  of 
that  year,  the  number  was  435,  or  nearly  four  times  the 
number  the  prison  was  designed  to  hold.  Considera- 
tions of  the  public  health,  as  well  as  justice  to  the 
persons  confined,  demand  that  the  prison  should  be 
enlarged.  Of  very  defective  ventilation,  which  cannot 
be  improved,  crowded  with  prisoners,  and  situated  on 
low  and  damp  grounds,  in  the  midst  of  a  dense  and 
poor  population,  there  is  always  danger  of  infectious 
and  fatal  disease  breaking  out  in  the  prison  and  spread- 
ing through  the  neighborhood.  And  to  the  prisoners, 
the  condition  of  their  confinement  is  extreme  injustice, 
for  they  suflfer  more  while  awaiting  trial,  than  after 
conviction,  so  that  their  punishment  is  less  when  trans- 
ferred  to  the  State  Prison  or  the  Penitentiary  as  convicts, 
than  when  the  law  regarded  them  as  innocent  of  offence. 
To  lessen,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  evils  referred  to,  the 
Commissioners  have  directed  the  transfer  of  prisoners 
to  the  Houses  of  Detention  or  District  Prisons,  which 
are  in  distant  parts  of  the  City.  This  measure  has 
served  to  relieve,  in  some  degree,  the  Tombs  Prison, 
but  it  is  of  serious  inconvenience  to  the  Courts;  it  causes 
delay  in  the  trial  of  prisoners,  and  adds  to  the  expenses  of 
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the  Department,  by  their  frequent  transportation  to  and 
from  the  Courts.  Even  the  relief  thus  afforded  will  be 
of  short  duration,  for  with  the  increase  of  population 
the  District  Prisons  will  be  filled  to  their  capacity.  The 
Commissioners  therefore  respectfully  renew  the  applica- 
tion in  their  last  Annual  Kcport,  that  the  Courts  which 
now  occupy  a  portion  of  the  Prison  may  be  removed, 
or  the  building  adjacent,  formerly  the  State  Arsenal, 
may  be  converted  into  a  prison,  or  that  a  new  prison 
may  be  erected  on  a  more  eligible  site.

The  prisoners  are  well  fed  and  well  clothed.  Each 
occupies  a  separate  cell,  and  those  not  guilty  of  felony 
are  exempt  from  wearing  the  distinctive  dress  of  the 
Penitentiary. 

The  promiscuous  intercourse  of  prisoners,  though 
inevitable  under  the  present  system,  is  greatly  to  be 
deplored,  for  the  association  of  the  youthful  with  the 
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older  and  more  depraved  crimiuals  has  the  most  disas- 
trous efiects  on  the  former,  confirming  them  in  their 
evil  courses  and  hardening  them  against  all  good  influ- 
ences. The  term  of  imprisonment  in  the  Penitentiary 
is  too  short  to  test  the  merits  of  either  of  the  new 
methods  of  prison  discipline  adopted  in  Europe,  but 
there  can  be  no  question  that  they  are  superior  to  the 
system  enforced  in  the  prisons  of  this  State,  which  is 
defective,  in  that  it  has  no  higher  aim  than  to  secure  the 
safety  of  the  prisoner,  and  exact  from  him  the  maxi- 
mum amount  of  work  of  which  he  is  capable. 

The  object  of  imprisonment  is  three-told  :  to  separate 
the  ofiender  from  the  community,  whose  laws  he  has 
violated,  to  punish  him  for  the  violation  of  law,  and  to 
reform  him.  The  first  and  second  parts  of  the  object 
are  accomplished,  but  the  third  and  most  important  is 
rarely,  if  ever,  attained  or  even  attempted.  Indeed,  it 
is  ignored  and  scoflfed  at  by  the  keepers  of  prisons. 
The  reformation  of  a  convict  is,  by  this  class  of  ofiicials, 
deemed  as  absurd  and  impracticable  as  is  the  transmuta- 
tion of  the  baser  metals  into  gold  by  the  man  of  science  ; 
and,  under  the  present  system  of  prison  discipline,  it 
may  be  regarded  as  impossible,  for  there  is  no  incentive 
to  good  conduct,  no  reward  is  held  out  to  the  prisoner 
to  excite  the  desire  of  amendment,  or  any  efibrt  made 
to  bring  up  from  the  depths  of  his  depravity  and  crime 
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the  germ  of  true  manhood  within  him.  The  punish- 
ment, by  imprisonment,  is  simply  to  lock  up  for  a  given 
period  a  small  percentage  of  those  who  prey  on  the 
community,  with  the  grave  disadvantage  that  the  youth- 
ful portion  of  the  prisoners  come  out  more  determined 
villains  than  when  they  entered. 

And,  in  the  rare  instance  of  the  desire  of  amendment, 
there  is  no  provision  for  the  discharged  convict  to  earn 
an  honest  livelihood,  except  through  the  limited  means 
of  the  Prison  Association.  In  the  absence  of  such  pro- 
vision, the  discharged  inmates  of  the  Penitentiary,  with- 
out money  and  without  character,  are  compelled  to 
resort  to  their  old  haunts  and  former  associates  for  pro- 
tection and  succor.  The  sum  expended,  in  1867.  by 
that  Association  for  the  relief  of  discharged  prisoners 
throughout  the  State  was  but  $1,837.  It  is  respectfully 
recommended  that  an  appropriation  be  made  by  the 
Supervisors  of  New  York  to  the  Prison  Association  for 
this  specific  purpose,  to  be  expended  by  them  in  their 
discretion  on  discharged  prisoirors  from  the  Penitentiary.

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To  the  Workhouse  are  committed  able  bodied 
vagrants,  persons  arrested  for  intoxication  and  disturb- 
ers of  the  public  peace.  A  considerable  proportion  of 
the  committals  is  for  intoxication.  It  is  mandatory  on 
the  Magistrates  to  impose  a  fine  on  persons  brought 
before  them  for  intoxication,  and  in  default  of  payment 
to  commit  them  to  the  Workhouse.  In  the  case  of 
habitual  drunkards  the  propriety  of  fine  or  imprisonment 
is  obvious,  but  it  may  be  questioned  whether  it  is  just 
to  punish,  by  imprisonment,  occasional  or  accidental 
intoxication.  To  be  drunken  in  the  streets  is  no  greater 
offence  against  good  morals  than  to  be  drunken  in  the 
parlor  of  a  private  house,  yet  the  man  guilty  of  the  for- 
mer may  be  imprisoned,  wliile  in  the  latter  contingency 
he  escapes  punishment.  The  cases  of  imprisonment  for 
intoxication  tliat  have  come  under  the  ol)servation  of 
the  Commissioners  lead  them  to  believe  that  while  the 
severity  of  the  law  does  not  diminish  the  vice  of  intoxi- 
cation it  is  the  cause  of  suffering,  wholly  in  commensu- 
rate to  the  offence,  inv(#ving  the  loss  of  character  and 
oftentimes  the  means  of  support. 

A  drunken  man  in  the  public  streets  is  a  public 
nuisance,  and  should  be  removed  by  the  police  to  the 
Station  House,  and  there  kept  until  sober.  The 
disgrace  of  the  detention,  in  most  instances,  would  be 
sufficient  punishment  of  the  offence. 
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Almshouses.

The  Almshouses  were  formerly  the  refuge  of  imbe- 
ciles and  lunatics,  as  well  as  of  the  old  and  infirm,  and 
of  able-bodied  vagrants,  who,  through  the  summer 
months,  tramped  the  coimtry  roads,  and  at  the  approach 
of  cold  sought  the  warm  quarters  of  the  Almshouse 
with  the  same  regularity  as  the  return  of  winter.  The 
imbeciles  and  insane  have  been  transferred  to  the  Luna- 
tic Asylum,  and  vagrants  are  sent  to  the  Workhouse, 
where  they  are  required  to  render  a  day's  work  for 
each  day's  food  and  shelter.  The  Almshouses  now 
contain  only  the  old  and  decrepid.  They  are  pro- 
vided with  plain  but  abundant  food  and  clothing,  and 
such  as  are  capable  of  light  work  are  required  to  per- 
form the  duties  of  keeping  the  houses  and  grounds  in 

order. 

Blind  Asylum. 

Until  1867  the  Common  Council  appropriated  annu- 
ally $25,000  for  distribution  among  the  .poor  blind  of 
the  city,  but  the  many  frauds  on  the  fund  induced  the 
Comptroller  to   recommend    that   the   distribution    be 
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made  by  this  Board,  and  at  his  instance  an  appropria- 
tion of  $20,000  was  made  to  the  Commissioners  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Blind,  at  the  session  of  1867,  and  of 
$25,000  at  the  session  of  1868. 

In  1867  there  were  applications  from  369  blind 
persons.  Every  applicant  was  visited  at  his  home  by 
the  visitors  of  the  Department,  and  his  condition  and 
the  number  dependent  on  him  carefully  ascertained. 
It  was  found  that  359  were  in  need,  of  whom  133  had 
minor  children,  and  223  were  unmarried.  They  were 
divided  into  four  classes,  according  to  the  number 
dependent  on  them,  and  there  was  distributed  among 
them  the  sum  of  $20,879  in  money  and  coal. 

The  Commissioners  also  established,  in  connection 
with  the  Almshouse,  an  Asylum  for  the  unmarried 
Blind,  and  appointed  Nurses  and  Orderlies  for  their 
care.  The  average  number  through  the  year  in  the 
Asylum  was  seventy-four,  and  their  cost  of  subsistence 
was  $4,705,  making  the  aggregate  expense  for  the 
Blind  for  1867,  $25,584. 

During  the  past  year  the  number  requiring  relief  has 
been  426.  The  same  system  of  visiting  and  classifica- 
tion has  been  continued,  and  the  sum  expended  has 
been  $22,750.  The  number  in  the  Asylum  has  averaged 
ninety-five,  and  their  cost  of  subsistence  was  $5,940.68  ; 
or,  for  both  forms  of  relief,  $28,690.68. 
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If  it  shall  be  the  pleasure  of  the  Legislature  to  autho- 
rize the  relief  of  the  Blind  through  this  Board,  there 
will  be  required  for  the  year  1869  an  appropriation  of 

$28,000. 

Inebriate  Asylum. 

The  Inebriate  Asylum  was  opened  for  patients  on  the 
2l8t  of  July. 

The  difficulties  which  so  seriously  interfered  with  the 
usefulness  of  the  State  Institution  at  Binghamton, 
admonished  the  Commissioners  of  the  necessity  of  care 
and  circumspection  in  their  untried  experiment  of  con- 
ducting a  Refuge  for  Inebriates.  They  have  therefore 
preferred  to  receive  but  a  sufficient  number  of  non-pay- 
ing patients,  transferred  from  the  Workhouse,  to  keep 
the  building  and  grounds  in  order,  and  until  recently  a 
limited  number  of  such  paying  patients  as  might  seek 
admittance  without  being  attracted  to  it  by  public 
advertisement. 

There  are  four  classes  of  patients.  The  non-paying, 
who  work  on  the  grounds  and  discharge  the  menial 
duties  of  the  Asylum,  and  three  classes  paying  five,  ten 
and  twelve  dollars  per  week,  for  three  months,  in 
advance.  The  class  paying  five  dollars  per  week  sleep 
in  the  Wards,  and  eat  at  the  tables  of  the  non-paying 
patients,  but  are  exempt  from  labor.  The  other  classes 
are  provided  with  separate  rooms  for  each  patient,  and 
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the  board  money  is  chiefly  expended  on  their  table. 
The  rate  of  board  is  determined  by  the  eligibility  of 
the  rooms  occupied. 

The  rules  for  the  government  of  the  paying  patients 
arc  based  on  the  assumption  that  they  are  desirous 
to  reform  their  habits  of  life.  Spacious  grounds  for 
exercise,  adjacent  to  the  Asylum,  are  being  laid  out ;  a 
Ti'ell  selected  library  has  been  collected,  and  ample 
means  for  recreation  and  amusement  will  be  provided. 
There  is  no  check  upon  the  freedom  of  the  paying 
patients,  except  that  they  are  not  permitted  to  leave  the 
grounds  without  permission  of  the  Resident  Phj'sician, 
or  to  receive  or  drink  intoxicating  liquors.  The  viola- 
tion of  either  of  the  rules  is  followed  by  instant  expul- 
sion and  the  forfeiture  of  the  money  advanced  for 
board.  The  time  that  has  elapsed  since  the  Asylum 
was  opened  has  been  too  short  to  determine  upon  its 
ultimate  usefulness,  but  the  Commissioners  are  encour- 
aged to  believe  that  it  will  be  the  means  of  reclaiming 
many  from  habits  of  intemperance. 

Hospitals. 

It  has  been  the  aim  of  the  Board  to  supply  the  Hos- 
pitals of  the  Department  with  every  means  that  may  be 
devised  to  alleviate  suffering,  or  th  it  will  minister  to  the 
care  of  the  sick.     The  diet  has  been  greatly  improved, 
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spring  beds  have  been  substituted  for  straw  beds, 
weekly  inspections  by  Medical  Committees  have  been 
established,  and  thorough  cleanliness  and  proper  ven- 
tilation enforced.  Nor  is  the  usefulness  of  the  Hospitals 
as  a  means  of  instruction  in  Medical  Science  neoflected. 
Every  facility  to  acquire  information  in  respect  to  the 
character  and  treatment  of  disease  is  afforded  to  medi- 
cal students,  and  the  benefit  derived  is  evinced  by  the 
large  annual  increase  of  their  number  in  the  Medical 
Colleges  of  the  city. 

Until  last  year  it  was  the  practice  of  the  Department 
to  admit  to  the  Hospitals,  as  patients,  all  who  alleged 
that  they  were  ill,  but  it  was  found  that  many  feigned 
sickness  to  enjoy  the  comforts  of  a  hospital,  and  though 
the  fraud  would  soon  be  detected,  yet  for  the  time  they 
attained  their  object.  To  guard  against  deception  the 
Commissioners  have  detailed  a  Surgeon  to  examine 
applicants,  and  if  they  require  continuous  medical 
attendance,  to  assign  them  to  the  hospitals  according  to 
the  nature  of  their  diseases,  or  if  the  illness  be  slight, 
to  the  Bureau  of  Out-Door  Sick.  During  the  past  year 
there  have  been  rejected  by  the  Examining  Surgeon 
1647  applications  for  admittance  to  the  Hospitals  and 
Bureau  for  Out-Door  Sick. 
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Bureau  for  Out-Door  Sick. 
This  Bureau,  established  in  1866,  is  for  the  relief  of 
such  patients  as  do  not  require  constant  medical  attend- 
ance. Diseases  are  classified  and  physicians  are  assign- 
ed to  each  class.  The  more  prominent  diseases  treated 
are  those  affecting  the  eye  and  ear,  the  chest,  the  digestive 
organs  and  the  skin.  A  large  number  of  surgical  cases 
are  also  treated.     Medicines  are  gratuitously  dispensed. 

In  18G6,  437  patients  were  treated,  and  1,378  prescriptions  furnished. 
1867, 4,376  patients  were  treated,  and  14,549  prescriptions  furnished. 
1868,  9,650  patients  were  treated,  and  36,468  prescriptions  furnished. 

Morgue. 

The  Morgue,  or  receptacle  for  the  unknown  dead, 
was  established  in  1866.  To  the  Morgue  are  brought 
drowned  persons,  or  persons  who  have  died  in  the 
streets.  Rooms  are  provided  for  the  Coroners  to  hold 
inquests,  and  the  dead  are  laid  where  they  may  be  seen 
by  persons  in  search  of  missing  relatives  and  friends.

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This  large  hospital,  capable  of  holding  1,000  patieuts, 
is  maintained  at  a  high  degree  of  excellence  in  respect 
to  cleanliness,  good  order  and  the  discipline  of  its 
employees,  through  the  vigilance  of  the  Committee  of 
Medical  Inspection,  of  which  Dr.  Stephen  Smith  is 
Chairman,  and  the  diligent  care  of  Mr.  Brennan,  the 
Warden. 

With  the  increase  of  the  population  of  the  City  it 
will  be  necessary  to  erect  a  Maternity  Hospital  in  con- 
nection with  Bellevue.  The  wards  of  the  hospital 
assigned  to  lying-in-women  are  crowded,  and  the  ven- 
tilation so  imperfect  as  to  render  an  additional  structure 

indispensable.

The  administration  of  this  spacious  and  well  arranged 
hospital  is,  as  at  the  Bellevue  Hospital,  by  a  Board  of 
Visiting  Physicians  and  Besident  Assistants.  Reference 
was  made  in  the  last  Annual  Report  to  the  large  pro- 
portion of  syphilitic  patients.  The  proportion  still 
exists ;  of  5,756  patients  received  during  the  year, 
about  1,500  were  for  the  treatment  of  syphilis.     The 
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ravages  of  this  disease  and  the  frightful  evils  it  entails 
upon  succeeding  generations,  require  that  measures 
should  be  adopted  and  enforced  to  arrest  it.  The  restric- 
tive regulations  of  the  city  of  Paris,  aside  from  the 
objection  of  their  very  questionable  moral  tendencies, 
have  been  urged  for  adoption,  are  found  to  be  of  but 
little  practical  benefit.

The    Fever  Hospital,   provided   for   patients   ill   of 
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typhus  fever,  contains  but  one  ward.  It  is  100  feet 
long,  twenty-one  feet  wide  and  sixteen  feet  high.  The 
sexes  are  separated  by  a  partition  eight  feet  high,  so  as 
to  secure  thorough  yentilation. 

In  the  frequent  epidemics  in  the  City  of  Typhus  Feevr 
the  hospital  has  been  inadequate  for  the  number  of 
patients,  and  the  Commissioners  have  been  obliged  to 
lodge  them  in  tents.  A  second  hospital  of  the  same 
dimensions  has  been  recently  erected,  which  will  be 
ready  for  occupancy  by  the  20th  of  January  instant,  and 
will  be  assigned  exclusively  to  female  patients.

The  Incurable  Hospital,  established  two  years  since, 
has  relieved  a  large  amount  of  human  suffering,  by 
gathering  persons  of  extreme  old  age,  who  were  lying 
bed-ridden  and  neglected  in  the  Almshouses,  and 
patients  ill  of  incurable  and  chronic  diseases  in  the 
genera]  hospitals,  to  whom,  as  they  were  beyond  the 
reach  of  medicine,  but  comparatively  little  attention 
was  paid  in  the  care  bestowed  on  recent  and  critical 
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cases.  They  have  now  a  physician  specially  detailed 
to  them,  and  attentive  nurses  to  watch  over  and  pro- 
vide for  them.

The  Lunatic  Asylum  is  inadequate  to  lodge  the  large 
numbers  of  insane  committed  to  the  Department.  The 
Aisylum  consists  of  the  main  building,  capable  of  hold- 
ing properly  204  patients  and  attendants.  A  building 
termed  **  The  Lodge,"  for  violent  patients  of  both  sexes, 
100  patients  and  attendants.  A  third  building,  called 
The  "Retreat,"  occupied  by  females,  110.     Total,  414. 

There  are  now  in  the  main  building. . . .  587  patients  and  attendants. 

There  are  now  in  the  Lodge 104  patients  and  attendants 

There  are  now  in  the  Retreat 191  patients  and  attendants.

The  remainder  of  the  patients  are  placed  in  Pavilion 
Hospitals,  built  for  Paralytic  and  Epileptic  patients, 
each  of  which  is  a  single  ward,  and  wholly  unsuited  for 
the  insane.  The  annual  increase  of  this  class  of  patients 
is  ten  per  cent,  per  annum.  If  this  ratio  shall  continue 
the  number  of  lunatics  in  ten  years,  in  charge  of  the 
Department,  will  be  2,500. 

The  Commissioners  propose  to  erect,  this  year,  a 
buildiug  for  the  violent  insane,  and  assign  it  to  the 
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female,  reserving  the  Lodge  now  occupied  by  both  Sexes 
for  the  male  patients.  But  there  is  an  instant  necessity 
for  the  erection  of  other  buildings  to  provide  for  the 
patients  sleeping  on  the  floors  of  the  halls  and  rooms  of 
the  main  building  and  the  £etreat,  and  for  the  future 
annual  increase.  These  it  is  proposed  to  build  from 
year  to  year,  until  proper  provision  shall  have  been 
made  for  all  the  patients.  For  this  purpose,  and  at  the 
suggestion  of  the  Comptroller,  the  Commissioners 
respectfully  ask  that  the  Supervisors  of  the  county 
may  be  authorized  to  issue  stock  for  such  sums  annu- 
ally as  may  be  required. 

In  order  that  a  Veil  considered  plan  may  be  devised 
for  the  arrangement  of  the  proposed  buildings,  and  for 
their  subsequent  management,  the  Commissioners  have 
requested  a  Committee  of  experienced  Physicians,  con- 
nected with  the  Department,  to  examine  and  report 
upon  the  most  approved  plans  of  hospitals  for  the 
insane,  and  their  administration.  The  preliminary 
report  of  the  Committee,  herewith  submitted,  shows 
the  necessity  of  their  immediate  construction.

To  the  Cinnmisaionera  of  Public  Charities  and  Correction  : 

Gbntlbmbn  : — The  undersigned  b^  respectfully  to  report  that  in 
response  to  jour  resolution  of  the  17th  instant,  they  organized  as  a 
Committee,  and  proceeded  to  the  consideration  of  the  question  sub- 
mitted in  said  resolution. 
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While  the  Committee  are  not  yet  ready  to  report  in  full,  they  feel 
impelled,  without  further  delay,  to  urge  upon  your  honorable  body  the 
adoption,  at  once,  of  the  necessary  preliminary  steps  towards  the  pro- 
vision of  further  accommodation  for  lunatics  at  the  Asylum  on  Black- 
well's  Island. 

AVith  this  view  they  beg  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  following 
report  of  a  thorough  inspection  of  all  the  buildings  comprising  the 
Asylum  at  present. 

The  inspection  was  made  at  night,  when  all  the  patients  were  within 
doors  and  in  bed,  this  being,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  the  only 
means  to  a  true  appreci  tion  of  the  condition  of  the  Institution. 

The  Committee  found  the  various  rooms  and  halls  in  a  most  cleanly 
and  excellent  condition,  so  far  as  care  could  make  them  so,  but  they 
were  all  so  crowded  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  to  render  it 
an  impossibility  to  keep  the  patients  in  proper  condition,  either  as  to 
health  or  decency.  All  the  rooms,  without  exception,  in  all  the  build- 
ings, were  filled  to  such  an  excess  that  the  atmosphere  at  the  time  of 
our  visit,  10  o'clock  p.  m.,  was  already  very  foul  and  gave  proof  that 
a  few  hours  later  would  be  intolerable  to  any  but  those  who,  by  being 
in  it  from  the  beginning,  had  become  insensible  of  its  foetor,  but  none 
the  less  susceptible  to  its  deleterious  effects.  To  give  a  more  definite 
idea  of  the  wants  of  the  Institution,  we  submit  that  the  main  building, 
originally  erected  for  the  accommodation  of  260  patients,  now  con- 
tains 510. 

The  Pavilions,  having  accommodation  for  fifly  each,  contain  seventy- 
five  each.  The  "  Retreat,"  fitted  to  accommodate  one  hundred,  con- 
tains two  hundred,  and  the  "Ix)dge,"  built  for  sixty-six  patients, 
contains  one  hundred  and  ninety.  In  most  instances  from  three  to  five 
patients  are  placed  in  a  room  intended  only  for  two,  and  which  really 
in  many  cases,  owing  to  deficient  ventilation,  is  not  a  proper  accom- 
modation for  even  two,  and  two  are  generally  put  in  a  room  not  large 
enough  for  one.  This  is  especially  the  case  in  the  Lodge,  where  the 
most  cases  are  confined,  and  where  the  filthy  habits  of  many  of  the 
inmates  render  the  air  to  the  last  degree  offensive  and  highly  detri- 
mental to  health.  Every  efibrt  is  made  on  the  part  of  the  management 
of  the  Institution  to  relieve  this  condition  of  things  by  constant  white- 

shing,  use  of  disinfectants,  etc.,  and  by  placing  mattresses  along  the 
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corridors,  and,  when  the  weather  permits,  even  out  upon  the  closed 
balcony ;  but  even  these  corridors  are  now,  by  the  rapid  increase  of 
admissions,  nearly  filled,  so  that  each  patient  m  the  Institution  has 
only  the  miserable  allowance  of  300  cubic  feet  of  air  space,  instead  of 
the  proper  1,000;  and  in  fact  many  of  these  have  considerably  less, 
that  is,  the  patient  naturally  sleeps  in  a  room  but  three  feet  wide,  ten 
feet  long,  and  ten  feet  high,  and  this  in  an  atmosphere  contaminated 
with  exhalations  of  most  noisome  character. 

The  impression  made  upon  the  minds  of  the  Committee  was  that 
the  Institution  was  crowded  to  such  a  degree  as  to  render  it  highly 
dangerous  even  to  continue  the  present  number  of  occupants,  and  that 
further  accommodation  is  immediately  and  imperatively  demanded. 

In  our  opinion  additional  accommodation  is  necessary  at  the  present 
moment  for  at  least  450  patients,  and  to  provide  for  the  increase,  at 
the  present  rate,  up  to  the  probable  time  of  completion  of  a  new  build- 
ing, additional  accommodation  for  800  is  required.

It  had  been  the  practice  since  the  creation  of  the 
Department,  until  within  the  past  three  years,  to  send 
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foundlings  and  other  infants,  committed  to  the  Depart- 
ment, to  the  Almshouse,  where  they  were  placed  in 
charge  of  the  female  inmates. 

The  mortality,  by  the  records,  was  85  to  90  per  cent., 
but  it  is  believed  that,  excepting  the  few  adopted,  none 
survived  a  year. 

In  1866,  the  Board  appointed  a  matron,  and  paid 
nurses  to  take  exclusive  charge  of  the  infants,  and 
although  the  mortality  continued  to  be  large,  they  were 
treated  with  greater  tenderness  and  care.  In  June  of 
last  year  wet  nurses  were  transferred  from  the  general 
hospitals  to  nourish  them.  Life,  by  this  means,  was 
prolonged,  and  the  number  so  increased  that  it  became 
necessary  to  convert  several  adult  wards  of  the  Alms- 
house into  nurseries.  On  the  completion  of  the  Ine- 
briate Asylum,  the  infants  were  t<jmporarily  transferred 
to  that  building  while  a  hospital  was  being  erected  for 
them  on  Randall's  Island.  The  mortality  greatly  fluc- 
tuated, sometimes  rising  to  nearly  the  old  rate,  and 
again  falling  to  a  very  moderate  percentage.  The 
medical  administration  was  the  same  as  at  the  Alms- 
house; visits  were  daily  made  by  experienced  physicians, 
who  evinced  great  interest  in  their  charge,  but  the 
results  were  far  from  satisfactory.  The  mortality  was  a 
scandal  to  the  profession  and  the  Department.  Under 
these  circumstances,    the  Commissioners    appointed   a 
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committee,  cousisting  of  Drs.  George  T.  Elliott,  Austin 
Flint,  Isaac  E.  Taylor,  Stephen  Smith,  Abram  Jacobi 
and  J.  Lewis  Smith,  to  examine  into  and  report  upon  the 
defects  of  the  organization  and  the  proper  remedies. 
The  report  of  the  committee  is  herewith  submitted. 

In  pursuance  of  their  recommendation,  the  Commis- 
sioners have  recently  appointed  a  Board  of  Visiting 
Physicians,  who  have  made  the  diseases  of  children  their 
special  study,  and  a  House  Physician,  with  assistants, 
who  reside  in  the  hospitiil  and  who  are  at  all  times 

on  duty. 

Nurseries — Randall's  Island.

The  Nurseries  are  for  children  of  four  years  and 
upwards  who  are  found  destitute  in  the  streets,  and  for 
such  as  may  be  consigned  by  their  parents,  from  inability 
to  support  them,  to  the  care  of  Commissioners. 

There  are  six  nurseries,  several  hundred  feet  apart, 
under  the  control  of  a  warden  and  matron,  and  to  each 
nursery  there  is  assigned  an  assistant  matron  in  charge. 
The  children,  arriving  on  the  island,  are  placed  in  quar- 
antine for  several  days,  to  guard  against  the  spread  of 
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contagious  or  infectious  disease,  where  they  are  examined 
from  day  to  day  by  a  physician.  If  diseased,  they  are 
sent  to  the  hospital,  and,  if  in  good  health,  they  are 
distributed  according  to  their  age  and  sex  to  the  several 
nurseries.  Schools  are  provided  for  them  by  the  Board 
of  Education,  where  they  are  taught  by  competent 
teachers  under  the  same  regulations  as  govern  the  pub- 
lic schools  in  the  city  of  New  York.  The  hours  before 
and  after  school  are  devoted  to  play,  and  by  the  larger 
girls  to  learning  household  duties  and  sewing,  and  by 
the  boys  to  military  exercises.  Their  religious  instruc- 
tion is  conducted  by  clergymen  of  the  same  faith  as 
their  parents.  When  the  children  reach  the  age  of  ten 
or  twelve,  if  not  reclaimed  by  their  parents  they  are 
apprenticed  to  such  trades  as  they  may  prefer,  or  they 
are  sent  west  in  charge  of  an  officer  of  the  department, 
and  indentured  to  respectable  and  prosperous  farmers. 

It  is  the  duty  of  this  officer  to  visit  from  time  to  time 
the  children,  and  report  upon  their  condition. 

If  improperly  treated,  or  if  not  in  comfortable  homes, 
he  is  authorized  to  remove  them.  But  few  instances  of 
improper  treatment  have  occurred,  while  in  the  great 
majority  of  cases,  the  children  have  been  put  on  the 
footing  of  sons  and  daughters  by  those  with  whom  they 
have  been  placed.

Until  1867  the  idiots  were  in  a  deplorable  condition. 
The  building,  too  small  for  the  number  of  inmates,  wa& 
illy  arranged,  and  without  proper  ventilation.  They 
were  crowded  during  the  day  into  two  rooms,  and 
rarely  permitted  to  go  out  in  the  open  air.  The  Com- 
missioners have  enlarged  the  building  to  more  than 
twice  its  foimer  size,  so  that  ample  room  is  provided 
for  the  patients ;  spacious  play  grounds  have  been  laid 
out  where  they  may  have  the  benefit  of  open  air  exercise 
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baths  have  been  placed  in  their  dormitories,  and  every- 
thiug  that  can  minister  to  their  comfort  adopted. 

Idiot  Schools. 

In  1866  the  Commissioners  established  a  school  for 
Idiot  Children.  It  was  opened  with  twenty  pupils.  In 
1867  the  number  had  increased  to  forty-two,  and  there 
are  now  over  seventy.  The  progress  they  have  made 
has  been  very  gratifying.  From  a  state  of  the  most 
profound  ignorance,  unable,  iu  many  cases,  to  distinguish 
form  or  color,  they  have  learned  to  read  and  write,  and 
have  acquired  some  knowledge  of  arithmetic  and 
geography.  So  rapid  has  been  the  advance  of  one  pupil 
that  she  has  been  promoted  to  the  rank  of  teacher,  and 
now  daily  instnicts  a  class  of  her  late  companions.  The 
girls  have  learned  to  sew  and  embroider,  and  several 
will  soon  be  enabled,  by  this  means,  to  earn  their  living. 

Reformatory  School. 

By  an  act,  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature, 
the  Commissioners  were  authorized  to  buy  land  for  a 
public  cemetery.  The  most  eligible  grounds  in  the 
vicinity  of  New  York  for  this  purpose  were  found  on 
Hart's  Island,  distant  about  fifteen  miles  from  the 
city,  and  separated  from  the  main  land  by  a  wide  inter- 
val of  water,  and  accessible  at  all  seasons  of  the  year. 

The  island  contains  about  one  hundred  acres.     It  was 
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occupied  during  the  rebellion  by  United  States  troops, 
and  a  portion  of  it  is  covered  with  barracks  and  officers' 
quarters. 

The  Commissioners  purchased  the  island,  except  three 
acres  reserved  as  a  site  for  a  light-house,  with  all  the 
buildings,  from  John  Hunter,  Esq.,  for  seventy-five 
thousand  dollars.  The  sum  expended  by  the  govern- 
ment for  the  buildings  is  understood  to  have  been 
$210,000.  The  officers'  quarters  and  several  other 
buildings,  twenty-five  in  number,  are  in  good  order  and 
well  adapted  for  the  purpose  to  which  the  Commission- 
ers have  applied  them,  the  foundation  of  a  Reformatory 
School.     Their  value  is  estimated  at  $40,000. 

Besides  these  buildings,  there  are  many  others  in  a 
dilapidated  condition,  but  the  timber  of  which  is  sound 
and  can  be  used  in  the  construction  and  repair  of  other 
buildings.  The  value  of  the  timber  is  estimated,  from 
actual  measurement,  at  $28,600. 

The  necessity  of  providing  a  school,  or  Reformatory, 
within  the  department,  for  vicious  and  incorrigible 
children  has  long  been  obvious.  Children  are  daily 
brought  before  the  magistrates  by  the  police  as  vagrants 
and  the  companions  of  thieves,  or  by  their  parents  for 
evil  associations  and  propensities,  and  as  incorrigible. 

With  the  view,  therefore,  of  providing  a  Reformatory 
for  vicious  children  the  Commissioners  have  fitted  up 
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several  of  the  houses  on  Hart's  Island  for  school  rooms 
and  dormitories.  About  sixty  boys  have  been  col- 
lected, the  most  of  whom  would  probably,  from  their 
evil  associations,  have  soon  been  committed  to  the  Peni- 
tentiary or  House  of  Refuge  for  crime.  Since  their 
residence  on  the  island  they  have,  with  a  few  excep- 
tions, become  tractable  and  obedient. 

They  attend  school  for  five  hours,  and  the  remainder 
of  the  day  is  devoted  to  play,  or  to  light  labor.  They 
are  diligent  in  their  studies  and  are  acquiring  habits  of 
industry. 

The  Institutions  of  the  Department  on  Black  well's. 
Ward's  and  Randall's  Islands  are  supplied  with  water 
from  the  Croton  Aqueduct,  by  means  of  pipes  laid  on 
the  bed  of  the  East  river.  The  frequent  breaks  caused 
by  the  anchors  of  vessels  coming  in  contact  with  the 
submerged  mains  is  of  serious  inconvenience,  and  the 
expense  of  their  repair  is  increased  from  the  want  of 
the  proper  apparatus  for  repairing  and  relaying  them. 
It  is  respectfully  recommended  that  the  Croton  Aque- 
duct Board  shall  have  the  exclusive  charge  of  the  means 
of  supply,  and  that  the  Islands  shall  be  embraced  within 
their  jurisdiction,  as  is  the  city  of  New  York. 

Out-Door  Poor. 
The  relief  of  the  poor  living  in  the  city  is  entrusted 
to  Mr.  Greorge  Kellock,  the  experienced  Superintendent 
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of  Out-Door  Poor,  assii^ted  by  eleven  officers  termed 
Visitors  of  the  Poor.  It  had  been  the  practice  before 
1867,  to  appoint  at  the  approach  of  winter,  several  tem- 
porary visitors,  without  much  regard  to  their  qualifica- 
tions, and  dismiss  them  in  the  spring.  It  was  found 
that,  from  inexperience  or  indifierence,  thoy  discharged 
their  duties  so  imperfectly,  that  the  Board  resolved  to 
divide  the  city  into  six  districts,  and  to  appoint  a  visitor 
of  mature  age  and  sound  experience,  to  each  district. 
The  change  has  been  so  beneficial,  both  in  respect  to  the 
relief  of  the  poor  and  the  detection  of  fraudulent  appli- 
cations, that  the  city  has  been  re-divided  into  eleven 
districts,  and  five  additional  visitors  have  been  appoint- 
ed. Besides  the  duty  of  visiting  the  homes  of  appli- 
cants and  reporting  to  the  Superintendent  their  condi- 
tion and  the  measure  and  kind  of  relief  they  may  need, 
the  visitors  are  charged  with  the  investigation  of  the 
causes  of  pauperism,  sickness  and  crime,  in  their  respec- 
tive districts.  It  will  be  the  aim  of  the  Board  to  obtain, 
through  this  organization,  such  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
these  subjects  as  will  enable  them  to  minister  with  more 
intelligent  discrimination  to  the  relief  of  the  wretched- 
ness and  poverty  in  the  city  than  has  hitherto  been  prac- 
ticable. 

And  in  this  connection  the  attention  of  the  Legislature 
is  respectfully  directed  to  the  want  of  temporary  shelter 
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for  the  houseless  poor.  Aware  of  the  suffering  from  the 
absence  of  such  provisions  the  Board,  in  the  winter  of 
1866,  fitted  up  a  portion  of  a  prison,  then  unoccupied,  as  a 
temporary  refuge  for  the  night,  to  poor  but  reputable 
persons,  who,  from  various  reasons,  were  deprived  of 
homes.  Over  2,000  were  lodged  during  the  winter. 
Each  applicant  was  questioned,  and  gave  satisfactory 
evidence  as  to  the  cause  of  destitution.  None  were 
admitted  who  were  intoxifated,  and,  except  in  a  few 
instances,  none  who  made  application  the  second  time. 
The  shelter  supplied  a  great  and  palpable  defect  in  the 
system  of  public  charities,  but  it  could  not  be  continued 
when  the  prison  was  required  for  its  original  purpose, 
for,  in  the  opinion  of  counsel,  the  Commissioners  are 
not  authorized  to  hire  or  erect  a  building  in  the  City 
without  the  consent  of  the  Legislature  previously 
obtained.  The  Commissioners  are  not  insensible  to  the 
danger  of  multiplying  the  means  of  living  without  labor. 
The  inevitable  effect  of  such  mistaken  charity  is  to 
enlarge  the  vagrant  classes,  and  convert  the  able-bodied 
poor,  by  an  easy  transition,  into  idlers  and  criminals. 
But,  on  the  other  hand,  it  is  proper  that,  in  a  great 
city,  there  should  be  provision  made  against  danger  to 
life  from  exposure  as  there  is  against  starvation. 
For  these  reasons  the  Commissioners  respectfully  ask 
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that  they  may  be  authorized  to  hire  one  or  more  houses 
as  temporary  night  shelters  for  the  houseless  poor. 

Labor  Bureau. 

A  labor  bureau  has  been  opened  for  the  transfer  of 
unemployed  labor  to  the  west.  But  little  has  yet  been 
accomplisbed,  though  there  is  reason  to  believe  that 
when  the  bureau  shall  have  been  fairly  organized  and 
its  object  understood,  mud|  suffering  may  be  relieved 
by  the  facilities  which  will  be  provided  for  the  migra- 
tion of  unemployed  men  and  women  from  the  city,  to 
parts  of  the  country  where  labor  is  in  constant  demand.

To  the    Honorable  the  Board  of   Commisaioners  of 
Public  Chanties  and  Correction  : 

Gentlemen — 1  respectfully  submit  the  following  as 
the  Annual  Report  of  this  Institution  for  the  year  1868: 

The  total  number  of  prisoners  who  were  committed 
during  the  past  year  was  forty-six  thousand  four  hun- 
dred and  seventy-six  (46,476),  being  eight  hnndred  and 
thirty-seven  (837)  less  than  the  number  received  during 
the  year  1867. 

The  roofs  of  the  male  and  female  department  of  the 
First  District  Prison  have  been  placed  in  good  order ; 
the  old  and  dilapidated  skylights  have  been  replaced 
by  larger  ones,  which  give  more  light  and  better  venti- 
lation to  the  prison. 

Sewers  have  been  built  from  the  yard  to  the  street, 
which  will  undoubtedly  improve  the  sanitary  condition 
of  the  prison. 
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The  heating  arrangement  is  very  poor.  If  the  two 
furnaces  were  taken  out  of  the  male  prison  and  two 
stoves  placed  in  the  hall  (of  the  same  size  as  those  now 
in  use  there),  I  think  there  would  be  a  saving  in  the  fuel, 
and  there  would  be  a  great  deal  more  heat  in  the 
prison.  The  furnace  (and  steam  pipes)  in  the  female 
prison  has  been  expensive  to  keep  in  operation  and 
repair,  and  gives  very  little  heat.  K  it  was  replaced 
by  two  stoves  of  the  same  size  as  those  used  in  the 
male  department,  I  think  the  prison  would  be  kept 
warm  and  comfortable,  and  at  less  expense  than  at  the 
present  time. 

On  the  first  of  October,  1868,  your  Honorable 
Board  made  the  following  order  in  reference  to  this 
Institution  : 

"  Ordered^  That  the  Warden  of  the  City  Prisons  shall 
cause  all  prisoners  convicted  of  or  held  on  a  charge  of 
felony,  to  be  confined  in  separate  cells,  and  that  in  no 
instance,  without  the  consent  of  this  Board,  shall  more 
than  one  prisoner  convicted  of  or  charged  with  felony 
occupy  the  same  cell. 

"When,  under  the  foregoing  rule,  the  cells  of  either 
of  the  prisons  shall  be  occupied,  the  Warden  will 
transfer  any  increase  in  the  number  of  prisoners  charged 
with  felony  to  the  other  prisons  in  his  charge,  in  the 
following  order  :  Ist,  The  Tombs  Prison  ;  2d,  Jefferson 
Market  Prison ;  3d,  Essex  Market  Prison ;  4th,  Fifty- 
seventh  street  Prison." 
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In  my  opinion,  this  is  one  of  the  best  orders  ever 
made  in  reference  to  City  Prisons,  and  will  be  of  great 
benefit  to  the  prisoners.  It  was  the  custom,  formerly, 
to  place  three  and  sometimes  four  prisoners  in  one  cell, 
that  was  only  large  enough  to  contain  one  prisoner ; 
old  and  hardened  criminals,  sometimes  just  liberated 
from  State  Prison,  but  who  would  be  unknown  at  the 
time  to  the  Deputy  Keepers  on  duty,  would  be  placed 
in  the  same  cell  with  a  prisoner  arrested  for  the  first 
offence.  The  effects  of  such  companionship  would  cer- 
tainly be  injurious  to  the  latter,  as  the  conversation  he 
would  have  to  listen  to,  between  the  other  inmates  of 
his  cell,  would  very  often  give  him  his  first  lesson  in 
crime,  and  would  have  a  tendency  to  lessen  the  chances 
of  his  reformation. 

By  this  new  order,  each  prisoner  will  have  a  clean 
cell  for  his  own  use,  which  must  also  prove  highly 
beneficial  as  a  sanitary  measure. 

In  the  summer  season,  during  the  vacation  of  the 
courts,  when  the  prisons  are  usually  filled  to  excess,  I 
do  not  think  there  will  be  sufiicient  cells  for  the  accom- 
modation of  the  prisoners,  and  I  think  more  room  will 
be  required. 

The  Second  District  Prison  is  in  good  order,  the  cells 
are  clean,  and  well  heated  and  ventilated. 

The  Third  District  prison  is  clean  and  well  venti- 
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lated.  The  soil  pipe  leading  from  under  the  prison  to 
the  sewer  requires  some  alterations,  and  a  greater  supply 
of  water  is  very  much  needed  at  this  prison. 

The  Fourth  District  Prison  is  in  very  good  order. 

Dr.  William  T.  Nealis  continues  to  give  general  satis- 
faction, by  the  able  and  faithful  manner  in  which  he 
discharges  his  duties  a^  Physician  at  City  Prison. 

Dr.  Leroy  M.  Yale,  at  the  Second  District  Prison, 
Dr.  H.  C  L  Anderson,  at  the  Third  District  Prison,  and 
Dr.  Dayton  W.  Searle,  at  the  Fourth  District  Prison, 
have  severally  performed  their  duties  in  a  creditable 
manner. 

Mr.  Finlay,  Clerk;  Mr.  Ryer,  Night  Deputy  Warden; 
Miss  Foster,  Matron;  Misses  French  and  Phelps,  the 
Assistant  Matrons,  and  all  the  employees  of  this  Insti- 
tution, have  faithfully  performed  all  their  duties  during 
the  past  year. 

I  also  return  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  individual 
members  of  your  Honorable  Board  for  the  courtesy  and 
kindness  always  extended  to  me,  and  for  the  prompt- 
ness with  which  all  the  requirements  of  this  Institution 
have  been  supplied.

Sir — ^lu  accordance  with  instructions  received,  I  have 
the  honor  to  submit  the  following,  as  the  report  of  the 
Medical  Department  of  the  City  Prison  for  the  year  1868. 

During  the  last  year,  the  health  of  the*  Prison  has 
been  remarkably  good,  their  having  been  only  eight  (8) 
deaths  (six  of  which  were  Coroners'  inquests),  among 
forty-six  thousand  four  hundred  and  seventy-six  (46,476) 
prisoners,  which  I  think  is  due,  in  a  great  measure,  to 
the  careful  manner  in  which  the  officers  of  the  Prison 
have  attended  to  its  sanitary  condition. 

There  were  committed  to  the  Prison,  five  hundred  and 
seventy-one  (571)  persons  charged  with  being  insane, 
of  which  number  there  were  transferred  to  the  Lunatic 
Asylum  on  BlackwelPs  Island,  three  hundred  and  fifty- 
five  (355).

The  **  Per  Capita"  report  oflTers  a  much  diflferent  ex- 
hibit than  the  one  of  1867,  since  it  shows  a  smaller 
aggregate  capital  by  seventeen  thousand,  three  hundred 
and  ninety-seven  dollars,  and  seventy-five  centB  ($17,- 
397.75),  a  monthly  less  expenditure  per  head  of  $1,34, 
and  a  daily  one  of  four  cents  five  mills  and  five- 
tenths,  nothwithstanding  every  needful  article  for 
consumption  or  clothing,  has  been  supplied  by  your 
Honorable  Commission.  Alterations  have  also  been 
made  and  considerable  painting  has  been  done  to  the 
inside  prisons.

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The  help  in  Shoe  Shop  and  Saddlery  have  performed 
a  large  amount  of  work,  such  as  repairs  for  ourselves 
and  the  store  department,  with  but  inferior  mechanics. 

The  Tailors'  department  has  turned  out  a  good  quan- 
tity of  work,  new  and  otherwise  (considering  the  class 
of  help),  for  ourselves  and  the  general  store. 

Blacksmiths  and  Tins^nittis, — This  class  of  mechanics 
has  been  meagre,  very  few  able  workmen  amongst  them; 
but  notwithstanding  the  difficulties  to  contend  with,  a 
large  quantity  of  new  work  and  jobbing  has  been 
performed  for  ourselves,  the  general  store  and  other 
departments,  mostly  the  latter. 

In  making  mention  of  these  shops,  I  would  here  com- 
mend  to  the  notice  of  your  Hon.  Commission,  the  able 
manner  in  which  the  master  blacksmith,  Mr.  William 
Coughlin,  has  directed  the  same,  by  his  indefatigable 
exertions,  for  the  benefit  of  the  several  departments  on 
the  Islands,  and  Bellevue  Hospital. 

Of  Carpenters  and  Painters  we  have  had  a  smaller 
number  than  usual,  but  with  such  a  great  amount  of  job- 
bing has  been  done,  a  new  stone  shed  erected  on 
Lunatic  Asylum  grounds,  also  boats  repaired  for  our- 
selves and  other  Institutions. 

0 

Here  we  labor  under  disadvantages,  by  these  branches 
of  business  being  under  the  control  of  an  officer  having 
no  practical  knowledge  of  the  trades;  whereas,  probably, 
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if  under  the  supervision  of  an  experienced  man,  more 
labor  would  be  obtainable,  and  less  waste  caused  than 
is  now,  under  an  inexperienced  person. 

The  general  labor  of  this  Institution  has  been 
thi*oughout  the  year  variously  distributed  as  follows  : 

Fifty  men  have  all  the  summer  been  permanently 
detailed  in  quarrying,  &c.  on  Randall's  Island,  with 
twelve  remaining  there  still ;  also  a  number  of  convicts 
have  daily  gone  to  the  same  Island  in  charge  of 
keepers,  to  labor  at  excavating,  grading,  Ac,  at  New 
Infants'  Hospital,  giving  9,542  days'  labor  in  toto  to 
that  department. 

To  Ward's  Island  a  number  varying  from  35  to  88 
were  sent  up  daily,  with  keepers,  to  labor  at  excavating, 
grading,  Ac,  producing  14,974  days'  labor,  and  what  is 
a  very  creditable  item,  without  having  to  report  any 
elopements,  with  the  exception  of  one,  from  either 
Island. 

The  residue  of  convicts  have  been  engaged  in  differ- 
ent occupations,  such  as  quarrying  at  Upper  and  Lower 
Quarries,  repairing  and  building  sea-walls,  boatmen  (in 
ferry  and  guard  boats),  kitchens,  hall-boys,  general 
f;hore-men  and  runners. 

The  female  portion  of  the  population  has  been  occu- 
pied in  sewing,  washing,  scrubbing,  and  general  prison 
work  ;  the  average  number  of  inmates  of  this  sex  being 
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very  smuU,  viz  :  84.  But  these  were  sufficient  for  all 
necessary  purposes. 

From  among  this  number  six  children  have  been 
born  during  the  imprisonment  of  the  mothers ;  several 
have  been  received  with  infants,  and  seven  still  remain 
in  the  Institution  with  the  mothers. 

The  alterations  made  in  1867  (after  my  appointment 
as  Warden),  for  the  cooking  of  the  food  for  the  con- 
victs, likewise  the  new  arrangements  for  their  partaking 
of  their  meals,  have  proved  highly  advantageous  to  a 
degree ;  but  they  are  not  so  convenient,  or  so  well 
adapted  for  sanitary  measures  as  a  detached  Cook  House 
and  jVI(»ss  Kooms  would  be,  nevertheless,  are  far  supe- 
rior to  the  anterior  mode  of  taking  the  food  to  the  cells 
to  \)e  eaten,  and  its  being  cooked  at  the  Charity  Hos- 
pital. 

The  whole  prison,  male  and  female,  wears  a  clean 
and  orderly  aspect,  which,  of  course,  adds  materially 
to  discipline  and  the  general  health  of  the  inmates. 

The  convicts  also  are  well  clothed  and  present  a 
becoming  and  comfortable  appearance — some  there  may 
be  who  are  slovenly,  and  to  whom  cleanliness  is  natur- 
ally irksome ;  such  being  inherent  to  them,  they  are  a 
source  of  annoyance  to  the  officers ;  of  such  there  are 
few,  but  they  require  extra  watchfulness. 

Several   cases  of  Fever   have   occurred    during    the 
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year,  in  most  instances  proving  fatal,  this  has  shown  a 
mortality  not  actually  large,  but  more  so  than  is  usual 
in  this  Department. 

At  its  outbreak  it  appeared  somewhat  alarming,  but, 
by  the  exertions  of  the  officers  and  the  able  effoi*ts  of 
the  medical  staff,  its  progress  was  arrested.  Disinfect- 
ants were  resorted  to,  which  proved  available  in  exter- 
minating the  unwelcome  visitant. 

Our  exhibit  of  Elopements  as  compared  with  last 
year  shows  very  small,  and  had  it  not  been  for  one 
instance,  when  six  convicts  were  permitted  through 
the  negligence  of  a  keeper  to  effect  their  escape,  would 
have  presented  a  very  favorable  feature. 

The  ''Pardon  Department"  at  Albany  has  not 
favored  the  Penitentiary  much  this  year,  as  our  exhibit 
show^s  but  one  pardon,  and  that  was  received  only  the 
night  prior  to  the  morning  of  the  convict's  expira- 
tion of  term. 

This  on  reference,  so  far  as  the  Penitentiary  is  con- 
cerned, has  no  parallel  on  its  records. 

A  discreet  and  earnest  presentation  of  '*  Gospel 
Truth  "  at  the  Sabbath  services,  is  about  all  the  hopeful 
work  that  can  be  done  for  the  convicts. 

This  has  been  ably  administered  by  thf)  Chaplains  of 
the  Island,  the  Kev.  Zetus  Searle,  Hev.  Father  Duran- 
quet  and  the  Hev.  Edward  Cowley,  with  occasionally 
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lay  and  other  preachers  from  the  city,  who  have  been 
as  usual,  unremitting  in  their  several  vocations. 

On  the  1st  of  August  I  made  application  to  the 
Central  Office  for  a  grant  to  the  employees  of  a  short 
vacation,  to  which  your  Honorable  Body,  with  your 
usual  kindness  and  promptitude,  did  comply,  by  allow- 
ing each  officer,  in  rotation,  to  be  absent  for  three  days, 
a  temporary  keeper  officiating,  in  regard  to  this  grant  I 
would  respectfully  state  that  it  was  fully  appreciated 
by  all. 

Several  changes  in  Keepers  have  taken  place  during 
the  year,  from  several  causes,  such  as  those  for  incom- 
petency, transfer,  resignation  and  death. 

The  death  was  that  of  Mr.  Owen  Kehoe,  who  expired 
on  the  20th  of  March,  of  consumption  ;  he  had  long 
been  a  Keeper  of  this  department,  and  was  a  valuable 
officer  in  the  performance  of  his  duty. 

As  I  augured  in  my  report  of  last  year,  the  then 
recently  appointed  Clerk,  Mr.  Bichard  M.  Cooney,  has 
fully  answered  my  anticipations  ;  he  has  been  assiduous 
in  the  discharge  of  his  clerical  functions. 

To  the  Hall-Keepers,  Mr.  B.  E.  F.  Mullen  and  Mr. 
William  Hesslcr,  credit  is  due  for  the  conscientious  per- 
formance of  their  several  arduous  duties. 

The  other  Keepers,  likewise  Guards,  individually, 
have  aide<l  me  in  my  endeavor  to  discipliuize  this  De- 
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partment,  aud  have  at  all  times  shown  a  willingness 
which  is  commendable. 

The  Matron,  Mrs.  EllaH.  Halliwell,  who  has  held  the 
position  for  many  years,  has  been  attentive  to  her  vari- 
ous duties,  for  which  she  is  well  qualified. 

**  Croton  Wateb  Pipe  Bureau." 

In  my  annual  report  of  1867,  and  in  a  communication, 
dated  January  4th,  1868, 1  did  recommend  to  the  con- 
sideration of  your  Honorable  Board,  the  erection  of  an 
''  iron  tank "  at  each  end  of  the  Island,  viz  :  One  at 
Lunatic  Asylum  and  one  at  the  Charity  Hospital,  in 
order  that  those  departments  would  not  (by  the  con- 
stant drawing  of  their  donkey  pumps,  directly  on  the 
main),  interfere  with  the  central  institutions,  as  they 
were  then  doing.  After  mature  investigation,  one  tank 
was  deemed  sufficient,  and,  on  July  20th,  1868,  the  tank 
was  received,  and,  on  August  7th,  1868,  completed  (agree- 
able to  contract),  and  placed  at  the  Charity  Hospital, 
but  owing,  as  is  supposed,  to  a  break  in  the  iron  main, 
mentioned  in  the  latter  part  of  this  report,  the  erection 
of  this  tank  did  not  fully  meet  the  desired  emergency. 

Since  the  discovery  and  repair  of  this  breach  in  the 
iron  main,  as  after  stated,  the  Engineer,  Mr.  John  Slat- 
tery,  reports  that  he  obtains  a  plentiful  supply  of  water 
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in  that  institution,  without  having  recourse  to  the  pumps 
drawing  on  the  main,  as  formerly  ;  thus  proving  that 
the  tank  has  satisfactorily  filled  the  object  of  its  design, 
and  is  of  incalculable  benefit  to  the  Charity  Hospital. 

On  January  14th,  1868.  the  Croton  water  pipe  crossing 
at  70th  street,  was  parted  by  the  anchor  of  a  passing 
sloop,  and,  on  March  27th,  was  again  successfully  laid. 
In  comparing  the  date  of  accident  with  the  date  of 
repair,  it  will  appear  that  a  longer  period  than  requisite 
existed,  but  my  engagements  on  the  pipe  at  110th  to 
Ward^s  Island,  for  the  purpose  of  conveying  water  to 
the  Inebriate  Asylum,  as  also  the  state  of  the  river, 
by,  the  quantity  of  floating  ice,  will  ofier  sufficient  rea- 
sons for  this  delay,  during  which  period  BlackwelFs 
Island  was  solely  dependent  on  one  pipe  for  its  supply 
of  water. 

April  20th,  1868,  the  schooner  **  Ivenne "  dragged 
her  anchor  and  disconnected  the  Croton  water  pipe 
on  the  New  York  shore,  laid  as  before  mentioned  March 
27th.  The  following  day,  April  21st,  the  disconnected 
pipe  was  recovered.  This  accident  happened  during 
my  absence  on  leave,  and,  as  the  damage  was  slight,  it 
was  remedied  under  the  supervision  of  Engineers 
attached  to  the  several  institutions  on  the  Island,  prior 
to  my  return  April  25th,  1868. 

July  19th,  1868,  I  discovered  a  break  in  the  pipe 
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crossiDg  at  79th  street,  on  the  New  York  shore;  the 
whole  breach  was,  however,  rectified  by  5  o'clock  p.  m., 
same  day,  the  force  of  water  flowing  through  being 
strong. 

On  the  night  of  August  18th,  the  Croton  water  pipe 
crossing  at  70th  street  was  entirely  broken;  occurring 
as  this  did  in  the  night,  no  cause  could  then  be  assigned 
as  to  its  parting,  but  on  the  20th  I  discovered  the  cause 
to  be  that  some  vessel  had  dropped  her  anchor  and 
dragged  out  completely  a  piece  of  the  iron  pipe  or 
main  on  the  New  York  shore;  this  was  speedily  rec- 
tified, and  a  better  supply  obtained  than  we  had  been 
receiving. 

On  the  16th  of  September,  the  Croton  water  pipe 
crossing  at  70th  street  completely  gave  out;  conside- 
rable difficulty  was  experienced  in  dragging  for  the 
lost  pipe,  but  it  was  eventually  recovered,  and  on  the 
25th  September,  it  was  relaid,  and  proved  to  be  in 
good  order. 

On  Sunday,  October  18th,  at  7  o'clock,  a.  m.,  the 
sloop  '*  Eliza  A.  James,''  Captain  Hawkins,  dropped 
her  anchor  on  the  Croton  water  pipe  crossing  at  70th 
street;  after  working  for  three  hours  in  an  endeavor  to 
free  the  anchor,  but  without  eflect,  I  finally  concluded 
to  purchase  the  anchor,  providing  the  captain  would 
cut  the  cable;   after  considerable  talk  and  persuasion 
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be  agreed,  aud,  upon  my  paying  him  $50,  he  cut  two 
fathoms  of  chain  with  anchor  attached.  I  afterwards 
tested  the  pipes  on  both  the  Island  and  New  York 
shores,  and  discovered  that  the  pipe  has  sustained  no 
serious  damage  by  the  occurrence. 

On  October  27th,  at  half-past  11  o'clock  a.  m.,  a 
Nova  Scotia  brig  dragged  the  pipe  crossing  at  70th 
street  completely  out  of  its  connections  on  the  New 
York  shore.  The  pipe  was  dragged  a  great  distance, 
eventually  found,  and  taken  up  for  repair. 

The  pipe  was  again  successfully  laid  on  Tuesday, 
Nov.  10th,  but  the  supply  of  water  did  not  give  me 
satisfaction,  so  I  went  on  a  tour  of  inspection  upon  the 
'Iron  Main''  pipe  on  the  Island,  and  discovered  on 
Nov.  14th,  a  break  on  said  main  on  the  Alms  House 
grounds;  this  breach  was  repaired  on  Nov.  18th,  by 
the  insertion  of  four  lengths  of  iron  pipe  in  place  of 
the  defective  ones. 

This  breach  has  in  all  probability  existed  for  a  long 
period,  as  since  its  repair  we  have  received  a  better 
supply  of  water  than  has  been  obtained  for  a  consider- 
able time  past. 

On  the  14th  day  of  December,  I,  in  a  manner  by 
accident,  observed  something  wrong  in  the  Croton 
water  pipe  crossing  at  79tb  street,  and  upon  examina- 
tion discovered  a  break  on  the  New  York  shore.     This 
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after  considerable  excavating,  and  tearing  down  the 
stone  wall,  was  repaired,  and  the  whole  was  in  com- 
plete working  order  and  good  condition  by  the  22d  of 
December,  since  which  time  up  to  the  present,  I  am 
happy  to  state,  we  have  had  a  plentiful  supply  of  the 
desired  element. 

In  prosecuting  my  labors  on  all  the  aforementioned 
repairs,  relayings,  and  otherwise.  I  would  observe- 
that  I  have  on  all  occasions  been  ably  assisted  by  the 
Engineers,  Messrs.  Simpson,  Slattery,  Golden  and 
Gormley,  to  whom  my  thanks  are  due. 

In  concluding  this,  my  Annual  Report  for  1868,  permit 
me  Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen,  to  tender  my  grateful 
acknowledgements  to  each  member  of  your  Honorable 
Board,  for  your  usual  untiring  energy  in  aiding  and 
sustaining  me  at  all  times,  under  all  circumstances  and 
all  difficulties,  in  promoting  the  comfort  and  welfare  of 
the  convict,  also  in  the  proper  direction  of  the  depart- 
ment, which  has  ultimately  resulted  in  placing  the  New 
York  Penitentiary  prominent  with  the  public  as  a  first 
class  **  Penal  Institution.''

James  Bowen,  Esq.,  President  of  the  Board  of  Com- 
missioners  of  Public  Charities  and  Correction  : 

Sib — ^The  Annual  Report  for  Alms  House,  for  the  year 
ending  Dec.  31st,  1868,  with  accompanying  tables  and 
usual  statistical  reports,  is  respectfully  submitted. 

According  to  the  census,  you  will  perceive  that  4,135 
inmates  have  been  maintained,  the  greater  part  of 
whom,  through  disease  or  old  age  have  been  incapaci- 
tated from  performing  the  least  manual  labor,  or  ren- 
dering any  assistance  to  promote  the  sanitary  condition 
of  the  Institution.  There  are  some,  however,  out  of 
the  large  number  admitted  during  the  year  who,  though 
fit  subjects  for  the  Alms  House,  are  not  entirely  dis- 
abled, and  from  these,  we  obtain,  though  not  without 
difficulty,  a  sufficient  number  to  perform  the  multifarious 
duties  incidental  to  the  department,  and  render  avail- 
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able  their  services,  not  only  for  work  done  for  the  Alms 
House,  but  also  for  other  institutions,  turned  into  general 
store.  The  amount  and  value  of  such  labor  will  be 
apparent  from  an  examinatipn  of  the  tables. 

It  may  be  of  some  interest  to  notice  the  means  adop- 
ted, to  distinguish  between  those  who  are  in  some 
measure  able  to  perform  work,  and  those  wholly  inca- 
pacitated. On  the  arrival  of  all  inmates,  they  are 
immediately  subjected  to  a  bath,  and  warmly  clad,  after 
which  they  are  conveyed  to  the  Warden's  office,  where 
they  are  formally  admitted  as  inmates  of  the  Alms 
House,  and  then  undergo  an  examination  by  the  House 
Physician,  who  classifies  them  according  to  their  physi- 
cal condition  as  follows: 

Class  1.  Able-bodied  men. 

Class  2.  Able  to  perform  light  labor,  and  as  orderlies 
of  the  difierent  wards. 

Class  3.  Able  to  sweep  the  grounds  or  break  stones. 

Class  4.  Exempt  on  account  of  disease  or  old  age. 

These  numbers  are  placed  on  their  cards,  and  desig- 
nate the  inmates  in  their  wards  as  per  classification. 

The  custom  of  bathing  the  inmates  monthly  has  been 
continued  through  the  year,  and  contributes  much  to 
their  sanitary  condition. 

In  the  Female  Department,  the  inmates  capable  of 
performing  work  form  a  small  proportion  to  the  num- 
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ber  admitted.  From  these  are  selected  the  nurses,  who 
have  charge  of  the  wards,  to  keep  them  in  order,  and 
also  to  care  for  the  old  and  feeble.  The  remainder, 
some  partially  demented  and  some  crippled  and  wedk 
from  disease  and  natural  infirmities,  are  usefully  em- 
))loyed  in  sewing  and  knitting. 

This  Institution,  for  order,  cleanliness,  discipline  and 
sanitary  condition  will,  we  think,  compare  favorably 
with  any  other  similar  institutions  in  this  country,  and 
we  cordially  invite  the  inspection  of  all  persons  inte- 
rested in  the  welfare  of  the  poor. 

To  the  Clerk  and  the  Matrons  of  the  several  depart- 
ments, are  due  my  thanks  for  the  cheerful  and  satisfac- 
tory performance  of  their  various  duties.

James  Bowen,  Esq.,  President  of  t/ie  Board  of  Com- 
misHioners  of  Public  Charities  and  Correction: 

Sir — ^I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  your  Honorable 
Board  the  first  Annual  Beport  of  the  Inebriate  Asylum. 

Upon  the  receipt  of  my  appointment  as  Resident 
Physician,  I  visited  the  New  York  State  Inebriate  Asy- 
lum, at  Binghamton,  and,  having  aexjuainted  myself 
thoroughly  with  the  system  there  emploj'ed,  assumed 
charge  of  this  Institution  on  the  twenty-second  day  of 
Ma}\  My  attention  was  then  entirely  directed  to  the 
supervision  of  the  completion  and  furnishing  of  the 
centre  and  west  wing  of  the  building,  which  were  set 
apart  for  the  reception  of  Inebriates,  the  remainder 
being  retained  by  the  Infants'  Hospital  for  the  use  of 
its  inmates.  It  was  expected  that  the  building  upon 
Bandall's  Island,  now  being  erected  for  the  use  of  the 
children,  would  have  been  furnished  before  the  end  of 
the  year,  but  it  is  probable  that  it  will  not  be  in  fit 
condition  for* occupation  until  the  spring.     The  wards 
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set  apart  for  the  charity  patients  and  those  of  the  mid- 
dle class,  were  furnished  with  beds,  bedding,  washstands, 
&c.,  and  the  private  rooms,  halls,  parlors,  library  and 
reception  room,  were  carpeted  and  furnished.  The 
unfinished  work  of  the  contractors  was  rapidly  pushed 
forward,  such  improvements  upon  the  original  plan  as 
suggested  themselves  were  carried  into  effect,  and  on 
the  21st  day  of  July,  the  Asj'Ium  was  formally  opened 
to  the  public  with  appropriate  ceremonies. 

The  accompanying  table  shows  the  total  number  of 
inmates  since  that  time  to  have  been  889;  divided  into 
the  following  classes: 

First.  Charity  patients,  287. 

Second.  Patients  paying  five  dollars  per  week,  27. 

Third.  Patients  paying  ten  dollars  and  upwards  per 
week,  25. 

Charity  Patients — It  is  intended  to  receive  proper 
subjects  who  are  unable  to  pay  for  their  support,  upon 
condition  that  they  perform  such  labor  as  may  be 
assigned  them,  and  in  this  way  render  the  institution 
self-suppoiting,  even  in  the  performance  of  the  more 
menial  duties.  During  the  year,  however,  the  unfin- 
ished condition  of  the  grounds  and  the  requirements  of 
the  Infants'  Hospital,  rendered  necessary  the  presence 
of  a  large  number  of  workers,  who  were  transferred 
from  the  Work  House  on  Blackwell's  Island,  as  occasion 
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required,  the  selection  being  made,  as  far  as  possible, 
from  those  who  were  committed  to  that  institution  for 
intoxication.  Of  these  the  females  have  been  employed 
as  scrubbers,  chambermaids,  seamstresses,  scullions, 
and  as  nui*ses  for  the  children  in  the  Infants'  Hospital. 
The  males  have  been  engaged  in  grading,  road-making, 
building  sea-wall,  &c.,  under  the  direction  of  the  War- 
den of  the  City  Cemetery,  and  in  charge  of  Mr.  Elijah 
Simpson,  while  those  who  were  properly  skilled  as 
mechanics  have  worked  within  doors  upon  the  building. 
But  few  of  these  have  experienced  the  practical  results 
which  the  Asylum  is  expected  to  bring  forth,  owing,  in 
many  cases,  to  the  shortness  of  the  time  of  commit- 
ment, but  mainly  due  to  the  fact  that,  belonging  to  the 
class  of  revolvers — men  and  women  who  have  grown 
up  in  vice  and  poverty,  and  are  continually  placed 
under  the  care  of  your  Honorable  Board,  either  as 
objects  of  charity  or  correction,  the  desire  to  reform, 
a  pre-requisite  to  its  accomplishment,  was  wanting  in 
them,  and  beyond  the  temporary  restraint  their  resi- 
dence at  the  Asylum  was  of  little  benefit.  But,  when 
the  present  exigencies  shall  have  disappeared,  and 
judicious  selections  are  made  of  those  who  give  some 
promise  of  reformation,  there  is  every  reason  to  hope 
that  the  charity  patients  will  rocoivo  the  same  advan- 
tages i\s  accrue  to  those  in  higher  stations  in  life. 
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With  the  paying  patients  of  both  classes,  the  results 
have  been  much  more  satisfactory.  With  very  few 
exceptions  these  inmates  have  voluntarily  sought  the 
refuge  here  afforded  them,  cognizant  of  the  necessity 
for  an  altered  life,  and  eager  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
advantages  which  have  been  provided  for  their  assist- 
ance. The  brief  existence  of  the  Asylum  and  the 
limited  number  of  patients  prevent  me  from  offering  any 
statistics  of  value  as  to  the  permanency  of  the  effects 
of  ti*eatment,  but  records  of  each  case  will  be  kept,  and 
a  faithful  summary  presented  for  the  benefit  of  the 
profession  and  the  public  at  large,  in  the  next  annual 
report.  These  patients  are  exempted  from  labor  of 
every  description,  and  receive  indiscriminately  the  same 
privileges,  excepting  that  the  third  class  are  provided 
with  handsomely  furnished  rooms  and  a  superior  table, 
while  the  second  class  sleep  in  dormitories,  and  receive 
plainer  fare. 

The  medical  treatment,  in  the  strict  acceptation  of  the 
term,  has  been  mainly  confined  to  relieving  the  attack 
of  acute  alcoholism  with  which  most  patients  present 
themselves  upon  admission,  and  subsequently  to  repair- 
ing, as  far  as  possible  the  ravages  which  dissipation  has 
wrought  upon  the  system.  But  there  is  no  drug  which 
acts  specifically  in  dninkcnnoRS,  notwithstanding  th« 
po[)ular  opinion  to  the  contrary  ;  for  as  the  disease  has 
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its  origin  in  the  moral  nature  of  the  patient,  so  the 
treatment  which  is  destined  to  remove  it  must  be 
directed  through  the  same  channel.  And  it  is  with  this 
idea  that  inebriate  asylums  are  founded  ;  to  provide  a 
place  where  men  who  conscientiously  seek  to  reform 
their  misspent  lives,  may  cut  themselves  off  completely 
from  social  allurements  and  the  cares  of  life,  and  devote 
themselves  unhampered  to  the  work*  Precept  and 
example  are  valuable  assistants,  it  is  true,  but  in  the 
will  and  disposition  of  each  lies  the  real  curative  power 
which  is  to  raise  him  from  his  helpless  slavery  to  the 
freedom  of  true  manhood. 

Amusement  is  amply  provided  for  those  who  enter 
your  Asylum,  by  the  carefully  selected  library  of  384 
volumes,  the  billiard  room  and  the  variety  of  games 
which  your  liberality  has  supplied.  And  in  further- 
ance of  this  object,  the  patients  have  formed  an  associa- 
tion for  the  purpose  of  giving  concerts  and  theatrical 
representations,  from  time  to  time,  which  has  been  fur- 
nished with  a  good  collection  of  musical  instruments 
and  stage  properties.  On  Thanksgiving  night  and 
Christmas  eve  their  entertainments  were  well  attended 
by  the  inmates  of  the  Asylum  and  Infants'  Hospital, 
and  by  many  visitors  from  the  State  Emigrant  Ilefuge 
and  Hospital.  It  is  the  intention  of  this  organization, 
as  our  numbers  increased,  to  procure  the  services  of 
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amateurs  and  profcssiouals  for  the  amusement  of  the 
patients.     But,  as  I  stated  in  my  report  upon  my  vivit 
to  Binghamton,  sj'stematic  occupation  is  as  essential  to 
the  permanent  success  of  the  Institution  as  these  amuse- 
ments which   have  been  so  amply   supplied    by  your 
Honorable  Board.     A  man  in  physical  health,  who  has 
been  engaged  in  active  employment  before  his  admission 
to  an  asylum,  grows  weary  of  a  life  of  idleness,  and 
either   returns   to   his    business   and   its   cares  before 
he    is     secure    in    his    po^tition     against     temptation, 
or,   should     he    be    prevented    from    so    doing,    the 
restraint    chafes    and    irritat<?s    his    disposition    uutil 
an    obstinate    spirit    is     aroused    and     he    seeks    an 
opportunity    to    revenge    himself    upon     his    friends 
and  drown  his  own  unhappincss    by  recourse  to  the 
origin   of  his   misfortunes.     If  in    these   the  want   of 
something  to  do  is  a  bar  to  reformation,  still  greater  is 
it  so  to  those  who  are  accustomed  to  live  :n  dependence 
upon  the  charity  of  others,  to  whom   the  idea  of  self- 
support  has  never  suggested  itself;  and  it  is  no  uncom- 
mon thing  to  find  patients  in  institutions  of  this  kind, 
who   have  permitted   themselves  to   be  supported   by 
their  relatives  for  years  without  the  least  appreciation 
of  the  unmanliness  and  dishonor  of  their  conduct.     It 
cannot  reasonably  ])c  expected  that  permanent   bonetit 
will  result  to  such  persons  from  any  system  which  does 
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not  inculcate  habits  of  regularity  aud  a  desiro  for  em- 
ployment, at  the  same  time  that  it  removes  the  obstacle 
which  in  the  past  has  prevented  their  establishment.     I 
therefore  earnestly  recommend  that  a  mechanical  work- 
shop be  fitted  up,  where  those  who  desire  it  may  find 
occupation,  and  it  is  my  belief  that  the  results  of  such 
an  establisnment  will  soon  justify  the  introduction  of 
daily  duties  in  mechanical  or  intellectual  labor,  as  each 
case  may  require,  as  a  part  of  the  regimen  of  the  insti- 
tution.    By    thus  supplying  material  to  occupy  both 
bead  and  hand,  the  gloomy  brooding  upon  past  follies, 
an.  d  remorseful  reflection  upon  the  misery  which  they 
b.£B.Te  entailed  upon  the  patient  aud  his  family  would  be 
frequent,  and  the  danger  of  relapses  would  diminish 
a  corresponding  extent,  for,  in  moments  of  depres- 
•n,  the  most  conscientious  patient,  urged  on  by  the 
«pair  which  a  life  of  inactivity  nourishes  will,  if  the 
portunity  oifer,  seek  a  temporary  relief  in  the  obliv- 

which  alcohol  will  bestow. 

The  isolated  position  of  the  Asylum,  aided  by  the 

Yy  efiScient  measures  which  your  Honorable  Board 

to.'^Te  taken  to  prevent  any  surreptitious  introduction  of 

i^^toxicatiug  liquors,  form  an  efficient  barrier  to  such 

^^Dlations  of  regimen;  but  with  the  increase  in  the  num- 

^r  of  our  inmates,  it  is  probable  that  designing  persons 

living  in  the  vicinity  will  seek  to  turn  their  misfortune 
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into  a  source  of  profit,  and  I  would  therefore  respect- 
fully suggest,  as  an  additional  security,  that  the  Legis- 
lature he  requested  to  take  such  action  that  offenders  iu 
this  respect  may  be  liable  to  arrest  and  punishment. 

The  success  of  the  Asylum  as  a  reformatory  institu- 
tion rests,  in  a  great  measure,  in  the  hands  of  its  Chap- 
lains, liev.  Marinus  Willett  and  Rev.  Father  Prackinsky. 
Ap))reciating  this  fact,  they  devote  themselves  to  the 
work  with  a  zeal  which  cannot  fail  to  be  repaid  by 
gratifying  results,  and  my  thanks  are  due  to  these  gen- 
tlemen for  the  assistance  which  their  labors  have 
atlbrded  nio. 

To  Mr.  Lawrence  Dunphy,  the  Warden  of  the  City 
Cemetery,  under  whose  cbar^je  the  ground  improvements 
have  been  coiiducted,  I  desire  to  express  my  thanks  for 
the  uniform  courtesy  and  obliging  attention  which  he 
has  exhibited  on  all  occnsions  when  our  respective  duties 
have  brouirht  us  in  contact. 

Mr.  David  M.  Dorennis,  Acting  Clerk;  Mr.  W.  H. 
Morris,  Kngineer ;  Mr.  Klijali  Simjjson,  Keeper,  and 
Mrs.  Kllon  Dundits,  Acting  Matron,  have  promptly  juid 
eificieiitly  aided  me  in  every  (Muleavor  to  promote  the 
interests  of  the  l)ei)artment,  and  satisfactorily  to  con- 
duct the  civil  duties  of  the  institution. 

My  warmest  acknowli  dgements  are  due  to  your  Hon- 
orable Hoard  for  the  courtesy  which  has  uniformly  been 
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manifested  towards  me,  and  for  the  prompt  action  with 
which  every  improvement  which  the  welfare  and  com- 
fort of  the  patients  demand  has  been  effected.

To  the  Honorable  ifie  Commissioners  of  Public  Chari- 
ties and  Correction  : 

Gentlemen — As  is  customary  at  this  period  of  the 
year,  I  forward  to  you  the  reports  of  the  several  depart- 
ments under  my  charge,  viz  : 

1st.  The  schedule  of  the  medicines  and  miscellaneous 
articles,  liquors,  wines  and  ales  bought  for,  and  dis- 
bursed from,  the  General  Drug  Department,  together 
with  the  stock  of  each  remaining  oh  hand.  In  the 
Laboratory  established  at  the  commencement  of  the 
year,  in  connection  with  this  department,  there  have 
been  made  chemicals  amounting  to  $2,215.44,  at  the 
market  value,  the  cost  of  the  materials  and  labor  for 
which  was  $952.43,  showing  a  saving  of  $1,263.51. 

2d.  The  expenses  for  medicines  and  liquors,  in  Belle- 
vue  Hospital,  with  the  amount  of  stock  remaining  on 
band  in  that  institution,  which  in  May  last  was  separated 
from  the  General  department. 

3d.  In  my  report  of  the  Bureau  of  Medicine  and 
Surgical  Relief  for  the  Out- Door  Poor,  will  be  found 
the  number  of  patients  treated,  the  number  of  prescrip- 
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tioDs  di^peused,  the  cost  of  medicines  supplied,  and  the 
amount  of  stock  remaining  on  baud. 

4th.  The  Dr.  and  Cr.  account  of  the  Printing  office, 
which  will  show  a  saving  to  the  departments  of  about 
$2,000,  as  I  have  charged  the  Institutions  less  than  one- 
half  the  amount  they  would  have  had  to  pay  to  outside 
establishments.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public 
Charities  and  Correction : 

Gentlemen — At  the  terniiDation  of  the  second  year 
of  the  Bureau  of  Medical  and  Surgical  Relief,  I  have 
the  pleasure  to  congratulate  you  on  the  perfect  success 
this  Institution  has  obtained  during  this  time.  Under 
your  fostering  care  it  has  grown  up  to  be  a  recognized 
and  established  institution,  enjoying  a  high  reputation 
throughout  the  city,  for  its  charitable  purposes.  From 
a  few  patients  who  wpre  treated  here  at  the  beginning, 
it  has  extended  its  benefits  to  over  25,000  this  last  year, 
an  increase  of  over  15,000  over  the  first  year. 

During  this  last  year  your  promptness  in  responding 
where  there  is  a  question  of  enlarging  the  benefits  to  the 
poor  and  sick,  has  supplied  this  institution  with  an 
increased  stock  of  instruments.  A  dark  closet  has  been 
fitted  up  and  a  very  fine  laryngoscope  and  opthalmoscope 
has  been  added  to  the  already  good  collection  of  in- 
struments. 

Several  changes  in  the  staff  of  Attending  Physicians 
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have  taken  place  during  this  year.  Dr.  Mosely  resigned 
his  position  at  this  institution  to  Dr.  Mola,  and  Dr.  Lee, 
appointed  Visiting  Surgeon  to  Charity  Hospital,  could 
not  do  justice  to  both  institutions  and  resigned  in  favor 
of  Dr.  Keyes.  Drs.  Southack,  Corey  and  Humphreys 
are  on  leave  of  absence  for  some  time,  and  their  places 
ably  filled  by  other  gentlemen. 

The  thanks  of  the  Medical  Board  are  due  to  you, 
gentlemen,  for  your  ever  ready  willingness  to  procure 
for  the  sufiering,  the  comforts  and  benefits  they  so  much 
need  ;  to  the  staff  of  Attending  Physicians,  for  their 
faithful  attendance,  at  the  Bureau,  to  their  different 
classes ;  and  to  the  Warden  and  Apothecary,  for  the 
never  tiring  performance  of  their  various  duties.

The  preceediug  analysis  shows  that  a  large  propor- 
tion of  the  deaths  which  have  occurred  during  the 
year  were  from  phthisis  and  other  incurable  diseases. 

The  number  of  births  during  the  year,  it  will  be 
seen,  is  594,  an  increase  of  33  as  compared  with  Beport 
of  1867. 

With  this  report  will  be  found  tables  marked  A,  B 
and  C.  Table  A  shows  the  number  of  monthly  admis- 
sions, births,  discharges  and  deaths  during  the  year. 
B  shows  the  nativities  of  those  admitted  for  the  same 
period,  and  C  the  number  of  police,  sunstroke,  and 
accident  cases,  with  the  number  of  those  which  were 
fatal,  and  on  which  the  Coroners  have  held  inquests. 
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I  annex  a  statement  showing  separately  the  average 
cost  of  each  inmate  for  the  year  1868,  per  month  and 
per  day,  for  provisions,  clothing  and  bedding,  salaries, 
liquors  and  drugs,  fuel  and  miscellaneous  articles,  also 
one  showing  the  amount  expended  for  the  materials 
used  for  repairs  and  improvements,  surgical  instru- 
ments, &c.,  &c.,  &c.,  for  the  year. 

As  in  my  previous  report,  I  append  a  list  in  which 
will  be  found  the  names  of  the  officers  and  employees 
of  this  Institution,  with  their  rank  and  annual  salary. 

In  Schedule  A  will  be  found  the  amount  credited  to 
this  Institution  for  the  year  1868. 

Schedule  B  shows  that  a  large  number  of  new  arti- 
cles have  been  made  by  our  female  patients,  during  the 
year,  for  their  own  wear  and  use  in  the  wards  ;  together 
with  the  repairs  done  to  the  clothing  and  bedding  in 
this  Institution,  they  have  also  performed  some  work  for 
the  Store  Department,  B.  L 

Many  improvements  have  been  made  during  the  past 
year  in  alterations  and  general  repairs,  and  among  the 
most  important  of  them  I  am  happy  to  record  :

addition  to  the  above  work,  our  carpenters  tiave 
10 
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also  performed  all  the  repairing,  &c.,  whenever  needed 
around  the  Institution. 

All  the  above  carpenter  work  has  been  painted  by 
our  inmates,  as  also  the  coffins,  241  iron  bedsteads,  cold 
water  tanks  in  the  garrets,  and  a  large  number  of  the 
steam  and  water  pipes  around  the  building. 

The  masons  have  been  engaged  in  repairing  the  side- 
walls  and  ceilings  where  necessary,  and  have  white- 
washed all  the  ceilings  of  the  Halls,  Wards  and 
Water-closets  three  times  during  the  year,  in  order  to 
keep  the  Hospital  in  a  good  sanitary  condition.  The 
entire  curb  and  gutters  have  been  taken  up  around  the 
building  and  relaid,  and  the  flagging  in  a  great  many 
places  where  it  was  out  of  order. 

The  chimneys  on  the  Wash  House  and  Cook  House 
have  all  been  repaired  and  cemented,  they  having  been 
in  a  very  bad  condition. 

The  roof  of  the  Wash  House  having  been  entirely 
worn  out,  and  in  a  leaky  condition,  it  was  found  neces- 
sary to  have  the  tin  renewed  and  painted,  which  was 
effectively  done. 

The  Engineer  has  been  kept  busy  in  his  department 
during  the  year.  All  the  boilers  have  been  thoroughly 
overhauled  and  put  in  good  order.  Bepairs  have  been 
done  to  the  steam  pipes  and  coils,  and  to  the  water  and 
gas  pipes  where  needed.     The  hot  and  cold  water  tanks 
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in  the  building  have  been  thoroughly  scraped  and 
cleaned  on  the  inside.  Alterations  have  been  made  in  the 
steam  pipes  in  the  Out-Door  Poor  Department,  so  that 
portion  of  the  building  can  be  heated  independently  of 
the  College. 

One  of  the  chief  sources  of  expense   in  our  Wards 

was  the  immense  waste  of  straw,  owing  to  the  large 

amount  required  to  make  the  beds  comfortable,  and  the 

soiling  of  a  large  number  of  them  by  the  discharges  of 

biood,  matter,  &c.,  from  the  patients.     This  soiling  of 

is  an  every  day  occurence,  and  frequently  beds  that 

placed  under  patients  are  there  but  a  very  short 

e  before  they  have  again  to  be  removed.

"iring  the    working  of    the   spring  for   a   sufficient 

igth  of  time  to  prove  its  great  superiority  over  the 

^1<1  fashioned   bed  tick,  the  Committee   of  Inspection 

'^^<5ommended  they  should   be  placed  throughout  the 

hospital.     This  is  now  being  done  as  the  old  beds  be- 

<^oae  worn  out  and  soiled.     The  weight  of  straw  in  the 

old  ticks  averaged   105  lbs.  each,  while  the  new  mat- 

^^^fises  weigh  but  10  lbs.,  thus  showing  a  clear  saving 

^  nine-tenths  of  straw ;  they  are  also  far  more  comfort- 

^le  and  healthy  for  the  patients. 
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Owing  to  the  new  recrulations,  regarding  the  admis- 
sion of  articles  of  extra  diet  brought  to  the  patients  by 
their  friends,  and  in  order  to  prevent  liquor  being  smug- 
gled into  the  Institution,  it  was  found  that  the  office  at 
the  Gate  House  was  not  of  sufficient  size  to  allow  the 
rules  to  be  carried  out  in  a  proper  manner,  consequently 
an  addition  was  built,  li  by  17  feet,  which  now  gives 
ample  room  for  the  storing  of  articles  until  an  order  i& 
received  for  them,  and  also  for  the  more  thorough 
searching  of  visitors. 

The  Medical  Committee  of  Inspection  felt  it  neces- 
sary to  report  to  your  Honorable  Board  that  the  style 
of  Water-closet  used  in  the  Hospital  was  imperfect,  and 
in  fact  detrimental  to  the  health  of  the  patients,  in  con- 
sequence of  the  disagreeable  odor  arising  from  theia, 
they  being  constantly  out  of  order,  owing  to  their  deLv 
cate  construction  and  the  rousrh  manner  in  which  tlk^ 
were  used  by  the  patients,  and  recommended   they       ^ 
replaced  with  the  tn^ugh  apparatus.     On  the  rec<        i^ 
mendation  of  the  Committee  the  troughs  were  sub  ^Kisti- 
tuted,  and  the  result  has  been  most  satisfactory,  as  tlK'Jiey 
are  scarcely  ever  deranged,  and  are  easily  kept  in  g^  -yod 
order. 

The  resolution  adopted  by  your  Honorable  Boar^— <f  in 
Januar\'  last,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  CoHunitte^^  of 
Inspection,  allowing  an  increase  of  one  dollar  perm^oo/li 
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to  the  wages  of  the  Orderlies  and  Nurses  whose  Wards 
ranked  *'  extra"  for  four  successive  inspections,  and  two 
dollars  per  month  if  they  retained  that  rank  for  six 
xnonths,  has  been  the  means  of  creating  a  spirit  of 
jrivalry  among  them,  and  of  stimulating  them  to  renewed 
exertions.  At  the  commencement  of  these  inspections, 
-t^lie  average  number  of  Wards  that  ranked  extra  was 
-tiliree,  while  at  present  they  average  fourteen,  the  other 
>Tards  (with  very  few  exceptions)  coming  in  under  the 
bead  of  first-class  during  the  year;  seven  of  the  Order- 
lies and  Nurses  whose  Wards  ranked  low  in  the  scale  of 
>3:^^nt  were  discharged,  and  more  efficient  ones  appointed 
ii=>  t^heir  stead.  In  order  to  give  more  ample  facilities 
the  preparing  and  storing  of  the  medical  supplies 
the  different  Institutions  under  your  control,  your 
Qrd  resolved  to  separate  the  General  Drug  Depart- 
nt,  and  the  Apothecary  Shop,  attached  to  this  Hospi- 
by  extending  the  Store  Room,  thereby  allowing  a 
^^^^fficient  amount  of  room  in  the  decoction  shop  for  the 
l^'^'^paration  of  the  different  extracts  needed. 

In  the  report  sent  by  Mr.  Frey,  Apothecary,  will  be 

^^^Und  the  amounts  for  liquors  and  medicines  purchased 

^^i*  the  General  Drug  Department  for  the  past  year, 

^^th  the  amount  distributed  and  charged  to  this,  as  well 

^  to  the  other  Institutions.     He  also  sends  inventories 
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of  the  amount  and  value  of  stock  ou  hand  in  this  Hos- 
pital and  General  Store  Koom. 

The  popularity  of  the  Hospitals  in  this  Department 
as  a  field  for  clinical  instruction,  has  attained  an  im- 
portance second  to  that  of  no  similar  Hospitals  in  this 
or  other  countries;  the  number  of  medical  students 
attending  the  instructions  given  by  the  different  Pro- 
fessors of  the  Institution,  sho'ws  an  increase  over  that 
of  the  preceedingyear.  In  Schedule  E  will  be  found  the 
names  of  the  Colleges  from  which  Students  have  regis- 
tered their  names,  together  with  the  number  from  each 
College. 

The  patients  have  been  the  recipients  of  three  pres- 
ents during  the  year.  Dr.  Isaac  E.  Taylor,  Attending 
Physician,  presented  them  with  two  stereoscopes  and 
one  hundred  beautiful  stereoscopic  views;  Mr.  John  S. 
Pierson  of  No.  125  West  4l8t  street,  also  gave  them  a 
stereoscope  and  views,  and  Mrs.  Doctor  Orton  of  No. 
238  Fourth  Avenue,  gave  them  a  donation  of  some 
handsome  magazines,  for  which  charitable  acts  the 
donors  will  please  receive  their  sincere  thanks. 

During  the  year  the  weekly  inspections  of  the  Hospi- 
tal by  the  Committee  of  Irspection  have  been  regu- 
larly made,  and  the  regulations  adopted  by  your  Board 
have  been  rigidly  enforced. 

To  the  Reverend  Fathers  McGlynn,  Early,  and  Mc- 
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Sweeney,  of  the  Catholic '  Church,  also  the  Beverend 
Mr.  Van  Rosbroeck  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  Mr.  Bowen 
of  the.  Methodist  Church,  the  Sisters  of  Mercy  and 
others,  our  thanks  are  due  for  the  special  care  paid  to 
the  spiritual  requirements  of  the  patients  in  this  Insti- 
tution for  the  year  just  closed. 

I  take  great  pleasure  in  being  able  to  state  that  the 
House  Staff  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  have  been 
faithful  and  conscientious  in  the  discharge  of  their 
several  duties,  and  for  their  kindness  to  the  patients 
placed  under  their  care  I  desire  to  return  my  sincere 
thanks. 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Frey,  Apothecary,  Mr.  Carroll, 
Clerk,  Mr.  Conway,  Engineer,  and  Mrs.  Kiddie,  Matron, 
for  the  assistance  they  have  rendered  me,  and  for  the 
cheerful  manner  in  which  they  have  responded  to  the 
calls  made  upon  them  in  their  different  stations. 

Bureau  of  Medical  and  Surgical  Relief  for  the 

Out-Door  Poor. 

In  my  annual  report  of  1867  will  be  found  the  rules 

and  regulations  governing  this  Bureau.    The  number  of 

patients  applying  for  advice  and  treatment  has  largely 

increased  since  the  preceding  year,  as  will  be  seen  by 

the  report  of  Dr.  Isaac  E.  Taylor,  President  of  the 

Consulting  Board.     The  attending  staff  of  Physicians 

and  Surgeons  have  been  regular  in  their  visits,  at  the 
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days  and  hours  set  apart  for  their  specialities.  The 
number  of  patients  treated  in  this  Department  in  1867 
was  10,112,  while  in  the  past  year  the  number  peached 
25,557,  thus  showing  an  increase  in  one  year  of  15,445. 

The  Morgue. 

The  great  value  of  the  Morgue  can  be  easily  seen  by 
referring  to  the  appended  table  marked  "  D,"  which 
shows  the  number  of  bodies  that  have  been  received 
there  during  the  past  year,  together  with  the  number 
of  those  that  have  been  identified  and  taken  charge  of 
by  the  friends  of  the  deceased,  and  its  usefulness 
(especially  during  the  very  hot  months  of  July  and 
August)  is  further  proven  by  the  number  visiting  it  in 
search  of  missing  friends,  it  being  the  first  place  at 
which  they  inquire;  and  I  would  further  state,  that  the 
same  precaution  is  now  taken  in  relation  to  all  bodies 
interred,  unrecognized,  as  has  been  the  custom  since  the 
opening  of  this  Institution. 

One  great  feature  has  been  added  to  the  Morgue 
during  the  past  year,  viz:  that  of  photographing  all 
unknown  bodies  (except  where  they  are  too  much 
decomposed)  brought  there  for  identification.  At  pres^ 
ent,  the  moment  a  body  is  received,  a  photograph  is 
taken  of  it  and  placed  in  a  case,  which  is  suspended  on 
the  wall  in  the  Exhibition  Boom,  and  is  there  kept  for 
the  space  of  one  year,  unless  it  has  been  recognized  by 
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some  relative  or  friends.  The  photograph  bears  the 
same  number  as  the  Morgue  Book,  consequently  it  is 
impossible  for  a  mistake  to  occur. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  leave  to  present  my  thanks  to 
your  Board  for  the  many  favors  shown  to  myself, 
the  prompt  manner  in  which  the  wants  of  the  patients 
have  been  attended  to,  and  for  j'our  daily  advice  in 
matters  relating  to  the  welfare  of  the  Institution,  all 
of  which  have  made  my  duties  pleasant  and  agreeable.

Gentjlemen — I  have  the  pleasure  of  offering  for  your 
consideration  the  second  Annual  Report  of  the  Exami- 
nation Office,  for  the  year  ending  December  the  Slst, 
1868. 

The  total  number  of  applicants  for  admission  to  the 
various  Hospitals,  presenting  themselves  at  this  office 
during  the  year,  was  10,371,  of  whom  8,724  were  ad- 
mitted and  1,647  rejected  as  not  requiring  such  relief.

Of  the  1,647  rejected,  483  were  sent  to  the  Alms 
House  ;  176  were  sent  to  the  Work  House,  and  the  re- 
maining 988  were  treated  as  out-door  patients  or  referred 
back  to  the  Superintendent  of  Out-Door  Poor. 

Owing  to  the  many  applications  at  this  office  for  in- 
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formation  concerning  missing  friends,  presumed  to  have 
entered  Hospital,  it  was  found  necessary  that  more  com- 
plete records  should  be  kept.  Therefore,  on  the  first 
of  August  last,  books  of  record  were  opened,  in  which 
are  registered  the  name,  age,  nativity,  occupation,  con- 
dition, time  in  country,  disease,  and  disposition  made  of 
each  and  every  applicant,  so  that  now  the  necessary  in- 
formation can  be  given  without  delay.  Heretofore  those 
seeking  information  of  their  friends  were  obliged  to 
search  from  one  Hospital  to  another,  which,  taking  into 
consideration  the  number  of  Hospitals  in  the  depart- 
ment, was  no  small  task. 

I  am  indebted  to  my  predecessor.  Dr.  W.  B.  Fisher, 
for  the  records  of  this  office  for  the  months  of  January, 
February,  March  and  April,  and  also  to  the  Warden, 
Mr.  Breman,  for  having  afforded  me  every  assistance  in 
his  power  in  the  fulfillment  of  my  duties.

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In  presenting  the  above  Report,  the  Medical  Board 
desire  to  congratulate  the  Board  of  Commissioners  upon 
the  order  and  efficiency  which,  under  their  wise  and 
liberal  management,  characterizes  every  department  of 
the  Hospital  service.  Whether  regarded  as  an  asylum 
for  the  sick,  or  as  a  school  for  the  rising  generation  of 
medical  men.  it  is  believed  that  this  Institution  will 
compare  favorably  with  any  other  of  a  similar  kind, 
either  at  home  or  abroad. 

In  every  large  Hospital,  order  and  cleanliness  are  of 
the  greatest  importance,  and  are  absolutely  essential  to 
the  success  of  medical  treatment.  Iti  this  respect  there 
may  be  observed  a  marked  improvement  as  contrasted 
^th  former  years,  and  no  pains  are  &(pared  to  overcome 
the  evils  due  to  defective  ventilation,  improper  food, 
«ind  the  untidy  habits  of  Hospital  inmates.  The  diffi- 
culties which,  in  such  Institution,  attend  any  attempt  at 
^sanitary  reform,  can  hardly  be  overestimated;  yet  it  is 
l>elieved  that  these  are  gradually  being  overcome,  and 
^hat  a  corresponding  success  in  medical  and  surgical 
treatment  will  be  the  result. 

Among  the  more  noticeable  improvements  in  the  past 
year,  is  the  substitution  of  urinals  of  a  modern  pattern  for 
t;hose  in  previous  use.     The  impoi*tance  of  removing  at 
ODce  all  bodily  discharges,  which  contaminate  the  atmos- 
phere, is  too  obvious  to  require  further  comment;  and 


the  apparatus  recently  adopted  promises  to  fulfill  every 
requirement. 

Another  evident  improvement,  is  the  use  of  a  spriog 
bed  and  mattrass,  in  place'  of  the  old  fashioned  bed- 
tick.  The  spring  bed  allows  the  use  of  a  much  thinner 
mattrass  than  would  otherwise  be  practicable,  and  per 
mits  the  contents  of  the  latter  to  be  readily  and  fre- 
quently changed,  thus  securing  a  most  important 
prerequisite  both  to  the  comfort  and  health  of  the  pa- 
tient. The  mattrasses  formerly  employed  were  large 
and  cumbrous,  and  so  much  labor  was  needed  to  empty 
and  renew  their  contents,  that  they  were  apt  to  remain 
for  a  long  time  in  a  state  of  impurity  highly  deleterious 
to  the  health  of  their  occupants  and  of  the  neighbor- 
ing patients. 

The  Committee  of  Inspection  have  continued,  with 
regularity,  their  weekly  visits  to  the  Hospital ;  and  to 
their  efforts  is  due,  in  great  degree,  the  order  and  neat- 
ness which  is  now  everywhere  observed,  as  compared 
with  former  years.     The  supervision   thus  exercised,  ^ 
while  it  implies  no  censure  to  the  subordinates,  serves « 
to  stimulate  them  to  the  prompt  and  efficient  discharges 
of  duties  which  might  otherwise   he  inadequately  per — 
formed. 

Arrangements  have  finally  been  completed  for  th< 
photographic  representation  of  external  diseases, 
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maDy  rare  and  interesting  oases  may  thus  be  put  on 
record  in  a  far  more  simple,  accurate,  and  instructive 
way,  than  by  the  laborious  and  often  imperfect  method 
of  written  description. 

Within  the  past  year,  the  surgical  instruments  belong- 
ing to  the  Hospital  have  been  collected  together,  and 
placed  in  charge  of  a  single  person,  who  is  held  respon- 
sible for  their  completeness  and  good  condition.  This 
collection  is  every  year  increasing  in  value,  and  the 
arrangement  referred  to  will  doubtless  meet,  at  the 
same  time,  the  economy  of  the  Hospital  and  the  con- 
venience of  its  Medical  Officers. 

As  a  school  of  practical  instruction  to  junior  practi- 
tioners, and  to  candidates  for  the  medical  profession, 
the  Hospital  continues  to  extend  its  advantages  with 
constantly  increasing  activity  and  usefulness.  The  num- 
ber of  students  in  attendance  exceeds  that  of  the  pre- 
vious year;  and  the  interest  manifested  proves  that  they 
fully  appreciate  the  opportunity  which  they  enjoy.  It 
is  impossible  to  exaggerate  the  advantages  that  must 
accrue  to  the  younger  medical  men  from  the  abundant 
means  of  clinical  instruction  now  afforded  them.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  system  of  medical  teaching  here 
pursued,  induces  a  spirit  of  emulation  in  the  physicians 
smd  surgeons  of  the  Hospital,  which  cannot  fail  to  pro- 
mote  the   value   and   efficiency  of  their   performance. 
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The  necessity  of  giving  public  instruction  requires  much 
careful  and  diligent   preparation  on  their   part,   and, 
moreover,   their  doctrines  and  modes   of  practice  are 
thereby  openly  submitted  to  the  critical  judgment  of 
the  medical  profession. 

The  Hospital  Museum  is  rapidly  becoming  enriched 
with  specimens  illustrating  every  variety  of  disease. 
The  Curators,  Drs.  Delafield  and  Janeway,  exhibit  a 
praiseworthy  devotion  to  their  duties,  and  impart  highly 
valuable  instruction  to  the  classes  in  attendance  on  the 
important  subject  of  morbid  anatomy. 

Too  much  praise  cannot  be  given  to  the  Warden,  Mr. 
Brennan,  whose  alacrity  in  the  performance  of  his  du- 
ties is  undeniable.  His  efforts  to  improve  the  order 
and  discipline  of  the  Hospital  are  uuremitting,  and  he 
has  shown  a  commendable  willingness  to  assist  the 
medical  officers  in  every  attempted  reform. 

The  Apothecary,  Mr.  Frey,  continues  to  fulfill  the 
duties  of  his  office  with  diligence  and  efficiency.  The 
high  cost  of  medicines  has  caused  an  attempt  to  be 
made  to  economize  their  use,  and  it  is  hoped  that  any 
unnecessary  expense  will  thereby  be  avoided. 

The  gentlemen  composing  the  resident  medical  staff 
maintain  its  reputation  for  integrity  and  ability.  Having 
the  more  immediate  care  of  the  sick,  it  is  important 
that  they  should  be  equal  to  their  responsibilities;  and 
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it  cannot  be  doubted  that  the  system  of  competitive 
examination  by  which  they  are  chosen,  secures  the 
highest  available  talent  in  aid  of  the  Hospital  service.

Sir — Herewith  please  find  the  Annual  Report  of 
Charity,  Fever  and  Small-Pox  Hospitals,  for  the  year 
ending  December  31st,  1868.  The  tables  and  figures 
here  presented,  will  give  at  a  glance  the  facts,  and 
show  who  are  the  recipients  of  your  charities  in  these 
departments — while  sufficient  information  may  be  eli- 
cited  to  satisfy  the  tax-payer  and  the  citizen  that  their 
moneys  are  judiciously  expended. 

Owing  to  the  alterations  and  improvements,  made 
during  the  years  1866  and  1867,  there  have  been  no  ex- 
tensive changes  to  note,  or  improvements  to  refer  to. 
The  buildings  and  appurtenances  in  each  department 
are  in  good  order,  and  have  been  kept  so  by  the  labor 
of  the  convalescent   patients.     During  the   summer  a 

12 
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large  iron  tank  has  been  ninde  in  the  Boiler  House  to 
supply  Charity  Hospital  with  water.  The  pumps  uow 
draw  water  from  this  tank,  instead  of  from  the  **Croton 
main  "  as  fomierly. 

Charity  Hospital. 

The  whole  number  of  patients  treated  in  this  Hospi- 
tal during  the  year  has  been  6,616,  of  whom  5,338  have 
been  discharged,  449  have  died,  and  829  remain.  Of 
the  deaths,  188  were  caused  by  phthisis,  aud  63  by 
Bright's  disease.  The  average  number  of  patients, 
under  treatment  durmg  the  year,  has  been  793. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  patients  has  been  slightly  in 
excess  of  the  rate  in  1867,  caused  in  part  by  the  Intro- 
duction  of  a  better  diet,  and  a  liberal  allowance  of  mis- 
cellaneous articles  necessary  for  the  patients.  Among 
those  articles  may  be  named  984  spring  beds,  which  have 
been  placed  in  the  wards  with  the  double  object  of  giv- 
ing comfort  TO  the  patient,  and  saving  expense  by  using 
less  straw  than  formerly. 

Fever   Hospital. 

During  the  year  the  patients  in  this  Hospital  have 
been  under  the  medical  care  of  Drs.  Jas.  O'Dwyer  and 
John  D.  Sullivan,  who  have  had  under  treatment  174 
patients,  of  whom  127  have  been  discharged,  39  have 
died,  and  8  remain.     Since  my  last  report,  by  directioD 
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£^  the  Commissioners,  there  has  been  built,  principally 
3-^  the  labor  of  patients,  another  fever  pavillion,  100 
5^t  long  by  20  feet  wide,  with  wings  16  feet  by  16  feet. 
^Ixe  building  has  g&s,  water,  etc.  Particular  attention 
^  ving  been  pmd  to  ventilation,  in  this  respect  it  is  per- 
sot,  and,  as  a  whole,  will  compare  favorably  with  any 
»uilding  of  a  like  character  on  the  Island.  It  is  ready 
or  occupation  at  any  time.  Tables  L  to  N  refer  to  this 
lepartment. 

Small  Pox  Hospital. 

Ihe  number  of  patients  admitted  to  this  Hospital  has 
^^en  few,  compared  with  former  years.  The  whole 
number  received  during  the  year  was  213,  of  whom  192 
l^ave  been  discharged,  15  have  died,  and  6  remain.  The 
Hospital  can  accommodate  100  patients,  and  is  well  pro- 
vided with  good  nurses.  Tables  P  to  T  refer  to  this 
Institution. 

We  have  to  deplore  the  loss,  by  death,  of  two  mem- 
brrs  of  the  House  Staff  of  physicians.  Dr.  Calvin 
Mead  died  at  Charity  Hospital,  August  24th,  1868.  Dr. 
Charles  Culver  died  at  his  home,  Ellington,  Conn..  Sept. 
7th,  1868.  They  were  about  retiring  from  duty  at  this 
fjospital,  having  completed  their  term. 

In  conclusion  I  return  my  thanks  to  the  gentlemen  of 
the  Board  for  their  kindness  and  consideration   toward

From  the  above  statement  it  will  be  observed,  that 
the  percentage  of  mortality  in  Charity  Hospital  is  suish 
as  must  be  considered  very  satisfactory,  when  we 
remember  the  class  of  patients  who  are  there  treated. 

In  the  general  sanitary  condition  and  management  of 
the  Hospital  there  has  been  a  steady  improvement,  due 
to  an  increased  interest  and  energy  on  the  part  of 
nurses  and  attendants,  under  the  direct  supervision 
of  the  Committee  of  Inspection,  and  to  the  ready  and 
cheerful  compliance,  on  the  part  of  your  Honorable 
Board,  with  the  suggestions  of  the  Medical  Sta£ 

Since  the  adoption  of  the  new  Diet  tables  in  the 
various  institutions,  there  has  been  a  marked  improve- 
ment in  the  general  hygienic  condition  of  our  patients, 
which  is  perhaps  most  noticeable  in  the  Work  House 
and  Alms  House,  from  which,  in  previous  years,  many 
cases  of  scurvy  have  been  admitted  to  the  wards  of 
Charity  Hospital,  while,  during  the  past  year,  but  few 
such  cases  have  occurred. 
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The  ooUection  of  special  diseases  into  separate  divi- 
»oiis  offers  a  field  for  their  observation  and  study  which 
oan  be  found  in  no  other  hospital  in  the  city,  and 
the  advantages  for  clinical  instruction  afforded  at  Charity 
Hospital,  which  for  so  long  a  time  were  but  little  im- 
proved, are  now  being  fully  recognized,  and  attendance 
of  students  at  the  clinical  lectures  has  been  quite  large. 

The  museum  of  the  Hospital,  though  in  its  infimcy, 
already  contains  many  specimens.  The  energy  shown 
by  the  Curator  and  his  assistants,  in  preparing  and  pre- 
serving new  specimens,  promises  to  nuike  the  collection 
tn  interesting  and  valuable  one  not  only  to  the  Hospital 
but  to  the  profession.  The  erection  of  a  new  Fever 
Pavilion  supplies  a  want  which  has  long  been  felt,  and 
the  increased  accommodations  now  afforded  will  tend 
much  to  the  comfort  and  welfare  of  the  patients. 

The  substitution  by  your  Board  of  a  steamer  in  place 
of  a  barge,  for  the  transportation  of  cases  of  contagious 
disease  from  the  city  to  the  Island,  has  been  a  most 
beneficial  one.  Patients  suffering  with  fever,  who  were 
formerly  unavoidably  exposed  to  the  inclemency  of  the 
weather  in  an  open  boat,  are  now  thoroughly  protected 
while  in  transit,  and  their  chances  of  recovery  ai*e  pro- 
portionately increased.  We  are  happy  to  say  that  no 
epidemic  disease  has  prevailed  in  the  Hospital,  and  the 

14 
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amount  of  fever  and  small  pox  has  been  comparatively 
small. 

We  have  been  called  upon  during  the  past  year  to 
mourn  the  loss  of  two  members  of  the  House  Staff  of 
Charity  Hospital,  Dr.  J.  Calvin  Mead  and  Dr.  Charles 
Culver,  who  died  of  pestilential  disease  contracted 
while  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties.  Both  of  these 
gentlemen  were  earnest  and  faithful  workers,  and  by 
their  death  the  Hospital  lost  two  zealous  and  efficient 
officers,  and  the  profession  two  promising  members. 
Though  called  away  in  the  commencement  of  their  ca- 
reer, they  have  left  behind  them  an  honorable  and 
praisworthy  record. 

In  conclusion  we  desire  to  express  our  thanks  to  your 
Honorable  Board  for  the  uniform  courtesy  and  kindness 
which  we  have  received  at  your  hands,  and  for  the 
hearty  co-operation  you  have  alwaj's  given  in  matters 
calculated  for  the  benefit  and  improvement  of  the  Hos- 
pital and  its  inmates.

James  Bowen,  Esq.,  President  of  the  Board  of  Commit 
sionera  of  Pvblic  Charities  and  Correction : 

Sib — I  herewith  most  respectfully  submit  for  the  con- 
sideration of  your  Honorable  Board,  the  second  Annual 
Bcport  of  the  Hospital  for  Incurables,  for  the  year  1868, 
to  which  is  annexed  the  cost  of  maintenance  for  each 
per  diem,  with  full  statistics  of  admissions,  discharges, 
and  deaths. 

This  Institution  is  in  successful  operation,  and  fully 
answers  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  designed,  as  a  refuge 
for  those  who  are  disabled,  in  consequence  of  disease, 
which  places  them  beyond  the  hope  of  recovery.  This 
class  of  patients  admitted  to  the  Hospital  does  not  need 
medical  treatment,  so  much  as  unceasing  care  and  the 

nourishment  afforded  by  proper  diet,  which  is  supplied 
Avith  great  liberality  by  your  Honorable  Body.     Every 
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thing  is  provided  for  the  comfort  of  the  patients  that 
can  be  desired*  They  have  competent  nurses  to  attend 
to  their  wants  and  are  visited  daily  by  the  House  Phy- 
sician, who  administers  such  medical  treatment  as  may 
be  required,  and  issues  orders  for  such  articles  of  extra 
diet,  or  stimulants,  as  in  his  judgment  may  be  necessary, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Visiting  Physicians. 

The  inmates  in  this  department  are  objects  of  great 
interest,  on  account  of  the  extreme  sufferings  they  en- 
dure from  diseases,  which  are  beyond  the  reach  of  med- 
ical skill  to  remedy.  Their  excruciating  afflictions 
continue  night  and  day,  without  the  least  ray  of  hope, 
until  released  by  death  from  their  sufferings.  Deeply 
sympathizing  with  their  unfortunate  condition,  I  spare 
no  pains  to  make  their  lot  as  comfortable  as  possible. 
I  have  endeavored  to  carry  out  the  wishes  of  the  Board 
by  giving,  and  causing  to  be  given,  the  strictest  atten- 
tion to  every  detail  of  their  wants,  thereby  contributing 
in  some  measure  to  mitigate  the  severity  of  their  trials.

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ft«The  general"  health .  of  t.bp  patienta^#v.;tlH*vHfl»ital 
Jtias  been  remarkably  good,  there  having  been  no  cases 
of  epidemic  ot  contagious  disease,  and  the  few  oaate^^f 
Ideal  drse,a8e  that  have  occurred,  appljar  to  have 'Arisen 
rather  from  general  and  accidental  causes,  than  from'any 
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endemic  influence.  There  have  been  eight  cases  of 
dysentery,  one  of  which  died. 

The  comfort  and  well  being  of  the  patients,  have, 
under  the  assiduous  care  of  Mr.  Jas.  W.  Smyth,  the 
Warden,  and  Mrs.  Mary  E.  Goodwin,  the  Matron,  been 
secured,  as  would  hardly  have  been  possible  in  an 
Alms  House  or  General  Hospital.  The  nurses  and 
orderlies  in  immediate  care  of  the  patients  have  been 
also  assiduous  in  their  attentions,  and  have  endeavored 
to  carry  out  faithfully  the  directions  of  the  Medical 
Staff. 

The  diet  has  been  carefully  prepared,  and  has  been 
&1)undant  in  quantity  and  sufficiently  varied  in  kind. 

The  means  for  heating  and  ventilating  the  Hospital 
axe  not  as  good  as  desirable.  The  Paralytics  especially, 
have  suffered  during  the  winter  months,  through  an 
insufficient  supply  of  heat.  Owing  to  the  deficient  cir- 
culation of  blood  in  their  paralyzed  extremities,  they 
^eed  a  sufficiently  high  temperature,  at  the  same  time 
^^t  the  air  should  bo,  in  the  highest  degree  fitted  for 

^l^e  purposes  of  respiration.    The  northern  extremities 

.       •  •»>.  •vi 

^^^  the  Pavilions  are  especially  cold,  and  should  be  fur- 
^*^er  protected  by  storm  doors  and  double  windows. 
-'^ore  stoves  should  be  added,  or  the  ones  in  use  placed 
*^^arer  the  doors.  The  only  ventilation  provided,  save 
^1^1  by  means  of  open  windows,  is  a  ridge  ventilation* 
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This  is  very  useful  in  summer,  but  in  winter,  especially 
in  apartments  with  high  ceilings,  the  heated  air  is  carried 
off  so  rapidly  that  it  is  found  necessary  to  stop  the  ven- 
tilation by  this  meiins  entirely,  in  order  to  secure 
warmth.  Large  ventilatoi-s  arranged  to  take  the  foul 
air  from  near  the  floor  should  immediately  be  con- 
structed. The  necessary  draught  can  easily  be  secured 
by  conducting  the  stove-pipes  through  the  ventilators. 
The  cold  air  should  be  introduced  near  the  stoves,  or 
made  to  pass  through  a  double  cylindrical  heater  like 
the  one  in  Pavilion  D.  A  very  important  condition  in 
this  method  is  that  the  ventilators  be  sufficiently  lai^. 

A  strong  room,  like  that  already  provided  in  the 
Pavilion  for  Females,  is  also  needed  for  the  seclusion  of 
male  Epileptics  when  occasion  requires.

The  results  of  treatment  have,  on  the  whole,  been 
encouraging,  if  not  wholly  satisfactory;  especially  when 
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it  is  taken  into  consideration  that  a  great  majority  of 
the  cases  under  treatment  are  of  such  a  character  as  to 
offer  no  justifiable  grounds  of  expectation  that  they  will 
ever  be  cured  or  even  permanently  relieved.  These 
cases  are  such  as  have  existed  from  infancy,  or  for  a 
long  period  of  time,  until  the  nervous  system  has 
acquired  a  fixed  habit,  or  an  organic  change  has  taken 
place,  so  that  the  disease  will  continue  to  exist,  although 
^he  original  cause  bo  entirely  removed.  Thus  Epilepsy, 
-f^bat  had  its  eccentric  cause  in  menstrual  irregularities, 
-^^11  continue  to  exist  after  the  catamenia  have  become 
aregular.  Although  we  may  not  be  able  to  say  when  a 
<^Bae  has  become  absolutely  incurable,  we  may  still  be 
assured  that  the  probabilities  of  a  cure  are  diminished 
^^ith  the  length  of  time  the  disease  has  existed.  So 
Epilepsy  may  be  complicated  with  other  diseases  that 
^K'^xider  the  prospects  of  a  cure  exceedingly  unfavorable, 
for  instance,  with  paralysb,  or  some  organic  disease, 
les  in  which  the  mental  powers  have  become  notably 
^'^paired,  are  also  in  the  highest  degree  unfavorable. 
®^>nxetimes  a  case  in  which  irritability  of  temper  only

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In  medical  treatment,  the  greatest  benefit  has  been 
ilerived  fi*om  the  bromide  of  potassium,  from  strychnia 
and  from    the    oxide   of   silver;    of   these   remedies 
strychnia  has  seemed  to  furnish  the  most  favorable  re- 
sults.    Tonics  are  usually  exhibited  in  conjunction  with 
the  bromide  of  potassium.     Bitter  and  ferruginous  ton- 
icSy  also  cod  liver  oil,  &c.,  are  administered  to  a  consid- 
erable extent  as  indications  are  offered. 

-As  will  be  seen,  no  cures  are  reported,  although  a 
fi^ir  proportion  of  cases  has  been  discharged  much  im- 
pi^ved.     It  is  not  safe  to  pronounce  a  patient  cured,  until 
^  Very  considerable  time,  say  from  one  to  two  years,  has 
elapsed  since  the  occurrence  of  the  last  convulsive  at- 
tack.    But  as  it  is  difficult  to  keep  patients  in  hospital 
tKis  length  of  time,  after  he  is  himself  satisfied  that  a 
cure  has  been  effected,  and  as  the  history  of  the  case 
<^r  discharge  is  not  available,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
ifeports  of  cures  in  an  annual  report  must  be  very  few, 
even  when  the  cases  treated  are  favorable. 

A  table  is  appended  giving  a  general  idea  of  the  class 
of  patients  who  have  been  under  treatment,  and  of  the 
results  attained.  By  reference  to  this  table  it  will  be 
seen  that  fright  has  been  the  exciting  cause  of  Epilepsy 
in  fourteen  cases,  or  slightly  over  11  per  cent  of  the 
whole  number.  An  epileptic  aura  hjis  been  o])served  in 
only  two  cases.

The  remarks  made  in  relation  to  the  many  unfavorar 
ble  cases  of  Epilepsy,  under  the  care  of  the  Hospital, 
are  also  pertinent  to  the  Paralytics.  Many  of  the  cases 
are  of  such  long  standing,  or  the  patients  are  so  ad- 
vanced in  years,  or  such  organic  changes  have  already 
taken  place,  that  little  hope,  even  of  amelioration,  is 
offered.  In  a  large  proportion  of  the  cases  considei*ed 
at  all  favorable  for  treatment,  the  results  have  been 
highly  encouraging.  Many  of  the  patients  reported  as 
**  improved,''  have  been  restored  to  a  condition  of  activ- 
ity and  usefulness. 

The  means  most  used  in  the  treatment  of  these  pa- 
tients have  been  passive  and  voluntary  motion,  the 
induced  current  of  electricity,  medicated  baths,  heat, 
strychnia,  the  iodide  of  potassium,  tonics,  &c. 

The  galvanic  current  has  not  been  employed,  because 
we  have  had  no  battery  adapted  to  hospital  use.  There  are 
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several  of  the  patients  for  whom  the  galvaoic  current  is 
thought  to  be  especially  indicated,  and  it  is  proposed 
shortly  to  make  a  trial  of  the  battery  manufactured  by 
Charles  T.  and  J.  N.  Chester  in  the  treatment  of  these 
cases.  It  is  proposed  also  to  provide  a  set  of  apparatus 
by  means  of  which  voluntary  motion  may  be  more  sys- 
tematically and  advantageously  exerted. 

Several  crises  of  locomotor  ataxia  have  been  treated 
by  the  exhibition  of  the  iodide  of  potassium,  and 
counter-irritation,  and  a  very  marked  amelioration  of 
the  symptoms  has  apparently  been  thus  gained.

services  rendered.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WARDEN. 

Epileptic  and  Paralytic  Hospital,      ) 
Blackwell'8  Island,  Decembei^  Zlst,  1868.  \ 

James  Bowen,  Esq.,  President  of  the  Board  of  Com- 
miasioners  of  Public  Chanties  and  Correction  : 

Sir — The  time  has  now  arrived  when  I  am  required, 
in  compliance  with  the  laws  of  this  Institution,  to  lay 
before  you  my  Annual  Report  of  what  has  been  done 
under  the  direction  of  your  Honorable  Board  during 
the  past  year,  and  which  I  now  most  respectfully  sub- 
mit : 

In  the  every  day  life  peculiar  to  such  an  institution 
as  this,  the  last  twelve  months'  experience  have  been 
comparatively  uneventful,  marked  only  by  that  gradual 
progress  which  will  always  attend  the  exertions  of 
those  who  are  striving  towards  attainable  perfection, 
and  if  the  perfection  of  machinery  is  to  be  judged  in 
any  sense  by  its  noiseless  action,  we  have  reason  to  be 
satisfied. 

There  were  in  the  Hospital  at  the  date  of  the  last 
report,  December  31st,  1867,  one  hundred  and  seven- 
teen patients,  since  which  there  has  been  admitted  one 
hundred  and  fifty-eight,  making  the  total  number  recoiv- 
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ing  treatment  iu  the  Institution  during  the  past  twelve 
months,  two  hundred  and  seventy-five.  In  the  mean- 
time, one  hundred  and  sixty  have  either  been  dis- 
charged, or  died,  leaving  now  in  the  Hospital  one 
hundred  and  fifteen  patients.  Of  those  discharged, 
twelve  were,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Physician,  recovered; 
fifty-six  were  in  a  decidedly  improved  condition,  but 
discharged  short  of  full  recovery,  for  reasons  considered 
sufficient;  seventy  were  discharged  in  an  unimproved 
condition,  being  considered  incurable,  and  transferred 
either  to  the  Incurable  Hospital  or  Alms  House;  twen- 
ty-two have  died  from  causes  hereafter  to  be  stated.

Since  my  last  report  was  presented  to  you,  the  only 
alteration  of  importance  that  has  taken  place,  is  in  that 
of  Pavilion  D,  to  which  has  been  added  a  new  winof  of 
fortj  feet  long,  and  twenty  feet  wide,  which  has  pro- 
vided  a  necessity,  then   existing,  of  a  dining  hall  with 
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pantries,  &c.,  attached.  This  has  certainly  been  a  great 
improvement,  and  adds  much  to  the  cleanliness  of  the 
Hall  and  the  comforts  of  the  patients. 

Every  endeavor  has  been  made  to  keep  strictly  in 
view  the  necessities  of  the  patients  in  the  important 
particuhirs  of  exercise,  employment,  and  recreation. 
Some  prefer  such  employment  best  pursued  within 
doors;  the  greater  number  of  those  who  arc  in  any  way 
able  however,  are  mostly  benotitted  and  best  pleased 
with  out-door  occupation.  The  exercises  of  the  patients 
in  the  Gymnasium  still  continue  to  prove  the  benetit 
and  advantage  derived  from  its  introduction. 

The  Sewing  lioom  under  the  direction  of  the  Matron, 
Mrs.  Goodwin,  affords  opportunity  for  constant  occupa- 
tion for  the  female  patients. 

The  force  in  the  service  of  this  Institution  is  nnich 
the  same  as  at  the  date  of  my  last  Report,  and  it  is  a 
matter  of  considerai>le  importance,  to  have  a  corps  of 
attendants  of  suitable  natural  (jual ideations,  and  well 
experienced,  to  adapt  themselves  to  the  duties  required 
in  a  hospital  of  this  kind,  and  it  gives  me  pleasure  to 
s^ay,  that  a  spirit  of  order  and  attention  to  the  interest 
they  are  employed  to  promote  iscommc  ndably  manifest. 

Thanks  are  due  to  the  liijv.  Zetus  Searle,  of  the 
I^unatic  Asylum,  to  the   Kev.  Father  (ieline,  and  to  the 
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Rev.  Edward  Cowley,  for  their  unwearied  devotion  to 
the  duties  devolving  on  them. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  beg  most  respectfully  to  ten" 
der  my  thanks  to  your  Honorable  Board,  for  the  kind 
manner  in  which  they  have  always  aided  me  in  carrying 
out  the  welfare  and  interest  of  this  Hospital.

Ijunatic  Asylum  is  herewith  respectfully  submitted.

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Of  those  discharged,  206  had  recoyered,   118  were 
improved,  82  were  unimproved,  and  4  were  improper 
subjects.     The  percentage  of  cures  on  the  number  of 
admissions  for  the  year,  is  thirty-one  and  one-half  per 
cent.    The  death-rate  was  eight  and  one-half  per  cent 
on  the  total  number  treated.     The  number  of  deaths 
from  exhaustion    from  mania  was    twenty-two;    from 
general  paralyais,  nineteen,  and  from  phthisis  pulmo- 
nalis,  ten.     Nine  patients  died  of  scorbutis,  a  greater 
number  than  usual  from  this  cause.     The  provisions  for 
air,  space,  ventilation,  heat,  exercise  and  diet,  should 
be  such  that  deaths   from  scorbutis  would  be  practi- 
cally nil.     Of  course  many  of  the  other  patients  suf- 
fered from  the  scorbutis  cachexia.     There  were   five 
cases  of  suicide;   three   by  submersion  and   two   by 
suspension. 

Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in  forty-five 
cases.  A  synopsis  of  the  appearances  observed  is 
given  in  a  table  appended  to  this  report.

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The  daily  average  number  of  patients  has  been  996, 
making  the  yearly  cost  for  the  support  of  each  patient 
$121.69.  The  weekly  cost  would  be  $2.34,  and  the 
daily  cost  33^  cents. 

The  dietary  table  adopted  last  year  has  been,  for  the 
most  part,  carried  out,  and  has  been  found  a  decided 
improvement  over  the  dietary  previously  in  use.  All 
the  good  results  that  were  anticipated,  however,  have 
not  been  attained,  on  account  of  the  deficient  supply  of 
certain  articles  that  are  of  especial  importance.  In  the 
middle  of  the  winter  the  ration  of  potatoes  was  very 
much  reduced,  and  so  continued  until  the  new  crop  was 
harvested.  Owing  to  the  increased  number  of  patients, 
and  the  diminished  amount  of  ground  under  cultivation, 
other  vegetables  were  less  freely  provided  than  on  pre- 
vious years.  On  account  of  these  deficiencies  no  just 
estimate  can  be  formed  of  the  real  value  of  the  new 
dietary  scale.  It  is  hoped,  however,  that  these  defi- 
ciencies will  be  fully  supplied  throughout  the  coming 
year. 

After  several  months'  service  the  cook  resigned,  and 
a  new  appointment  has  not  yet  been  made.  On  this 
account,  and  on  account,  it  is  said,  of  the  too  small  size 
of  the  oven,  roasted  meats  have  not  been  furnished  the 
patients,  save  in  a  few  cases  on  extra  orders.     This  also 
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is  an  important  vai'iation  from  the  dietary  scale  as 
adopted. 

It  is  daily  becoming  more  and  more  apparent  that 
the  cook  house  and  the  facilities  for  cooking  are  much 
too  limited  for  the  needs  of  the  establishment.  Great 
confusion  and  annoyance  arise  on  account  of  the  limited 
size  of  the  kitchen,  while  the  utensils  for  cooking  are 
too  small  and  too  few  in  number.  As  the  space  now 
occupied  by  the  kitchen  is  required  to  accommodate 
the  increased  demands  upon  the  wash  house,  it  is  hoped 
that  a  new  cook  house,  ample  in  size,  and  convenient  in 
its  arrangements  and  appliances,  will  be  constructed 
in  connection  with  the  means  for  heating  the  new  build- 
ings now  in  contemplation. 

Improvements,  which  have  been  in  progress  for 
several  yeai*s  past,  have  been  prosecuted  with  vigor 
during  the  year.  The  sea  wall  has  been  pushed  for- 
ward on  the  west  side  until  it  has  quite  reached  the 
extremity  of  the  Island.  One  or  two  years  more  of 
labor  on  this  wall  will  complete  the  work  so  that  a 
large  tract  of  land  can  be  filled  in  and  reclaimed.  The 
removal  of  the  ledge  of  rocks  south  of  the  Asylum  has 
also  been  energetically  prosecuted,  so  that  now  little 
remains  to  be  removed. 

A  new  pavilion  has  been  nearly  completed  during  the 
past  summer,  under   the   superintendence  of  the  War- 
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den,  which  will  furnish  accommodatioD  for  seventy  or 
eighty  quiet  and  orderly  patients.  It  has  been  sup- 
posed that  about  as  great  a  proportion  of  our  patients 
as  could  be  properly  cared  for  in  large  apartments  of 
the  pavilion  style  was  already  thus  accommodated.  If 
this  be  the  case  the  new  pavilion  can  be  ultimately 
turned  over  to  the  use  of  the  Hospital  for  Epileptics 
and  Paralytics. 

Until  the  past  summer,  the  various  halls  of  the  Asy- 
lum have  been  entirely  unprovided  with  light,  ordinary 
lanterns  only  having  been  furnished  for  the  use  of  attend- 
ants. Hence,  as  a  necessity,  patients  were  obliged  to 
retire  to  their  beds  as  soon  as  it  became  dark.  This 
rendered  the  night  long  and  wearisome,  especially  to 
those  who  yet  preserved  a  fair  degree  of  mental  activity. 
Others,  who  were  willing  enough  to  retire  at  any  hour 
however  early,  were  rendered  more  liable  to  fall  into 
a  condition  of  hebetude,  or  to  contract  filthy  or  other 
objectionable  habits.  The  lighting  of  the  Institution 
with  gas  has  been  recommended  from  time  to  time  as 
a  remedy  for  these  inconveniences  ;  but  as  a  temporary 
measure  ordinary  oil  lamps  have  been  suspended  in  the 
various  halls,  and  furnish  a  fair  amount  of  light.  These 
lamps,  however,  are  found  to  be  inconvenient  and  ex- 
pensive, and  only  impertectly  to  answer  the  purpose 
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intended.     Hence  it  is  hoped  that  before  the  close  of 
another  year  gas  will  be  introduced. 

The  necessity  of  increased  accommodation  was  so 
fully  discussed  in  the  report  of  last  year  that  little  can 
now  be  said  beyond  reiterating  the  statements  then 
made,  and  the  arguments  advanced.  At  the  close  of 
last  year  the  number  of  patients  was  one  hundred  and 
fifty  more  than  at  the  beginning ;  an  increase  of  fifteen 
per  cent  on  the  number  in  the  Asylum  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  year.  There  are  now  1,035  patients  in  the 
Institution,  an  increase  of  123,  or  thirteen  and  one-half 
per  cent  on  the  number  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 
This  number  exceeds  the  accommodation  of  the  Asylum 
by  440  patients.  With  such  a  state  of  things  satisfac- 
tory results  cannot  be  anticipated.  Patients  are  often 
injured,  and,  it  is  believed,  rendered  incurable  by  being 
crowded  together  so  that  those  of  incompatible  tastes, 
habits  and  temperaments,  mutually  irritate  each  other. 
This  cannot  now  be  avoided.  To  really  remedy  the 
evil,  buildings  should  immediately  be  constructed  suffi- 
ciently capacious  for  the  accommodation  of  the  whole 
number  of  patients  now  in  excess  of  the  proper  accom- 
modation of  the  Asylum  ;  for  the  probable  increase  at 
the  time  such  a  building  shall  have  been  completed,  and 
also,  to  a  certain  extent,  for  the  prospective  increase 
beyond  that  time.     Now,  if  wc  estimate  the  future  ratio 
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of  increase  at  only  ten  per  cent  a  year,  in  three  years 
from  the  present  time  the  number  of  patients  in  the 
asylum  will  be  nearly  fourteen  hundred,  or  considera- 
bly more  than  double  the  capacity  of  our  present  build- 
ings. 

Among  the  objects  most  difficult  of  attainment  in  an 
asylum  for  the  insane,  are  the  means  to  arouse  and  call 
into  activity  the  physical  and  mental  powers  of  the 
great  mass  of  patients.  They  are  remoyed  from  the 
scenes  and  activities  of  ordinary  life,  and,  for  the  most 
part,  are  without  personal  cares  and  responsibilities. 
Hence,  the  time  passes  drearily  away,  unless  some 
means  of  relaxation  and  employment  are  provided. 
They  either  think  and  act  little,  or  to  little  purpose, 
and  thus  fall  into  a  condition  of  hebetude,  or  they 
think  only  of  themselves  and  of  their  real  or  imaginary 
troubles,  and  thus  sink  deeper  and  deeper  into  the 
Slough  of  Despond.  Hence,  here,  as  at  other  Asylums, 
especial  efforts  are  made  to  provide  a  due  proportion  of 
labor  and  amusement  for  those  patients  who  require 
these  stimuli.  Useful  labor  is  at  once  the  most  easy  to 
provide,  and  the  most  desirable  in  its  results.  Female 
patients  are  employed  in  the  domestic  duties  about  the 
different  halls,  and  in  making  the  various,  articles  of 
clothing  and  bedding  required  for  use  in  the  Asylum, 
and  in  mending  and  repairing.     Many  articles  were  also 
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manufactured  for  other  institutions.  For  the  amount 
of  work  thus  done,  reference  may  be  made  to  the 
Matron's  report. 

In  addition  to  the  work  above  specified,  many  of  the 
patients  have  been  employed  in  embroidering  and  in 
making  fancy  articles  to  sell,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Amusement  Fund.  The  men  have  been  employed,  for 
the  most  part,  in  gardening,  in  making  roads,  and  in 
assisting  in  the  vai  ious  duties  required  about  an  Asy- 
lum. With  all  these  means,  however,  labor  cannot  be 
iiirnished  in  sufiicient  quantity,  nor  does  it  meet  all  the 
indications  to  be  fulfilled.  The  gymnastic  exercises, 
which  were  initiated  last  year,  have  been  regularly  con- 
tinued, and  have  been  satisfactory  in  their  results. 

Among  other  amusements  for  the  daytime  have  been 
dancing,  concerts,  &c.  .  As  from  time  to  time,  for  several 
y  ears  past,  so  this  year,  Hooley 's  Minstrels,  of  Brooklyn, 
have  given  the  patients  one  of  their  interesting  and 
highly  pleasing  concerts.  Concerts  of  sacred  music 
have  also  been  given  on  various  occasions  by  gentlemen 
and  ladies  from  the  city.  On  the  Fourth  of  July,  on 
Thanksgiving,  and  on  Christmas,  all  the  ofiScers  of  the 
Institution  remain  on  duty  and  do  all  in  their  power  to 
make  the  patients  happy.  After  the  extra  holiday  din- 
ner, to  which  they  are  always  treated,  dancing  is  on 
such  occasions  the  order  of  the  day. 
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Since  the  halls  are  now  so  well  lighted  that  the  pa- 
tients are  not  under  the  necessity  of  retiring  to  their 
beds  as  soon  as  it  becomes  dark,  it  has  been  found  desir- 
able to  add  to  the  list  of  evenincr  distractions  and 
amusements.  These  haye  already  been  successfully  com- 
menced, and  it  is  proposed  to  continue  them  at  least 
once,  and  probably  two  or  three  times,  each  week  dur- 
ing the  winter  season. 

Already  there  have  been  evening  entertainments  at 
which  a  greater  or  smaller  number  of  patients  was 
present,  according  to  the  character  of  the  entertain- 
ment, as  follows :

During  the  last  winter  many  evening  exhibitions  of 
pictures  by  the  magic  lantern  were  also  given,  but  of 
the  dates  of  which  no  record  was  made. 

Thus  far  these  evening  entertainments  have  been 
furnished  by  the  Staff  alone,  but  promises  have  been 
made  by  various  gentlemen  in  the  city  to  aid  us  with 
readings,  lectures,  recitations,  declamations,  music,  &c. 
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The  entertainments  will  thus  be  more  varied  and  novel 
in  subject  and  in  style,  and  their  usefulness  proportion- 
ately increased. 

But  it  must  not  be  supposed  that  either  work  or 
amusement  is  adapted  to  all  classes  of  patients,  or  all 
stages  of  mental  disease.  In  the  early  stages  of  an 
acute  attack,  the  brain,  and  oftentimes  the  whole  nervous 
system,  is  either  in  an  exhausted,  depressed  condition, 
or  is  in  the  allied  state  of  excitability  in  which  the 
increased  activity  is  only  an  expression  of  the  want  of 
tone  that  is  required  to  give  power  and  stability,  and 
is,  in  fact,  often  the  precursor  of  extreme  exhaustion. 
What  is  required  then  in  these  cases  is  rest  and  quietude. 
This  it  is  usually  quite  impossible  to  secure  at  the  home 
of  the  patient.  There  he  has  long  been  ac<3Ustomed  to 
freedom  of  action  and  the  unrestrained  exercise  of  his 
will.  Those  whose  office  it  would  be  to  restrain  and 
control,  are  oftentimes  the  very  od^s  over  whom  he  has 
hitherto  been  accustomed  to  exercise  authority,  and  he 
naturally  becomes  restive  under  their  control  and  super- 
vision. In  many  cases,  moreover,  his  nearest  friends 
are  looked  upon  with  suspicion  and  distrust,  or  are  the 
objects  of  marked  and  dangerous  delusions.  The  ill- 
advised  interference  of  relations  and  acquaintances 
serves  often  to  render  the  circumstances  still  more 
objectionable.     For  these  cases,  then,  entire  separation 
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from  old  associations  is  a  primary  and  necessary  step. 
Seclusion  in  an  asylum  removes  the  patient  from  these 
perturbing  influences.  There  he  is  placed  under  the 
control  of  strangers.  He  sees  that  his  associates  obey 
and  respect  an  authority  that  is  supreme  and  unques- 
tionable, and  his  natural  tendency  is  to  fall  into  the 
routing  and  become  orderly  and  manageable.  But  the 
same  reasons  which  render  a  separation  from  friends 
advisable,  hold  equally  good  against  frequent  and  ill- 
timed  visits,  and  the  more  especially  if  the  visitors  are 
injudicious,  or  are  parties  to  a  family  quarrel  regarding 
the  condition  or  the  disposition  that  should  be  nrade  of 
the  patient.  The  advantage  of  seclusion  would  be  thus, 
in  a  great  measure,  lost.  It  is  believed  that  otherwise 
hopeful  cases  are  sometimes  rendered  incurable,  by  the 
causes  just  alluded  to,  before  the  nature  of  the  influ- 
ences exerted  is  fully  understood.  In  a  metropolitan 
asylum  the  difficulty  of  properly  managing  and  limit- 
ing these  visits  is  greater  than  elsewhere,  owing  to  the 
facility  with  which  visits  can  be  made  and  the  perti- 
nacity with  which  a  large  circle  of  friends  repeat  their 
visitations  and  urge  their  claims  for  consideration. 
Hence,  it  is  here  especially  necessary  that  friends  of 
patients  thoroughly  appreciate  the  reasons  why  frequent 
visits  to  the  class  of  cases  in  question  cannot  be  per- 
mitted, and  it  is  desirable  that  the  family  physician 
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impress  upon  them  the  necessity  of  a  cheerful  acquies- 
cence in  the  restrictions  often  imposed. 

After  admission  to  the  Asylum  the  necessary  rest  and 
quietude  should  be  secured  by  placing  the  patient  under 
the  supervision  of  well  trained  attendants,  who  can 
exert  a  controlling  influence  that  is  felt,  rather  than  per- 
ceived, in  apartments  occupied  by  few  other  patients, 
where  they  will  be  secluded  from  the  gaze  of  curious 
visitors,  and,  as  much  as  possible,  from  all  perturbing 
influences.  The  rest  and  quietude  thus  gained  are  of 
much  more  importance  than  the  administration  of  drugs, 
and  are  indeed  the  conditions  without  which  the  admin- 
istration of  medicine  is  of  little  avail.  It  is  only  after 
this  stage  of  depression  or  of  excitability  has  passed 
that  stimuli  should  be  called  into  requisition  to  arouse 
the  mental  energies  and  gradually  to  lead  the  patients 
back  to  the  enjoyment  and  performance  of  the  activities 
of  ordinary  life.  Then  it  is  that  the  tendency  to  mo- 
notony and  listlessness  in  asylum  life  are  to  be  over- 
come. Then  it  is  that  a  due  proportion  of  labor  and 
amusement  forms  an  important  element  among  the 
means  of  cure.  But  a  cure  may  never  be  effected,  and 
in  many  cases  the  disease  is  essentially  chronic  in  its 
form  from  the  moment  when  it  first  attracts  attention. 
Still,  even  in  these  cases,  the  means  of  distraction  and 
of  employment  are  of  great  importance,  hardly  less  im- 
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portant  than  in  cases  which  are  finally  cured.  There 
is  a  time  during  the  progress  of  the  disease  when  many 
of  the  incurable  insane  may  be  aroused  to  a  certain  de- 
gree of  mental  and  physical  activity,  and  hence  to  a 
certain  amount  of  usefulness  and  enjoyment.  If  this 
period  be  allowed  to  pass  unimproved,  the  habit  of  in- 
activity and  listlessness  soon  becomes  confirmed,  so  that 
dmdng  the  remainder  of  the  patient^s  life  he  is  only  a 
care  for  others  and  a  burden  to  himself.  But  it  is  not 
sufficient  that  the  patient  be  simply  permitted  to  engage 
in  useful  labor,  or  to  participate  in  amusements  and  in- 
tellectual entertainments.  All  the  means  that  will  con- 
duce to  these  ends  are  to  be  brought  into  requisition. 
If  he  refuse  food,  or  if  he  labor  under  some  serious 
physical  disease  that  requires  medicine,  the  propriety  of 
administering  food  or  medicine  by  the  use  of  such 
means  as  may  be  required  is  never  called  into  question ; 
unless,  in  the  case  of  medicine,  the  resistance  to  its  ad- 
ministration is  likely  to  more  than  counter-balance  the 
good  results  that  might  otherwise  be  attained.  So  in 
r^;ard  to  physical  and  mental  employment,  the  physi- 
cian should  carefully  consider  what  is  best  adapted  to 
the  welfiEure  of  the  patient,  and  then,  without  regard  to 
the  patient's  wishes,  enjoin  and  if  practicable  enforce  a 
participation  in  such  employment.  What  at  first  is  per- 
formed under  a  moral  pressure,  that  may  in  some  sort 
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partake  of  the  nature  of  compulsion,  is  afterwards  regu- 
larly and  cheerfully  performed  as  a  habit.  The  pa- 
tient's usefulness  is  thus  increased,  and  his  health  and 
happiness  promoted  for  the  remainder  of  his  life. 

As  has  already  been  mentioned,  it  is  diflkailt  to  pro- 
vide sufficient  physical  employment  that  is  suited  to  the 
condition  and  capabilities  of  the  patients.  With  the 
two-fold  object  of  securing  a  greater  amount  of  osefid 
and  pleasing  labor,  and  of  the  means  of  entertainment, 
many  of  the  female  patients  have  been  employed  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  under  the  direction  of  the  Matron,  in 
fiemcy  needlework,  embroidery,  knitting,  &c.,  for  the 
benefit  of  what  is  styled  the  Amusement  Fund.  The 
articles  made  are  exposed  for  sale  at  a  reasonable  price, 
and  are  purchased  by  visitors  or  friends  of  the  Institu- 
tion as  objects  of  curiosity  or  of  use.  The  money  real- 
ized is  expended  in  such  a  way  as  is  thought  most 
likely  to  conduce  to  the  amusement  or  improvement  of 
the  great  mass  of  patients,  that  is,  by  the  purchase  of 
pictures  for  exhibition,  of  music,  and  musical  instru- 
ments, of  books,  j&c.

Many  of  the  patients  work  with  more  cheerfulness 
and  enthusiasm  for  the  benefit  of  the  Amusement  Fund 
than  for  ordinary  purposes,  both  on  account  of  the  na- 
ture of  the  object,  and  because  the  work  is  more  in 
accordance  with  their  tastes.  The  benefit  derived 
simply  from  the  employment  thus  afforded  fully  justi- 
fies the  establishment  of  this  branch  of  industry,  and 
amply  repays  for  all  the  time  and  attention  required,  on 
the  part  of  officers,  to  carry  it  into  successful  operation. 
The  money  realized  from  the  sales  is  to  be  expended 

for  purposes  that  will  be  of  interest  to  as  many  of  the

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household  as  possible,  and,  for  the  most  part,  for  objectB 
so  durable  as  to  form  a  lasting  monument  of  the  indus- 
try of  the  patients. 

A  large  hospital  for  the  insane,  like  the  New  York 
City  Lunatic  Asylum,  should  be  made  of  use  not  only 
to  the  patients  within  its  walls  at  any  specified  time, 
but  the  facts  ascertained,  the  principles  disooyered  and 
the  experience  gained  should  be  made  available  to  those 
who  shall  hereafter  have  charge  of  the  Asylum,  and  to 
the  general  interests  of  science.  This  can  only  be  done 
by  keeping  a  careful  record  of  histories,  facts  and  expe- 
riences. The  method  now  in  use  at  this  Aj^lmn  was 
initiated  by  the  present  Resident  Physician,  about  ten 
years  ago,  and  has  been  in  successful  operation  up  to 
the  present  time.     The  system  is  as  follows: 

On  the  admission  of  a  patient,  as  complete  a  history 
of  the  case  as  can  then  be  ascertained  is  taken  by  the 
Examining  Physician,  one  of  the  assistants  on  the  Medi- 
cal Staff,  including  the  results  of  a  personal  examina- 
tion, the  testimony  of  the  patient,  and  the  testimony  of 
his  friends  and  medical  advisers.  If  additional  informa- 
tion is  gained  from  friends,  at  a  subsequent  period,  this 
also  is  added  as  part  of  the  history.  The  facts  thus 
ascertained  are  recorded  in  a  blotter  by  the  Physician. 
The  history  is  then  carefully  transcribed  from  the  blot- 
ter to  a  book  of  records  by  an  engrossing  clerk.     The 
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record  hooks  aro  made  of  such  style  that  a  single  page 
proves  safficient  for  the  past  and  current  history  of  the 
great  majority  of  cases.  If  the  history  of  any  case 
requires  more  space,  the  next  unoccupied  page  is  used 
for.  a  continuation  of  the  history.  Cases  are  recorded 
snocessirely  in  the  order  of  their  admission;  but  if  the 
case  be  one  of  re-admission,  the  personal  description 
only  is  recorded  in  regular  order,  when  space  remains 
for  a  continuation  of  the  history  under  that  of  the  pre- 
▼ious  admission.  The  personal  description  is  recorded 
in  regular  order,  to  facilitate  the  discovery  of  patients 
who  may  be  admitted  under  an  alicia.  Each  hall  or 
ward  in  the  Institution  is  furnished  with  a  prescription 
book,  which  is  handed  to  the  Medical  Officer  on  his 
morning  visit  by  the  attendant  In  this  book  he  finds 
reeorded  by  the  attendant,  opposite  numbers  that  refer 
to  the  particular  points,  the  number  of  patients  in  the 
ludl,  the  number  of  those  sick  in  bed,  the  number 
eeeladed  in  a  room  by  themselves,  the  number  under 
personal  restraint,  the  number  under  treatment,  the 
number  who  perform  a  fair  day's  work,  and  the  number 
who  did  light  duty  on  the  previous  day.  He  also  finds 
reeorded  the  names  of  patients  admitted  to  the  hall 
dnoe  his  previous  morning  visit,  and  from  whence;  the 
names  of  those  sent  away,  and  to  what  place;  and 
the  mame  of  any  patient  who  may  have  died,  with  the 
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hour  at  which  death  occurred.  In  this  book  all  impo^ 
tant  observations  bn  the  current  history  and  progress  of 
the  case  are  recorded  by  the  Physician,  including  pre- 
scriptions, orders  for,  and  directions  concerning  the 
patient 

As  soon  as  the  morning  visit  is  finished,  the  attendant 
takes  or  sends  the  prescription  book  to  the  apothecary 
who  puts  up  the  prescriptions.  The  book  is  then  sent 
to  the  engrossing  clerk,  who  transcribes  the  general  re- 
marks above  alluded  to  into  a  book  of  morning  reports, 
and  the  observations  and  prescriptions  in  the  book  of 
records,  as  a  part  of  the  current  history  of  each  particu- 
lar patient  referred  to.  There  are  three  distinct  indexes 
to  the  record  books :  first,  an  index  belonging  to  each 
book,  comprising  only  the  names  contained  in  that  book ; 
secondly,  an  index  to  all  the  record  books  for  daily 
use,  containing  only  the  names  of  the  patients  yet  in 
the  Asylum  and  of  those  recently  discharged;  and 
thirdly,  a  general  index  containing  the  names  of  all  the 
patients  in  all  the  books  of  record.  When  post-mortem 
examinations  are  made  the  notes  on  the  examination  are 
recorded  as  a  portion  of  the  history.  A  general  analy- 
sis is  made  of  each  case  to  facilitate  the  comparison  of 
certain  points,  and  to  aid  in  certain  generalizations.  In 
like  manner  an  analysis  is  made  of  the  post-mortem 
examinations.      These   analyses   are   recorded   by   the 
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engrossing  clerk  in  books  provided  for  the  purpose. 
These  books  may  be  considered  as  of  the  utmost  im- 
portance in  a  scientific  point  of  view,  for  whatever 
observations  are  not  recorded  are  lost  with,  and  are  of 
ose  only  to  the  person  who  makes  them.  The  records 
are  also  of  great  advantage  in  facilitating  the  treatment 
of  particular  cases,  for  even  the  attending  physician 
cannot  always  keep  in  mind  all  the  points  of  special 
interest  and  importance.  They  are  also  of  use  in  allay- 
ing suspicions,  which  sometimes  arise  on  the  part  of 
friends  of  patients,  by  showing  that  certain  prescrip- 
thions  have  been  made,  or  orders  given.  Finally,  they 
are  important  when  the  past  mental  condition  of  a  pa- 
tient is  called  in  question  in  courts  of  justice.  But  if 
these  books  are  not  well  and  correctly  kept  much  of 
their  value  is  lost.  If  some  things  are  omitted,  if  re- 
marks about  one  patient  are  recorded  under  the  history 
of  another,  or  if  medical  terms  or  signs  are  misunder- 
stood by  the  clerk,  these  records  become,  in  particular 
cases,  of  positive  disadvantage.  Hence  the  great  impor- 
tance of  having  an  engrossing  clerk  who  is  correct  and 
fiuthful,  and  who  perfectly  understands  the  work  he  has 
to  do.  Heretofore  these  clerks,  who  have  been  unsal- 
aried men,  have  often  been  incompetent  or  unfiEUthful, 
or  have  gone  away  soon  after  becoming  thoroughly  con- 
versant with  their  work.     Hence  it  would  seem  to  be  of 
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great  importance  that  a  good  faithful  man,  of  fidr  Intel* 
ligence,  be  employed  at  a  moderate  salary  to  perform 
the  duties  of  engrossing  clerk.  Such  a  clerk  might  also 
keep  the  registers  in  the  Warden's  office,  which  are  in 
some  sort  a  complement  to  the  books  already  referred 
to,  and  which  no  less  require  to  be  correctly  kept. 

8ome  valuable  donations  have  been  made  to  the  In- 
stitution during  the  past  year.  Mr.  I.  S.  Pierson,  of 
No.  125  W.  41st  street,  has  presented  a  stereoscope 
and  more  than  one  hundred  fine  stereoscopic  views.  A 
donation  of  thirty  dollars  for  books,  and  of  papers  and 
periodicals,  has  been  made  through  the  Bev.  Edward 
Cowley.  Greo.  Kellock,  Esq.,  has  regularly  sent  several 
copies  of  German  and  other  newspapers.  Through 
Mrs.  George  Doyle,  donations  have  been  received  from 
the  Bight  Bev.  Horatio  Potter ;  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
and  Church  Book  Society ;  the  Episcopal  Tract  and 
Prayer-Book  Society;  the  American  Tract  Society;  Mr. 
Thorburn,  of  John  street,  New  York ;  Cotter  &  Broth- 
ers, New  York ;  Mr.  Chambers,  sec'y  Farmers'  Club ; 
Mcllvane  &  Young,  No.  9  John  street.  New  York ;  Mr. 
W.  Bandolpb,  New  York ;  Charles  Scribner,  654  Broad- 
way; Christ  Church,  Williamsburgh ;  Mrs.  Fitzpatrick, 
Mrs.  Hanfield,  and  Mrs.  Dougherty,  New  York ;  Mrs. 
Baker,  Mrs.  Butts,  Mrs.  Storms,  Mrs.  Darby,  Mrs. 
Humphries,  Mrs.  Henry  Barnes,  Mrs.  Chapman,  and 
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Mrs.  Myers,  Williamsburgh.  Benjamin  Pike  &  Sons 
have  given  the  use  of  fine  views  for  the  magic  lantern 
as  often  as  desired,  and  have  thus  generously  offered 
facilites  for  our  evening  entertainments  that  could  not 
otherwise  have  been  procured. 

To  the  attendants,  on  whom  devolves  the  immediate 
care  and  supervision  of  bis  patients,  the  medical  super- 
intendent of  our  asylum  for  the  insane  is  peculiarly 
dependent  for  his  success.  It  is  not  sufficient  that  they 
obey  the  letter  of  certain  rules  that  may  be  adopted  for 
their  government  and  instruction;  they  must  also  be 
pervaded  with  the  spirit  that  animates  the  physician,  in 
order  that  his  influence  may  be  exerted  upon  his  patients, 
even  in  his  absence;  their  bearing,  the  tone  of  voice, 
and  the  manner  in  which  they  carry  out  the  instructions 
of  the  physician,  are  all  important,  much  more  import- 
ant, indeed,  than  the  medicine  administered  or  the  regi- 
men enjoined.  Hence,  it  is,  that  so  much  stress  has 
been  laid  by  superintendents  of  asylums  on  the  careful 
selection  of  attendants,  with  a  view  to  their  adaptation 
to  the  delicate  and  difficult  duties  entrusted  to  their 
charge.  Hence,  it  is,  that  they  desire  attendants  to  be, 
to  the  fullest  possible  extent,  under  the  magnetism  of 
their  own  personal  influence.  Hence,  it  is,  that  they 
frequently  discharge  attendants,  not  for  any  positive 
fault,  not  for  any  neglect,  but  simply  because  they  are 
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found  wanting  in  these  peculiar  characteristics  required 
for  the  successful  management  of  the  insane,  in  tact, 
in  the  ability  to  catch  and  carry  into  practice  the  wishes 
and  animus  of  the  physician.  The  duties  of  faithful 
attendants  are  difficult,  and  their  labors  arduous.  They 
are  required  to  be  on  their  post  of  duty  by  night,  as 
well  as  by  day;  they  have  the  insane  for  their  constant 
associates,  and  are  often  exposed  to  their  blows  and 
buffetings,  or  to  abusive  language  and  untruthful  com- 
plaints, that  are  a  severe  trial  to  their  equanimity, 
inasmuch  as  the  patient  often  has  the  appearance  of 
being  actuated  by  malice  quite  as  much  as  by  disease. 
The  friends  of  patients  also  often  believe  their  unfounded 
complaints  or  untruthful  stories,  to  the  great  chagria 
and  annoyance  of  the  attendnnts,  and  the  investigation 
rendered  necessary  by  these  complaints,  is  a  still  fui*ther 
source  of  discomfort.  To  those  attendants  who  have 
faithfully  endeavored  to  fulfill  the  difficult  duties  and 
requirements  of  their  position,  the  highest  meed  of 
praise  is  due  and  is  gladly  accorded. 

The  services  of  Mr.  James  W.  Smyth,  as  Warden, 
have  been  continued  throughout  the  year,  and  the  zeal 
and  efficiency  with  which  he  has  performed  the  duties 
of  his  office  are  worthy  of  the  highest  commendation. 
Mrs.  Mary  E.  Goodwin  still  holds  the  position  of  Ma- 
tron, which  she  has  so  ably  and   efficiently  filled  for 
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many  years  past.  Her  untiring  activity,  her  willing 
subordination  to  her  superior  oiBcers,  and  her  devotion 
to  the  interests  of  the  Institution  and  the  welfare  of  the 
patients,  have  proved  an  invaluable  aid  to  the  labors  of 
the  Medical  Staff. 

Mr.  William  H.  Bogle,  the  Clerk  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  year,  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  David  Dore- 
mus,  who  was  in  turn  transferred  to  another  institution, 
and  the  place  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  O.  M. 
Arnold,  who  still  fills  the  office.  Mr.  Frederic  A. 
Gncrin  served  satisfactorily  as  Apothecary  until  his  res- 
ignation for  a  more  lucrative  position.  Mr.  J.  Murphy 
was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  thus  made,  and  per- 
formft  his  important  functions  with  care  and  fidelity. 
The  usual  religious  services  have  been  regularly  held 
by  the  Rev.  Zetus  Searle,  the  Rev.  Edward  Cowley,  and 
the  Rev.  Father  Grelinas.  The  kind  offices  of  these 
clergymen  have  also  been  afforded  to  the  sick  as  occa- 
sion required,  and  those  in  need  of  spiritual  advice  and 
consolation. 

Dr.  Theodore  H.  Kellogg  still  holds  the  position  of 
Senior  Assistant  Physician,  and  acts  as  Physician  in 
Charge  during  any  temporary  absence  of  the  Resident 
Physician.  To  this  officer  the  Resident  Physician  is  un- 
der especial  obligations  for  the  sound  judgment  and 
assiduity  with  which  he  has  aided  in  the  general  super- 
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vision  of  the  Institution,  and  in  the  care  and  treatment 
of  the  patients. 

To  Dr.  E.  B.  Dalton,  who  was  appointed  Associate 
Physician  some  months  since,  thanks  are  returned  for 
his  valuable  services  in  general  inspection  and  in  other 
ways.  Thanks  are  also  returned  to  Drs.  Frank  BL 
Hamilton,  Stephen  Smith,  and  W.  B.  Eager,  for  aid  and 
advice  as  members  of  a  committee  on  plans  for  a  new 
Asylum  building.  This  committee,  of  which  the  Besi- 
dent  Physician  and  Dr.  Dalton,  Associate  Physician,  are 
also  members,  will  continue  its  sessions  from  time  to 
time  until  the  object  for  which  it  was  appointed  shall 
have  been  accomplished. 

Dr.  Eli  Warner,  and  Dr.  W.  J.  G.  Dawson,  Assistant 
Physicians,  resigned  at  the  expiration  of  their  year  of 
service,  and  the  vacancies  thus  made  were  filled  by  the 
appointmcmt  of  Drs.  J.  C.  Hallock  and  E.  A.  Kilboume. 
These  gentlemen  also  resigned  in  the  summer,  on  ac- 
count of  unforseen  contingencies,  and  their  places  were 
filled  by  the  appointment  of  Drs.  J.  Howard  Morgan, 
and  Dwight  R.  Burrell,  who  still  serve  as  Assistant 
Physicians.  Drs.  W.  L.  Hall  and  Daniel  McEwan, 
Assistant  Physicians  to  the  Hospital  for  Epileptics  and 
Paralytics,  have  also  had  charge  of  the  insane  patients 
quartered  in  the  Pavilions  contiguous  to  the  Hospital. 
All  these  Physicians  have,  by  their  faithful  service  and 
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gentlemanly  bearing,  earned  the  gratitude  and  esteem 
of  the  oiBcers  with  whom  they  have  been  associated, 
and  of  the  patients  placed  under  their  care. 

To  the  members  of  your  Honorable  Board,  renewed 
thanks  are  tendered  for  their  many  marks  of  personal 
consideration,  and  for  the  zeal  and  promptitude  with 
which  they  have  ever  seconded  the  endeavors  of  the 
Resident  Physician  to  promote  the  welfare  of  those 
placed  under  his  care.

James  Bowen,  Esq,  President  of  the  Board  of  Com- 
missionerff  of  Public  Charities  and  Correction: 

Sib — Id  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  your 
Honorable  Board,  I  most  respectfully  present  you  with 
the  Annual  Report,  as  Warden  of  this  Institution,  and 
in  doing  so,  it  is  a  matter  of  gratification,  and  affords 
me  great  pleasure  that  I  can  testify  to  its  continued  and 
increasing  usefulness. 

As  executive  officer  of  this  Asylum,  I  have  deeply 
felt  the  responsibility  which  devolves  on  me,  in  carrying 
out  the  duties  which  are  necessarily  entailed  thereon 
and  incidental  thereto,  and  have  endeavored  (acting  un* 
der  the  guidance  of  your  Honorable  Board)  to  promote 
.  the  interest  and  welfare  of  this  department  to  the  best 
of  my  ability  and  power. 

There  were  in  the  Asylum  at  the  date  of  the  last  Re- 
port, January  Ist,  1868,1)12  patients,  of  whom  320  were 
males,  and  592  were  females,  making  a  total  of  912. 
Since  which  there  has  been  admitted  319  males,  and  349 
females;'  and  discharged  and  died  273  males,  and  272 
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females,  leaving  the  number  of  1035  now  remaining  in 
the  Institution.  Of  those  discharged,  211  were,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  physicians,  recovered ;  117  improved, 
and  82  unimproved,  the  latter  being  discharged  at  the 
request  of  their  friends. 

The  whole  number  treated  during  the  year  was  1580, 
of  these  135  died  in  that  period,  showing  a  percentage 
of  8^  per  cent  of  the  whole  number  who  had  received 
treatment  Of  those  admitted,  154  were  natives,  and 
514  foreigners.

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During  the  past  twelve  months,  ending  the  31st  of 
December,  1868,  and  from  the  date  of  the  last  Report, 
all  the  asylum  buildings  have  been  put  into  (as  far  as 
means  would  permit)  a  thorough  and  very  comprehen- 
sive state  of  repair.  The  greater  portion  of  the  work 
has  been  executed  by  patients,  who  have,  to  a  certain 
extent,  so  far  recovered  as  to  allow  them  to  follow 
their  legitimate  avocations,  and  who  have,  I  may  say, 
taken  a  deep  interest  with  me  in  the  various  improve- 
ments and  repairs. 

The  labor  of  these  persons,  you  will  not  fail  to  per- 
ceive, has  been  a  measure  of  true  economy,  and  will 
unquestionably  appear  on  an  inspection  of  the  Insti- 
tution. 

I  need  not  inform  you,  as  it  must  be  apparent  to  your 
Honorable  Board,  that  the  wear  and  tear  of  buildings, 
fixtures  and  utensils  occupied  and  used  by  the  unfor- 
tunate insane  is,  as  you  might  expect,  incessant,  and 
when  decay  and  want  of  prompt  attention  gets  largely 
iu  advance  of  repair,  as  was  the  case  on  my  entering 
on  the  duties  devolving  on  me  as  Warden  of  this 
Institution,  the  loss  is  not  easily  recovered,  and  it  has 
required  a  more  than  ordinary  amount  of  perseverance 
and  determination  to  regain  the  past. 

The  condition  of  the  Middle  House  demanded  con- 
siderable attention,  and  it  was  considered  advisable  to 
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repaint  and  renovate  those  parts  which  had  been  longest 
in  use,  and  had  siifiered  most  from  exposure. 

Accordingly,  in  the  early  part  of  the  past  year, 
storm  doors  and  porticos  were  erected  at  the  various 
entrances,  the  centre  of  the  building  was  thoroughly 
repainted  and  finished  in  imitation  of  marble  blocks, 
and  the  doors  leading  from,  to  the  various  halls,  were 
painted  and  grained  in  oak,  while  the  wainscoting  and 
mouldings  were  finished  in  black  walnut,  thereby  pre- 
senting to  the  eye  a  more  pleasant  and  cheerful  aspect 
than  it  hitherto  possessed. 

Female   Hall    One,    has,  I    may  say,   been    entirely 
renovated  and  put  in  a  state  of  thorough  and  complete 
repair.     The  length  of  the  Hall  is  two  hundred  feet, 
by  ten  feet  wide,  without  the  patients'  apartments,  of 
which  there  are  forty.     The  entire  Hall,  including  the 
sleeping  rooms,  has  been  refloored  with  narrow  yellow 
pine  plank,  the  whole  measuring  some  four  thousand 
square    feet   of  flooring;    the    window   sills   and    door 
casings  have    been  restored,  and  the  entire  Hall    has 
been  painted  throughout,  thereby  presenting  a  marked 
and  flattering  contrast  to  its  previous  appearance. 

Female  Halls  Two  and  Three,  and  Male  Hall^j  One, 
Two  and  Three,  have  also  had  considerable  attention, 
hnvin^r  hwu  phuid  in  thorough  repair  and  ropuinted 
tl)rnu;:'hoilt. 
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It  was  determined  by  your  Honorable  Board,  in  con- 
sequence of  the  overcrowded  state  of  the  Asylum,  to 
fit  up  the  male  tank-room  as  a  dormitory  for  such  pa- 
tients as  the  Resident  Physician  might  deem  advisable. 
This  has  been  accomplished,  and  the  other  Halls  have 
thus  been  relieved,  the  result  of  whiffi  has  been  most 
satisfactory,  and  adds  much  to  the  comfort  and  well 
being  of  the  patients. 

Pavilions  A  and  B. 

These  two  Pavilions,  which  are  devoted  to  the  use  of 
the  incurable  insane,  it  was  found  necessary  to  improve 
in  order  to  facilitate  the  domestic  arrangements,  and 
conduce  more  to  the  comfort  of  the  patients.  To  ac- 
complish this,  a  large  and  commodious  dining  hall  of 
forty  feet  long  and  twenty-nine  feet  wide  was  erected 
on  the  east  side  of  these  Pavilions,  which  has  not  only 
resulted  in  that  which  was  first  intended,  but  adds 
greatly  to  the  cleanliness  of  the  Halls,  which  are  now 
onl}'  used  as  sitting  and  sleeping  apartments.  There 
bus  also  been  added  to  the  above  Pavilions,  two  wings 
thirty  feet  long  by  twenty -eight  and  a  half  feet  wide, 
for  the  use  and  Hrconimodation  of  the  Mediciil  Stait. 

The  ineonvenioiice  which  hud  attended  the  operations 
of  the  In^ftitution  for  some  years  past,  owing  to  it^  lim- 
ited ciipucity  conipured  with  the  want  it  is  intended  to 
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supply,  beiDg  laid  before  your  Honorable  Board  in  the 
early  part  of  the  past  year,  resulted  in  your  immediate 
determination  to  obviate  such  difficulty  as  far  as  possi- 
ble by  the  erection  of  a  new  Pavilion,  and  which  I  feel 
proud  and  honored  in  informing  you  is  completed. 

In  the  beginning  of  August,  it  was  decided  that  the 
piece  of  ground  lying  to  the  east  of  Pavilion  C  should 
be  appropriated  to  such  purpose,  and  work  forthwith 
commenced.     In  order  to   overcome   and  remedy  the 
difficulties  arising  from  the  nature  of  the  ground,  a  deep 
stone  foundation  was  sunk  on  which  piers  were  erected, 
and  the  intermediate  spaces  between  walled   up  with 
stone.     The  length  of  the  building  is  one  hundred  and 
sixty  feet,  twenty-nine  feet  wide,  and  twenty-one  feet 
high;  connected  with  this  is  a  spacious   dining   hall, 
forty  feet  long  by  twenty-nine  feet  wide,  and  also  a  wing 
for  Medical  Officers,  thirty  feet  long   by  twenty-nine 
feet  wide.     In  order  to  insure  greater  warmth  in  this 
Pavilion  than  had  been  obtained  in  those  previously 
erected,  the  side  walls  are  bricked  up,  and  the  floors 
deafened  throughout.     Considerable  attention  and  care 
has  been  paid  to  its  ventilation,  a  most  important  fea- 
ture in  the  construction  of  a  building  of  this  kind,  and 
I  am  in  hopes,  wilh  the  valuable  advice  and  iissistance  of 
Dr.  E.  B.  Dal  ton,  Associate  Resident  Physician,  to  suc- 
ceed in  making  this  Pavilion  a  model  howpiUil. 
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In  conclusion,  as  to  the  minutia    of  improvements 
and  repairs  which  are  far  too  numerous  to  particularize, 
I  respectfully  refer   you   to   the  quarterly  reports  of 
improvements  and  repairs,  which  you  will  not  fail  to 
observe  have  been  somewhat  voluminous,  and,  at  the 
same  time,  I  would  remind  you  and  draw  your  attention 
to  the  fact,  that  great  care  has  been  taken  to  provide 
light  and  suitable  employment  for  those  patients  who 
were  so  disposed,  in  a  way  useful  to  themselves  and  of 
profit  to  the  Institution.    Those  of  the  males  who  are 
capable  and  willing  (no  compulsion  beiug  under  any 
circumstances  used,  but  purely  voluntary),  have  been 
employed  on  the  grounds,  in  the  gardens,  in  repairing, 
making  and  grading  the  roads,  in  the  cook  and  engine- 
house,  chopping  fire  wood,  and  many  other  useful  and 
necessary  light  employments,  whilst  others  who  had  the 
capability  were  employed   in  the  various  mechanical 
branches,   the  necessity  of  which   was  demanded   and 
required  in  carrying  out  the   building  and  other  im- 
provements during  the  past  year.     Likewise,  the  female 
portion  of  the  inmates  have  by  no  means  been  idle,  but 
have  been  actively  employed  in  making,  repairing  and 
keeping  in  order  the  clothing,  bedding,  Ac,  Ac,  of  the 
Institution,  as  will  be  seen  by  referetlce  to  the  Matron's 
Report,  and  in  fact  I  may  say,  that  the  only  expense  to 
which  this  Institution  has  been  placed  has  been  for  ma- 
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terial,  the  work  itself  having  been  performod  by  inmate 
labor. 

Although  much  has  been  done  for  the  Middle  House, 
which  has  been,  and  is  conducive  to  the  comfort  of  the 
inmates  and  better  working  of  the  Institution.  I  can- 
not consistently  with  my  duty,  neglect  bringing  before 
the  notice  of  your  Honorable  Board  the  necessity  there 
exists  for  certain  improvements  in  other  parts  of  the 
establishment. 

Foremost,  it  is  almost  demanded,  and  a   matter  of 
considerable  importance  and  necessity,  that  the  build- 
ing standing  in  the  rear  of  the  main  edifice,  known  as 
the   Cook  House,  in  which   nearly   the   whole   of  the 
domestic  labor  of  the  Institution  is  performed,  nhould 
at  least  be  double  its  present  capacity.     The  building  is 
sixty  feet  long  by  sixty-five  feet  wide,  one  story  high, 
in  which  all  the  laundry  w^ork  is  done,  including  wash- 
ing, ironing,  drying,  and  the  cooking  for  all  the  pa- 
tients, attendants  and  assistants,  also  a  dining  room  for 
a  large  number  of  persons  employed  about  the  Institu- 
tion.    On  one  side  of  this  building  is  also  the  Engine 
House  and  Boiler  House.     Here  steam   is  generated  for 
warming  and  ventilating  the  building,  and  for  propel- 
ing  the  engine  by  which  all  the  water  for  supplying 
tlio  two  wings  is  thrown  up  into  the  tanks.     So  many 
departments  crowded  into  so  small  a  space,  must  neces- 
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sarily  be  peribrmed  at  a  disadvaDtage;  the  enlarge- 
ment of  this  building  seems  demanded  by  every 
consideration. 

Another  improvement  which  has  no  doubt  already 
forced  itself  before  you,  and  which  cannot  but  strike 
you  as  being  much  needed,  is  the  removal  of  that  pile 
of  old  buildings  situated  at  the  east  side  of  the  new 
Pavilion,  and  now  used  as  Carpenter^s  Shop,  Tin  and 
Blacksmith's  Shop,  Dead  House,  Barn,  &c.,  &c.,  and 
whose  dilapidated  condition  are  not  only  unsightly  in 
their  appearance,  but  are  totally  inadequate  and  in  no 
way  adapted  to  the  requirements  of  the  Institution. 

There  is  reason  for  great  thankfulness  for  the  merci- 
ful Providence  which  has  watched  over  us,  in  guarding 
us  from  the  devastating  effects  of  epidemics,  of  which  I 
am  happy  in  informing  you  that  we  have  been  entirely 
free. 

Every  endeavor  has  been  made  to  provide  the  pa- 
tients with  suitable  out-door  exercise  and  recreation, 
those  who  are  not  difjposed  to  interest  themselves  in 
the  garden,  or  in  other  light  employment  already  re- 
fered  to,  use  the  yard  in  the  front  of  the  west  wing  of 
the  main  building  as  a  promenade,  and  which  has  been 
in  continual  use  when  the  weather  permitted.  The 
females  have  had  every  opportunity  afforded  them  of 
free  access  to  the  garden  and  grounds  when  so  inclined. 
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The  in-door  amusemeDts  have  been  much  the  same  as  in 
previous  years,  consisting  of  exhibitions  of  the  magic 
lantern,  dancing,  &c. 

The  holidays  have  likewise  been  duly  observed. 

Our  cordial  thanks  are  due  to  Messrs.  Benjamin 
Pike  and  Sous,  and  Mr.  Charles  Chapin,  for  the  use  of 
their  valuable  and  entertaining  slides  for  the  magic 
lantern ;  to  Hooley's  Minstrels,  of  Brooklyn,  for  their 
entertainment,  and  also  to  the  ladies  and  gentlemen 
from  the  city,  who  have  kindly  given  concerts  of  sacred 
music. 

Religious  services  have  been  duly  performed  and 
observed  on  the  Sabbath  and  week  days,  and  thanks 
are  due  to  the  Rev.  Zetus  Searle  of  this  Institution,  the 
Rev.  Father  Gelene.  of  the  Alms  House,  and  the  Rev. 
Edward  Cowley,  of  Charity  Hospital,  for  their  faithful 
attention  to  the  spiritual  welfare  of  the  inmates  of  this 
Institution. 

The  duties  devolving  on  the  various  officers  and 
attendants  who  have  been  associated  with  me  in  carry- 
ing out  the  details  of  this  Asylum,  are  generally  de- 
serving of  commendation  for  their  faithful  attention  in 
the  observance  of  its  rules  and  regulations. 

To  your  Honorable  Board  I  tender  my  warmest  and 
heartfelt  thanks,  for  the  prompt  and  efficient  manner  in 
which  you  have  assisted  me  in  carrying  out  the  duties 
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devolving  on  me  in  connection  with  this  Institution. 
You  have  always  manifested  the  greatest  solicitude  for 
the  comfort  of  the  patients;  their  wants  you  have  most 
cheerfully  and  promptly  supplied,  and  nothing  has 
been  left  undone  to  mitigate  their  sufferings  both  men- 
tally and  physically.

Geoboe  T.  Elliot,  Jr.,  M.  D.,  President  Medical  Boaf'd 
of  the  Infant  Hospital : 

Sir — ^In  submitting  to  your  Board  the  Report  of  the 
Infant  Hospital  for  the  year  which  has  just  closed,  but 
little  can  be  said  of  the  present  form  of  organization, 
as  it  has  existed  barely  a  month,  and  that  under  the  ad- 
verse circumstances  which  usually  attend  such  changes 
at  the  outset 

On  the  8th  day  of  January  last,  the  Institution — ^then 
under  the  management  of  the  Medical  Board  of  the 
Charity  Hospital — was  moved  from  the  Alms  House 
Department,  on  BlackwelFs  Island,  to  its  present  loca- 
tion, in  a  portion  of  the  building  erected  for  the  use  of 
the  Inebriate  Asylum,  it  being  believed  that,  though 
but  poorly  calculated  for  the  purposes  of  a  nursery  for 
infants,  it  would  nevertheless  furnish  better  hygienic 
conditions  than  could  be  found  at  the  Alms  House,  and 
would  serve  until  the  building  then  commenced  on  Ban- 
dall's  Island  should  be  finished,  but  there  is  little  doubt 
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that  one  of  the  chief  obstacles,  in  the  way  of  success- 
fully reanug  the  infants  admitted  to  the  Institutioo,  is 
to  be  found  in  the  want  of  adaptation  of  the  building 
to  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  used,  and  that  in  the  new 
Hospital,  where  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  special 
requirements  of  the  service,  the  degree  of  success  will 
be  greater. 

Soon  after  the  removal,  the  corps  of  Visitiug  Physi- 
cians was  increased  from  two  to  four,  in  order  that  daily 
visits  might  be  made,  and  to  insure  more  experience  on 
the  part  of  the  resident  staff,  their  term  of  service  was 
increased  from  two  to  four  mouths. 

The  attempt   to  institute   a  system  of  wet-nursings 
which  was  commenced   at  the  Alms  House,   was  con- 
tinued after  the  removal,  and   all   that  could    he  done 
under  the  circumstances  to  render  the  position  desira- 
ble by  means  of  a  distinctive  dress,  generous  diet,  and 
freedom  from  manual  labor,  was  done,  but  the  desire  to 
be  free  from  all  restraint — even  that  of  an  offspring — 
the  offer  of  liberal  wages  for  wet-nursing  in  the  city^ 
aided  by  the  efforts  of  wet-nurse  agents,  who  visited  the 
Hospital  on  pretended  business  of  different  sorts,  <&c., 
combined  to  keep  the  supply  of  wet-nurses  much  below 
the  number  required  for  the  care  of  such  of  the  found- 
ling children  as  were  not  old  enough  to  be  fed  by  hand. 

As  to  the  food,  it  may  be  said  that,  excepting  for  wo- 
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meu  who  are  wet-nursing  two  children,  and  for  such  as 
are  wet-nursing  none,  no  dietary  table  has  been  pre- 
pared, the  manner  of  feeding  the  children  having  been 
left  to  the  judgment  of  the  Matron,  and  subject  to  such 
changes  as  each  Visiting  or  House  Physician  chose  to 
make. 

For  the  bottle-fed  class,  milk  supplied  by  the  cows 
l>elonging  to  the  Institution,  has,  without  exception, 
been  use<l  since  the  spring  of  1866,  ten  of  them  being 
now  kept  on  the  Island  for  that  purpose,  condensed 
milk  bciug  used  for  the  larger  children. 

The  admixture  of  cows'  milk  with  farinaceous  sub- 
stances has,  I  am  told,  been  attempted,  but  not  in  any 
systematic  manner,  and  no  record  has  been  kept  of  the 
results,  so  that  no  opinion  can  be  given  with  respect  to 
the  degree  of  success  in  any  trial.  The  common  prac- 
tice has  been  to  give  the  cows'  milk  diluted,  sweetened, 
and  warmed  up  to  the  proper  temperature,  its  natural 
acidity  being  sometimes  neutralized  with  lime-water, 
carbonate  of  potassa,  &c.  The  sugar  of  milk  was  at 
one  time  used  instead  of  cane  sugar  to  sweeten  the 
diluted  milk,  but  docs  not  appear  to  have  furnished  any 
particular  results  in  its  favor.  No  trial  of  any  of  the 
preparati<in£}  of  condensed  milk  have  been  attempted 
with  the  bottle-fed  class.  With  such  children  as  are 
partially  wet-nursed,  cows'  milk  has  been  used  to  make 
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up  the  deficiency.     The  labor  of  oaring  for  the  bottle- 
fed  children  has,  since   the   removal  from   Blackwell's 
Island,  been  almost  entirely  performed  by  Work  House 
help,  under  the  direction  of  paid  nurses,  until  within  a 
couple  of  months,  since  when  the  places  of  the  former 
have  been  in  a  great  measure  supplied  with  women  ad- 
mitted to  the  Public  Charities  on  account  of  destitution, 
who  would  have  otherwise  gone   to  the  Alms  House, 
and  who  are  in  many  instances  a   better  class  morally 
than  the  ones  who  preceded  them.     Their  residence  in 
the  Institution  is  longer.     They  become  more  attached 
to  the  children  given  to  their  care,  and  are   the  more 
likely  to  supply  to  the  infant  that  nursing,  amusement, 
and  variety,  which,  as  a  food  for  their  nervous  systems, 
is  nearly  if  not  quite  as  necessary  to  their  existence  as 
that  which  is  taken  into  their  stomachs. 

With  but  few  exceptions  children  who  have  attained 
a  sufficient  age  to  admit  of  feeding  by  the  hand,  have 
done  very  well,  and  the  members  of  this  class  now  in 
the  Institution  will,  in  their  appearace  and  general 
health,  compare  favorably  with  those  of  corresponding 
age  and  parentage  outside.  Many  of  the  wet-nurse 
foundlings  have  done  very  well,  several  of  them  haying 
been  adopted  out  of  the  Institution,  and  although  the 
quality  of  the  .wet-nurses  is,  as  a  class,  much  inferior  to 
what  would  be  considered  a  standard  for  selection,  still 
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the  amount  of  good  that  is  accomplished  by  means  of 
them,  leads  us  to  hope  for  better  results  in  this  direc- 
tion during  the  coming  year,  than  could  be  had  in  any 
other. 

An  inquiry  into  the  sources  from  whence  these  found- 
ling children  come  is,  next  to  their  sad  history  after 
admission,  of  the  greatest  interest.  My  connection  with 
the  Institution  has  been  too  short  to  allow  of  my  gain- 
ing much  knowledge  in  this  direction,  but  it  is  evident 
that  no  small  proportion  of  them  are  bom  in  the  Hospi- 
tals of  the  Commissioners  of  Emigration,  of  women 
lately  arrived  in  this  country,  and  by  birth  on  our  soil 
are  entitled  to  the  care  of  our  Public  Charities,  whose 
mothers  being  alien,  cannot  have  the  same  privilege, 
but  who  being  required  by  the  rules  established  by  the 
Commissioners  of  Emigration  to  prevent  vagrancy,  to 
go  out  to  service,  when  occasions  offer,  are  obliged  to 
leave  their  children  with  the  Commissioners  of  Public 
Charities  and  Correction,  when  on  account  of  the  lack 
of  means  tor  feeding  them  otherwise,  they  go  into  the 
bottle-fed  class. 

It  is  believed  that  if  the  Commissioners  of  Public 
Charities  were  empowered  to  receive  the  mother  during 
the  time  necessary  for  the  nursing  of  her  child,  not  only 
could  she  provide  milk  for  her  own  child,  but  by  proper 
feeding  could  give  enough  to  a  foundling  to  support  it. 
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at  least  in  part.  And  in  case  of  artificial  feeding  being 
necessary  to  a  certain  extent,  such  children  would  be 
likely  to  receive  better  and  more  constant  attention 
from  such  women,  than  if  left  to  take  their  chances  in 
a  ward  devoted  exclusively  to  bottle  feeding. 

The  tables  which  are  appended  will  show  the  admis- 
sions, discharges,  and  deaths  for  the  year,  and  also  the 
relation  which  exists  between  the  number  of  deaths  in 
each  class,  and  the  manner  of  feeding,  and  condition  at 
the  time  of  admission.  The  latter  has  been  generally 
recorded  within  twenty-four  hours  after  admission,  and, 
as  I  have  reason  to  believe,  in  an  impartial  manner  in 
nearly  all  cases. 

The  terra  "  walking  children"  is  used  for  convenience, 
to  distinguish  such  as  are  no  longer  being  wet-nursed  or 
bottle-fed,  but  are  taking  food  from  the  spoon  or  hand, 
although  strictly  speaking  it  cannot  be  said  that  they 
all  walk. 

One  fallacy  exists  in  the  percentages  as  they  appear 
in  one  of  the  subjoined  tables,  viz:  in  the  class  of  bottle- 
fed  mothers'  children. 

Individuals  of  this  class  are  frequently  discharged 
with  their  mothers,  and  the  percentage  of  mortality  is 
therefore  rendered  proportionately  lower  than  in  the 
case  of  the  bottle-fed  foundlings  who  are  very  seldom 
discharged.     On   account   of  the  lack   of   the    proper 
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records,  it  is  impossible  to  arrive  at  the  true  percentage 
of  mortality  in  the  different  classes  of  children,  and  the 
tables  submitted  can  only  be  taken  as  approximative. 

No  attention  has  been  made  paid  to  sex  in  making  out 
the  tables  referred  to,  for  the  reason  that  it  had  no  ap- 
parent  influence  over  the  results  of  treatment,  and  the 
tables  are  already  sufficiently  complicated.

James  Bowen,  Esq.,  President  of  the  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners : 

Dear  Sir — In  compliance  with  the  request  of  the 
Board  that  I  would  report  to  them  certain  facts  from 
the  records  of  this  Institution,  I  beg  leave  to  offer  the 
accompanying  tables: 

My  presence  in  the  Institution  for  less  than  three 
weeks,  the  peculiarities  of  the  system  of  records,  and 
the  short  time  allowed  me  for  making  up  my  report, 
have  prevented  the  mentioning  of  several  facts  of  con- 
siderable interest.  Nevertheless,  the  tables  submitted 
contain,  I  believe,  information  upon  several  points  never 
before  reported  to  the  Board,  viz:  the  ages  of  those 
who  died  arranged  in  classes,  their  condition  at  the 
time  of  admission,  and  the  length  of  time  that  they  had 
been  in  the  Institution  previous  to  death.  Taken  in 
connection  with  the  high  death-rate  among  the  found- 
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llugs,  these  facts  give  additional  interest  to  the  inquiry 
into  the  preventible  causes  of  mortality  among  them. 

The  percenttige  of  deaths  among  this  class  maj 
appear  inordinately  high,  and  is  andoubtedly  much 
greater  than  would  be  supposed  from  the  monthly 
reports  of  the  Medical  Board  of  Charity  Hospital,  but 
I  will  vouch  for  its  correctness.  Indeed,  it  is  the  expe- 
rience of  all  who  have  become  personally  familiar  with 
the  subject,  that  instances  are  so  rare  when  foundlings 
under  five  months  of  age  survive  a  corresponding  length 
of  time  after  their  admission,  and  an  exclusive  course 
of  bottle-feeding,  that  the  mortality  is  practically  100 
per  centum.

Your  letter  does  not  require,  nor  have  I  the  time  at

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this  fearful  death-rate,  but  it  cannot  be  otherwise  than 
with  the  most  profound  interest  that  the  subject  must 
be  considered.

The  daily  number  of  deaths  from  the  1st  of  May 
to  the  1st  of  October ;  the  classes  to  which  they  be- 
longed (whether  mothers'  children  or  foundlings) ; 
whether  they  were  wet-nursed,  bottle-fed,  or  walking 
children ;  the  condition  they  were  in  at  the  time  of  ad- 
mission, and  a  table  of  meteorological  observations. 
(For  the  latter  I  am  indebted  to  the  courtesy  of  Dr. 
Harris,  of  the  Metropolitan  Board  of  Health.)

The  Commissioners  of  Charities  and  Correction  having 
referred  to  a  special  committee  the  consideration  of 
plans  best  adapted  to  diminish  the  mortality  among  the 
pauper  infauts  under  their  charge,  as  well  as  those  best 
adapted  to  secure  the  most  efficient  management  of  the 
Hospital  now  being  erected  for  these  infants,  the  whole 
matter  has  been  referred  by  the  special  committee  to 
this  sub-committee,  who  have  the  honor  to  present  Ihe 
following  preliminary  report: 
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That,  in  accordance  with  their  duty,  the  sub-commit- 
tee, with  the  general  oommittee,  have  made  a  faithful 
personal  examination  of  the  condition  of  the  infants 
now  temporarily  lodged  in  the  Inebriate  Asylum  on 
Ward's  L^land,  there  held  several  meetings  for  the  dis- 
cussion of  the  whole  subject,  which  has  naturally 
divided  itself  into  two  items  of  inquiry:  1st.  The  best 
available  method  for  so  organizing  the  Medical  Board 
of  the  Hospital  as  to  insure  the  utmost  efficiency.  2d. 
The  best  method  for  so  regulating  the  hygiene  of  the 
inmates  as  to  limit  to  the  utmost  the  preventable  causes 
of  their  mortality. 

In  reference  to  the  first  of  these  inquiries,  the  sub- 
committee would  recommend — 

1st.  That  a  special  board  be  organized  for  the  medi- 
cal control  of  this  Hospital,  which  shall  report  to  the 
Commissioners  of  Charities  and  Correction  as  an  indepen- 
dent organization,  through  such  other  of  the  medical 
boards  as  the  Commissioners  may  decide;  but  that  the 
responsibility  for  these  infants,  and  the  initiative  of 
medical  suggestions  for  their  relief  shall  officially  de- 
volve on  the  Board  of  the  Infants'  Hospital.  The  com- 
mittee would  further  recommend  that  the  Idiot  Children 
and  the  Nursery  Hospital  shall  be  placed  under  the 
medical  care  and  direction  of  this  Medical  Board. 

id.  That  this  board  shall  consist  of  a  consultini^  and 
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attending  board  of  physicians,  with  the  customary 
powers  and  duties  of  the  same  officers  in  the  other  hos- 
pitals, but  with  some  &ipecial  provisions,  first,  that  the 
number  of  the  consulting  board  shall  be  at  present 
limited  in  number.  In  the  future  it  may  be  desirable 
that  further  additions  shall  be  made  at  such  times  as 
men  can  be  found  who  have  proved  themselves  not  only 
able  but  willing  to  devote  themselves  heartily  to  the 
difficult  questions  involved  in  the  management  of  this 
special  Hospital. 

3d.  That  a  blank  number  of  Attending  Physicians 
shall  be  appointed,  who  will  pledge  themselves  in 
advance  to  a  thorough  and  conscientious  visit  at  least 
every  other  day  during  the  mouth,  as  the  distance  from 
town  and  the  difficulties  inherent  in  the  situation  make 
such  provisions  essential.  The  number  of  those  physi- 
cians shall  be  such  as  to  assure  that  no  day  in  the  year 
will  pass  without  a  visit  from  at  least  one  of  the  Attend- 
ing Physicians. 

4th.  That  the  distance  of  the  Hospital  from  town, 
the  rapidity  with  which  infantile  diseases  run  their 
course,  and  the  peculiar  necessity  for  an  early  diagno- 
sis and  prompt  treatment,  render  it  absolutely  necessary 
that  a  House  Physician  shall  be  appointed,  of  distin- 
guished ability  and  attainments,  whose  best  sympathies 
are  devoted  to  the  interests  of  the  Hospital.  Such  a  man 
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should  have  special  powers,  special  rank  and  special 
rewards.  He  should  be  the  responsible  medical  execu- 
tive officer  of  the  Hospital,  responsible  to  the  Attending 
Physicians  that  their  suggestions  and  directions  be  con* 
sidered  and  enforced;  responsible  for  the  timely  and 
prompt  treatment  of  commencing  disease;  responsible 
for  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  Hospital  and  its 
inmates,  as  well  as  of  those  who  need  only  such  super- 
vision as  may  ward  off  preventable  disease;  responsible 
for  the  care  of  instruments  and  the  preservation  of 
pathological  specimens.  The  Assistant  House  Physi- 
cians should  be  responsible  to  him,  and  through  him  to 
the  Attending  Physicians  and  to  the  Medical  Board, 
although  their  dismisbal  or  reprimand,  or  that  of  the 
House  Physician,  for  neglect  of  duty  or  inefficiency, 
shall  rest  with  the  Medical  Board. 

By  this  plan  a  well  subordinated  and  systematic  ad- 
ministration will  be  organized,  and  the  responsibility 
for  any  neglect  or  mismanagement  readily  ascertained. 
In  order  to  test  the  capacity  of  the  House  Physician,  he 
shall  only  receive  the  appointment  after  having  success- 
fully passed  such  a  competitive  examination  as  the  Med- 
ical Board  may  direct,  and  shall  hold  the  same  for  a 
period  of  one  year,  pledging  himself  in  advance  that 
he  will  continue  to  perform  the  duties  of  his  office  dur- 
ing that  period,  unless  relieved  therefrom  by  the  Medi- 
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cal  Board.  As  it  is  most  desirable  that  this  officer 
should  be  efficient  and  experienced,  it  is  recommended 
that  no  limit  be  placed  to  his  eligibility  for  re-election, 
if  successful  in  subsequent  competitive  examinations. 
It  is  desirable  th^t  the  apartments  and  salary  of  this 
officer  should  be  such  as  to  render  the  position  a  desira- 
ble one  for  a  thoroughly  competent  man,  and  to  justify 
him  in  devoting  a  long  period  of  service  to  the  Hospi- 
tal. As  additional  stimulus,  the  salary  might  be  in- 
creased for  each  successive  year  of  service.  This  salary 
should  not  be  less  than  $1,500  per  annum. 

5th.  That  a  blank  number  of  Assistant  House  Physi- 
cians shall  be  appointed  for  the  term  of  one  year's  ser- 
vice, for  the  fultilment  of  which  they  shall  pledge 
themselves.  They  shall  be  eligible  for  re-election,  with 
the  same  provisions  for  a  competitive  examination  as 
attend  the  appointment  of  the  House  Physician.  These 
gentlemen  shall  be  graduates  in  medicine,  of  equal  rank 
and  privileges  with  each  other,  and  shall  be  held  immedi- 
ately and  individually  responsible  to  the  House  Physi- 
cian and  to  the  Medical  Board,  for  the  care  of  an  equal 
number  of  beds.  In  this  Hospital,  therefore,  there  will 
be  no  provision  for  the  gradation  in  rank  and  duty 
among  the  internes  that  exists  in  the  Bellevue  and 
Charity  Hospitals.  Each  Assistant  Hou8e  Physician 
shall  liave  his  delined  duty  and  special  beds  or  wards 
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under  his  immediate  care.  The  sub-committee  believei 
that  it  may  be  fouud  economical  and  adTantageous  to 
assign  the  Apothecary's  Department  to  the  Aasistant 
House  Physicians,  and  so  to  dispense  with  an  apothecaiy. 
In  order  to  secure  the  best  available  talent  for  this  inoh 
portant  service,  it  is  desirable  that  the  accommodatioDt 
and  table  of  these  internes  shall  be  liberally  provided, 
and  that  a  salary  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  shall 
be  paid  annually  to  each,  with  provisions  for  an  increase 
in  subsequent  years  of  service.  In  this  way  the  sab- 
committee  believe  men  of  a  high  order  of  talent  and 
education  can  be  obtained  for  this  service,  and  that  the 
result  will  be  most  beneficial  to  the  Hospital.  Internes 
who  huvc  fulfilled  their  service  in  other  hospitals,  young 
physicians  who  have  studied  here  and  abroad,  and  men 
desirous  of  fitting  themselves  for  high  rank  in  this 
specialty,  may  be  tempted  to  seek  the  place  by  thus 
securing  them  from  pecuniary  necessity. 

6th.  In  the  successful  administration  of  this  Hospital, 
and  for  the  diminution  of  the  mortality,  the  supply  of 
competent  and  faithful  nurses  is  a  vital  question.  On 
the  employment  of  reliahle,.aflectionate,  and  honest  wo- 
men in  this  capacity  the  issues  of  life  and  death  will 
often  hung.  Nor  is  it  alone  sufiicient  that  these  duties 
be  discharged  in  a  dull  and  listless  routine.  Much  of 
the  health,  happiness,  and  intellectual  development  of 
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the  infant  depends  on  the  cheery  voice,  fondling  and 
exercise  which  is  given  by  a  kind-hearted,  lively  and 
wide-awake  nurse.  All  convict  nurses,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  wet-nurses,  should  be  at  once  discharged,  and 
the  reputation  of  the  house  be  relieved  from  the  stigma 
of  their  employment.  A  liberal  pay,  a  good  table,  pre- 
miums for  good  conduct,  should  stimulate  these  women 
to  the  performance  of  their  dut}*,  while  rigorous  inspec- 
tions and  wise  counsels  should  stop  the  beginnings  of 
error.  Nurses  should  be  divided  into  classes  according 
to  their  fitness,  and  the  Matron  should  be  provided  with 
a  corps  of  assistants  for  the  day  and  for  the  night,  re- 
sponsible with  her  to  the  House  Physician  for  the  dis- 
charge of  their  duties.  In  this  way  a  daily  and  nightly 
inspection  could  be  so  organized  that  reliable  nurses, 
wide-awake  and  on  duty,  would  insure  that  thorough 
attention  was  paid  to  the  children,  and  that  food  and 
medicines  were  properly  prepared  and  given  in  accord- 
ance with  the  directions  of  the  Physicians.  No  more 
philanthropic  or  congenial  task  could  be  offered  to  a 
self-sacrificing,  devoted  woman  than  the  supervision  of 
these  friendless  little  ones. 

7th.  The  diminution  of  the  mortality  of  these  infants 
will  depend,  other  things  being  equal,  on  the  supply  of 
wet-nurses  that  can  be  obtained.  Healthy  human  breast 
milk  being  a  marketable  commodity,  communding  high

prices,  and  insuring  a  comfortable  and  often  a  luxuriooB 
home  for  its  possessor,  it  follows  that  the  supply  of 
such  a  desirable  food  for  these  infants  is  attended  with 
the  greatest  difficulty.  Still  the  sub-committee  believe 
that  if  the  respectibility  of  the  Institution  be  guaran- 
teed by  its  thorough  supervision,  and  by  the  separation 
of  convict  wet-nurses  from  the  rest,  there  must  be  many 
mothers  who  would  prefer  this  Hospital  to  the  aband- 
onment of  their  children,  and  that  arrangements  might 
be  made  with  the  Commissioners  of  Emigration  with  the 
effect  of  largely  increasing  this  class  of  wet-nurses. 

Even   though   the   Hospital  became   a    great    depot 
for  wet-nurses,  and   that'  thus   the   women    were  con- 
stantly changed,  it  is  certain  that  a  little  breast  milk 
is  Y)etter   than  none,   and    that   frequent   changes   are 
preferable   to    utter   deprivation   of   this    the    natural 
food  of  infancy.     Moreover,  the  mortality  of  infancy  is 
in  direct  ratio  to  the  nearness  to  birth,  and  thus  a  month, 
a  week,  or  a  day  of  such  diet  diminishes,  to  a  certain 
extent,  the  tendencies  to  death.     Add  to  a  supply  of 
breast  milk  pure  air,  warmth  and  cleanliness,  and   the 
healthy  infant  is  at  once  placed  in  the  category  of  those 
with  least  risk  to  life.     Cut  off  the  breast  milk  in  part, 
and  although  its  risks  are  increased,  the  chances  are 
still  more  favorable  than  for  those  who  are  deprived  of 
breast  milk  altogether.     A  little  breast  milk  is  better 
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than  none,  and  the  child  even  partially  fed  on  breast 
milk  but  for  a  few  months  has  a  better  expectation  of 
life — other  things  being  equal — than  the  one  who  has 
been  brought  up  by  hand  altogether  or  for  a  longer 
duration  of  time. 

For  this  great  end,  then,  all  the  efforts  of  the  admin- 
istration must  be  combined.  The  task  is  difficult,  dis- 
appointing, and  always  unsatisfactory,  but  its  importance 
demands  that  it  be  constantly  kept  in  view. 

8th.  Since,  however,  wet-nurses  can  never  be  sup- 
plied to  an  extent  that  will  enable  the  infants  to  dis- 
pense with  cows'  milk,  and  since  this  food  is  absolutely 
necessary  to  those  who  have  reached  the  proper  age  for 
weaning,  the  supply  of  pure  cows'  milk  ranks  next  in 
importance  to  the  supply  of  breast  milk,  and  the  sub- 
committee urge  most  strongly  that  the  Commissioners 
display  in  this  provision  the  wisest  liberality.  It  is  a 
question  of  life  and  health,  and  a  certain  economy  in 
the  saving  of  drugs.  With  the  ample  space  at  the  com- 
mand of  the  Commissioners,  the  sub-committee  believe 
that  a  sufficient  number  of  cows  should  be  supplied  to 
furnish  at  least  all  the  milk  used  by  those  children  who 
are  unable  to  walk,  and  for  all  those  in  the  Hospital 
Department.  With  thorough  organization  of  this  dairy 
department,  with  a  well-planned  and  well-managed 
dairy-building,  the   milk   supplied    to   these   children

A  new  Keeper  of  the  Boys  has  been  appointed  by 
your  Honorable  Board  in  the  place  of  Mr.  Kufus  Eip- 
ley,  recently  deceased,  who  held  the  position  with  credit 
to  himself  for  over  30  years  ;  also  an  Assistant  Matron 
in  place  of  Mrs.  Ellen  H.  Barncttc,  who  died  in  March 
last,  having  held  the  position  for  many  years.

The  children  and  adult  inmates  ha^e  all  been  fur- 
nished with  new  clothing  and  flannel  undergarments, 
to  keep  them  warm  and  comfortable  during  the  winter; 
also  new  blankets  and  bed  clothing. 

School. 

The  average  attendance  of  the  children  at  school  has 
been  four  hundred,  as  reported  by  the  principal  teach- 
ers, who  compare  favorably  in  their  studies  with  any 
other  school  under  the  control  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion. 

Improvements. 

The  main  dock  on  Harlem  river  has  been  taken  down 
to  low  water  mark,  and  a  row  of  piles  driven  in  and 
built  up  and  faced  with  heavy  timber,  cribbed  and 
dovetailed,  and  filled  in  with  stone,  making  it  strong 
and  substantial,  having  been  fairly  tested  by  the  large 
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cai'goes  of  brick  and  stone  recently  piled  thereon.  In 
thi»  connection,  I  would  respectfully  suggest  and  renew 
my  application  for  a  dock  to  be  built  on  the  west  side, 
the  demands  for  which  are  daily  increasing  by  the  addi- 
tional buildings  being  at  present  erected  on  the  Island. 

LiGiFTNiNO  Bods. 

On  the  5th  of  July  the  cupola  on  school-house  was 

struck  by  lightning,  shattering  the  same  and  passing  off 

without  doing  further  damage.     Since  this  occurrence 

your  Honorable   Board    have   had   all    the    buildings 

secured,  by  having  lightning  rods  placed  upon  them, 

and   we   now   feel   comparatively  secure    from    a  like 

disaster. 

Hoc}  Pens. 

A  range  of  new  hog  pens  have  been  erected  on  the 
south  side  of  the  Island.  102  by  10  feet,  and  enclosed 
in  a  comfortable  manner;  quite  an  improvement  on  the 
old  pens,  which  have  been  razed  to  the  ground. 

Wash  House. 

Three  hundred  and  ninety  thousand  pieces  have  been 
washed  at  this  place  during  the  year. 

Religious  Services. 

A  new  feature  has   been  introduced  in  the  church 
services  by  your  Honorable  Roard,  which  seems  to  give 
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entire  satisfactiou  to  all  concerned,  the  Protestants  and 
and  Catholics  each  attending  their  own  services — ^Rev. 
Marinas  Willets  having  been  appointed  Chaplain  to  the 
Protestant  Church,  and  the  Rev.  Father  Archard  con- 
ducting the  sei'vices  at  the  Catholic.  And  to  both  of 
these  gentlemen  we  are  indebted  for  their  constant  at- 
tendance to  the  spiritual  welfare  of  the  children. 

The  gentlemen  connected  with  the  Catholic,  and  the 
ladies  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  have  been  constant  in 
their  attendance  and  attention  to  the  children.  The 
Protestant  Singing  Society  have  been  here  on  several 
occasions,  affording  a  source  of  pleasure  and  gratifica- 
tion to  the  little  ones,  to  all  of  whom  I  express  my 
thanks  for  the  favors  tendered. 

Donations. 
Bev.  Marinus  Willets  on  Christmas  day,  presented  to 
the  children  &  quantity  of  toys,  cakes,  and  cimdies,  also 
the  Rev.  Father  Archard  and  gentlemen  of  the  Catholic 
Church  a  similar  favor.  Mrs.  A.  H.  Gibbons,  daughter 
and  lady  friends,  who  have  for  years  visited  the  Island, 
was  also  present  with  her  usual  supply  of  dolls,  toys, 
and  pictures;  to  all  the  donors,  the  children  present 
their  thanks  for  the  very  liberal  supply  furnished. 

Presentation  of  a  Flag. 
Mr.  John  Everett  and  daughter,  of  the  city  of  Lon- 
don, England,  accompanied  by  the  family  of  Ex-Mayor 
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Tiemann,  was  here  od  the  23d  of  May,  and  presented 
the  children  with  a  large  and  beautiful  silk  flag,  the 
national  standard  of  old  England,  for  which  favor  he 
will  please  accept  the  thanks  of  all  concerned. 

Ice  Cbeam. 
One  of  the  best  appreciated  gifts  was  150  quarts  of 
ice  cream,  presented  by  the  ball  committee  of  the  old  vol- 
unteer fire  department  on  the  Fourth  of  July,  which  was 
much  enjoyed  by  the  recipients,  and  our  hearty  thanks 
are  due  to  the  gentlemen  who  furnished  the  children 
with  dO  seldom  enjoyed  a  luxury. 

Croquet. 
The  Trenton  Hose  Company,  and  Hose  Company  No. 

5  of  Jersey  City,  visited  the  Island  in  August  last,  and 
gave  to  the  larger  girls  a  sum  of  money,  which  by  gen- 
eral consent  was  expended  for  two  sets  of  croquet, 
providing  them  with  an  entire  new  source  of  exercise 
and  amusement;  the  companies  will  please  receive  our 
thanks  for  the  same. 

Steamboat  Excursion. 
On  the  12th  of  September,  the  children  were  treated 
to  an  excursion,  visiting  Coney  Island,  Fort  Hamilton, 
Staten  Island  and  Mavy  Yard,  the  boys  drilling  at  the 
fort  and  Navy  Yard  in  presence  of  the  officers  and  sol- 
diers, returning  home  safe,  and  well  pleased  with  their 
day's  adventure. 
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Holidays. 

All  the  holidays  have  been  celebrated  in  a  becoming 
manner,  to  the  delight  of  the  children,  who,  through 
the  liberality  and  kindness  of  your  Honorable  Board, 
have  been  enabled  to  enjoy  themselves  to  their  entire 
satisfaction. 

Childben  Going  West. 

The  appointment  of  an  agent  to  convey  to,  and  look 
after  the  interest  of  the  children  sent  out  west,  will  en- 
able him  to  visit  their  localities  from  time  to  time,  to 
see  that  they  are  in  good  homes  and  well  cared  for  in 

all  respects. 

Visitors. 

We  have  as  usual  been  visited  by  many  hundreds  of 
persons,  prominent  among  whom  might  be  mentioned 
the  Hon.  Anson  Burlingame  and  gentlemen  of  the  Chi- 
nese Embassy.  The  ball  committee  of  the  old  volun- 
teer fire  department,  several  fire  companies  from  abroad, 
with  many  distinguished  foreigners  and  southerners, 
who  have  all  evinced  their  satisfaction  at  the  workings 
of  the  Institution  in  all  its  minutia,  and  the  healthy  con- 
dition and  contented  appearance  of  the  children. 

Ice  House. 
We  have  supplied  Bellevue  Hospital  with  600  pounds 
of  ice  daily,  also  having   a   bountiful   supply  for  our- 
selves, and  the  Hospital  Department. 
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Wood. 

We  have  cut  and  gathered  30  cords  of  wood  on  the 
Island,  valued  at  $8  per  cord,  amounting  to  $240. 

Manure. 

Five  hundred  loads  of  good  manure  have  been  made, 
valued  at  75  cents  per  load,  amounting  to  $375.

I  congratulate  the  Board  upon  the  decreased  mortal- 
ity in  the  Hospitals  for  the  past  year,  and  cite  it  as 
additional  evidence  of  the  beneficial  results  of  the  lib- 
eral dietary  system  adopted  by  your  Honorable  Board, 

and  to  which  can  be  attributed  in  a  great  measure  the 

S4 
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gratifying  falling  off  in  the  mortuary  record.  I  am 
pleased  to  be  able  to  present  to  you  such  a  satisfiactory 
summary  of  the  labors  of  the  year,  in  regard  to  the 
improvements  that  have  been  made  in  the  appearance  of 
the  Hospitals,  internally  and  externally. 

The  grounds  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Hospitals  have 
been  eutirely  transformed  ;  the  close,  cramped  growth 
of  shrubbery  that  surrounded  the  building  has  been 
removed,  and  in  its  stead  grass-plots  have  been  laid  out 

The  cart  roads  which  disfigured  the  environs  of  the 
North  and  South  Hospitals  have  been  closed  up,  and 
the  space  neatly  soddnd.  The  old  and  unsightly  picket 
fences  have  been  removed,  and  the  whole  grounds 
thrown  into  a  lawn,  which  will  be  divided  from  the 
Nursery  Department  by  a  thick  growth  of  hedge  in  the 
coming  spring.  New  and  solid  roads  have  been  built 
in  the  rear  of  the  grounds  for  horse  travel.  The  Dead 
House  has  been  removed  from  its  former  conspicuous 
place  to  the  rear  of  the  grounds. 

South  Hospital. 

Al!  the  wood  work  in  the  interior  of  this  house  has 
been  neatly  grained  and  varnished.  The  wards  in  the 
south  wing  entirely  remodeled.  The  bath  rooms  and 
water-closets  which  exposed  their  occupants  to  the  gaze 
of  the  visitor,  have  been  divided  into  separate  rooms.

lathed  and  plastered,  and  connected  with  their  several 
wards  by  ornamental  arched  passages.  New  and  im- 
proved water-closets  substituted  for  the  old  ones,  which 
were  a  receptacle  and  hiding  place  for  rats.  New  floors 
of  narrow,  yellow  pine  have  been  laid  down  in  all  the 
water  closets,  and  in  wards  6,  10  and  12. 

The  bath  rooms  of  wards  t  and  10,  which  were 
devoid  of  light  and  ventilation,  have  been  altered  and 
sashes  let  in  the  walls,  securing  light  and  and  air,  while 
new  water-closets,  ventilated  by  a  plan  of  the  Visitiug 
Physicians,  have  been  placed  in  wards  4  and  9,  and  the 
rooms  vacated  used  entirely  for  bathing  purposes.  The 
old  water-closets,  which  encumbered  the  piazzas,  have 
been  torn  down  and  larger  air  space  secured  thereby. 
The  tin  roof,  gutters,  leaders,  &c.,  which  were  in  very 
bad  condition,  were  thoroughly  repaired  and  are  now 
sound.  Lightning  rods  have  been  placed  on  the  build- 
ing. In  addition  to  the  above  schedule  of  alterations, 
the  house,  which  is  old  and  dilapidated,  has  been  kept 
in  complete  repair. 

I  would  respectfully  suggest,  that  I  be  permitted  to 
take  down  the  plastering  from  the  ceiling  of  the  piazzas 
in  the  hospitals,  as  it  is  in  bad  condition  and  continually 
falling;  in  its  stead  could  be  placed  narrow  ceiling 
boards,  which  would  be  cheaper  eventually  than  keep- 
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ing  the  plastering  in  repair,  besides  securing  the  children 
from  the  danger  of  injury  from  the  falling  plaster. 

North  Hospital. 
The  interior  wood  work  of  this  building  has  been 
grained  and  varnished.  New  water-closets  placed  in 
wards  16  and  22.  The 'tin  roof,  gutters,  leaders,  Ac, 
put  in  complete  order.  Old  water-closets  removed  from 
the  piazzas.  The  Croton  carried  into  ward  20.  Chim- 
neys all  repaired.  Lightning  rods  placed  on  the  house, 
and  the  whole  building  put  in  complete  order. 

Idiot  Asylum. 
I  respectfully  present  the  statistics  of  the  Asylum  for 
1868,  together  with  an  outline  of  the  many  changes  and 
improvements  carried  into  effect.  In  this  connection  it 
is  proper  to  remark  that  this  is  the  first  annual  report 
of  the  Asylum  given  separately  from  the  Hospitals.

Total  Census  of  Idiot  Asylum 58  58  116 
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I  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  increase  of 
this  class  of  unfortunates,  whose  condition  has  awakened 
the  liveliest  sympathies  of  your  Honorable  Commission. 
The  additions  to  the  Asylum  building  during  the  past 
year,  besides  adding  to  its  architectural  beauty,  now 
affords  ample  room  for  classifying  the  helpless  inmates, 
greatly  aiding  your  humane  efforts  to  improve  their  con- 
dition. We  have  now  commodious  school  rooms  ;  have 
separated  the  pupils  from  the  imbeciles.  The  sexes  of 
either  class  do  not  mingle,  except  during  school  and 
meal  hours.  In  the  upper  portion  of  the  building,  hos- 
pital wards  have  been  opened.     An  abundant  supply  of 

hot  and  cold  water  secured  by  means  of  a  new  steam 

/ 

pump  and  tanks.  The  building  is  heated  by  steam,  pre- 
venting danger  of  fire  from  the  stoves  formerly  used. 
The  water-closets  are  all  of  the  new,  improved  pattern. 
Bath  rooms  and  closets  built  in  each  room  occupied  by 
the  children.  Good  ventilation  obtained  by  placing 
registers  in  all  the  flues.  The  walls  of  the  old  house 
kalsomined,  and  the  wood  work  grained  and  varnished. 
Lightning  rods  placed  on  the  building.  Extra  attend- 
ants employed,  in  fact,  everything  that  a  liberal  spirit 
of  philanthropy  could  suggest  has  been  adopted  by 
the  Board,  for  the  happiness,  care,  and  improvement  of 
the  idiots. 
The  grounds  surrounding  the  Asylum  have  been  ex* 
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tended  in  area,  graded,  and  laid  down  in  lawn.  Play 
grounds  for  the  different  sexes  and  classes  of  children 
enclosed.  A  tent  procured  for  the  protection  of  the 
imbeciles  from  the  sun's  rays.  The  old  fences  remoyed. 
New  brick  walks  laid  down.  The  sewerage  improved, 
in  a  word,  the  whole  internal  and  external  appearance 
of  the  Idiot  Asylum  has  been  changed.  Your  Commis- 
sion has  now  a  complete,  commodious,  and  thoroughly 
well  appointed  Asylum,  and  humanity  must  ardently 
hope  that  your  labors  in  behalf  of  those  for  whom  you 
have  reared  such  a  shelter,  will  realize  your  fullest  anti- 
cipations. 

The  improvements  and  repairs  I  have  noted,  except 
the  repairing  of  the  roof  and  the  lightning  rods,  were 
effected  by  inmate  mechanical  labor,  both  in  the  Hospi- 
tals and  Asylum. 

A  gang  of  men  from  the  Penitentiary,  under  charge 
of  keepers  Graham  and  Miner,  were  employed  from 
May  4th  until  July  11th,  to  do  the  necessary  grading 
and  road  making  alluded  to  above. 

I  append  the  usual  expense  statement,  which  includes 
the  cost  of  conducting  the  Idiot  School,  as  well  as  all 
other  ordinary  items  of  outlay.  And,  though  necessa- 
rily, from  the  many  improvements  made  throughout  the 
whole  department,  our  expenses  have  been  great,  yet 
still  I  trust  the  exhibit  will  prove  satisfactory.     While 
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nothing  that  was  deemed  necessary  for  the  proper  care 
of  the  children  was  withheld,  scrutiny  was  exercised 
in  the  economical  use  of  the  articles  furnished. 

The  Bey.  Father  Archard  and  the  Bey.  Marinus  Wil- 
lett  haye  each  discharged  the  duties  of  their  sacred 
offices  zealously  and  faithfully,  to  those  of  the  inmates 
requiring  their  senrices. 

I  desire  to  record  the  gratitude  of  the  children  to 
the  gentlemen  composing  the  '^Volunteer  Firemen's 
Committee,"  for  their  thoughtful  kindness  in  presenting 
the  sick  with  a  timely  and  liberal  supply  of  ice  cream 
during  the  summer.  Mrs.  A.  EL  Gibbions  made  her 
usual  Christmas  gifts,  and  has  entitled  herself  to  the 
kind  remembrances  of  the  recipients  of  her  goodness. 

In  addition  to  the  usual  kindness  in  proyiding  bounti- 
fully for  the  enjoyment  of  the  holiday  season,  your 
forethought  in  procuring  Christmas  trees  laden  with 
useful  articles,  and  appliances  to  while  away  pleasantly 
the  otherwise  weary  hours  of  the  sick,  is  descrying  of 
more  than  mention.  I  deem  it  worthy  of  note  in  the 
record  for  the  year,  as  maiidng  a  fresh  manifestation  of 
the  interest  and  the  tender  solicitude  with  which  you 
regard  the  children  of  the  city's  care. 

In  the  details  of  hospital  administrations,  the  functions 
of  the  executiye  frequently  become  so  blended  with  mat- 
ters pertaining  to  the  proyince  of  the  house  staff — and 
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the  labors  of  the  former  are  often  dependent  for  theii 
efficiency  upon  the  cordial  co-operation  of  the  latter— 
in  this  view,  I  should  do  injustice  to  the  gentlemen 
composing  the  resident  staff  (Drs.  Foster,  Thayer  and 
Alex.  S.  Doherty)  did  I  not  express  my  thanks  for  the 
fidelity  with  which  they  have  served  the  department 
My  relations  with  them  and  their  predecessors  have 
been  of  the  most  amicable  character,  and  we  have  jointly 
striven,  I  trust  not  in  vain,  to  promote  the  be^t  interests 
of  the  Hospital. 

The  Engineer  of  the  Island,  Mr.  Alexander  McLean, 
is  worthy  of  honorable  mention  for  the  alacrity  and 
faithful  manner  in  which  the  duties  pertaining  to  his 
office  have  been  performed.  The  Matron  of  the  De- 
partment, Miss  Byren,  has  vigorously  co-operated  in  all 
matters  requiring  her  attention,  and  has  proved  herself 
a  valuable  officer. 

The  assistant  matron,  attendants  and  nurses  have  all 
displayed  commendable  zeal  in  the  performance  of  their 
several  duties. 

I  beg  to  tender  to  the  members  of  your  Honorable 
Board  my  indebtedness  for  the  generous  assistance  ren- 
dered me  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  my  position 
imposes,  for  the  promptness  with  which  my  requisitions 
have  been  honored,  and  the  continued  confidence  reposed 
in  me. 
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In  submitting  this  report  of  the  workings  of  the 
department  for  the  care  of  the  Sick  and  Idiotic,  I  may 
be  acquitted  of  fulsomeness  when  I  state  my  firm  con- 
viction that  the  children  are  completely  cared  for.  Pro- 
fessional skill  alleviates  with  zeal  and  promptness  their 
bodily  suffering;  their  diet  is  liberal  and  generous; 
their  clothing  warm  and  abundant;  their  bedding  clean 
and  comfortable;  in  fine,  their  every  physical  and  spirit- 
ual necessity  freely  administered  to. 

While  the  personal  comforts  of  the  inmates  are  thus 
provided  for,  a  great  deal  has  been  done  to  embellish 
and  adorn  their  surroundings.  To  your  enlightened 
philanthropy  must  fairly  be  ascribed  all  this.  And 
upon  a  review  of  what  has  been  accomplished  during 
the  year  now  closed,  you  may  justly  feel  proud  of  your 
high  position,  by  the  instrumentality  of  which  you  have 
been  enabled  to  ameliorate  the  condition  of  the  children 
of  this  branch  of  New  York's  charities.

REPORT  OF  THE  VISITING  PHYSICIAN 
TO  THE  NURSERY  HOSPITAL  AND 
IDIOT  ASYLUM. 

James  Bowek,  Esq.,  President,  and  the  Commissioners 
of  Public  Charities  and  Correction : 

Sirs — In  submitting  the  following  report  of  the  con- 
dition of  the  Nursery  Hospital,  and  the  health  of  the 
Idiot  Asylum  and  Nursery  Departments,  during  the 
year  which  has  just  ended,  it  is  with  great  pleasure  that 
I  remark  the  comparative  absence,  during  that  period,  of 
epidemic  causes  of  disease,  and  a  corresponding  immu- 
nity from  diseases  to  which  populations  like  these  of 
the  Nursery  and  Idiot  Asylum  are  constantly  liable. 
The  improvement  is  without  doubt  to  be  attributed  in  a 
great  degree  to  the  more  liberal  scale  of  diet  adopted 
since  the  fall  of  1867,  and  an  increased  vigilance  on  the 
part  of  the  officers  of  the  Department. 

During  the  spring  and  summer  months,  the  Institu- 
tions suffered  from  an  epidemic  of  whooping-cough  and 
measles,  and  one  case  of  scarlatina  occurred,  but  con- 
sidering the  great  mortality  which  existed  at  the  time 
among  the  children  in  the  adjoining  city,  from  the  latter 
causes,  and  the  comparatively  small  number  of  cases 
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and  deaths  in  our  Institution,  we  have  every  reason  ti 
feel  gratified  with  the  result. 

One  of  the  tables  annexed  shows,  that  of  the  tweo^ 
nine  deaths,  which  occurred  in  the  Hospital,  nearly  ti» 
thirds  were  in  consequence  of,  or  complicated  inS^ 
chronic  or  constitutional  diseases. 

The  mortality,  considering  the  classes  of  diseM 
treated,  is  very  fair. 

The  practice  which  exists,  of  sending  to  homes  vnj 
from  New  York,  such  children  as  are  left  by  their  pi- 
rents  to  the  care  of  the  Conmiission,  as  are  of  soitaUs 
age  and  condition,  leaves  a  constant  residue  of  crippkd 
and  incurable  cases  in  the  Hospital  and  Nursery,  whose 
residence  in  the  department  is  only  terminated  by  their 
death,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  every  effort  ii 
made  which  the  minds  of  those  who  provide  for  them 
suggest,  to  render  their  sad  existence  as  pleasant  as  the 
circumstances  of  a  public  institution  will  admit.  I  hare 
appended  to  my  report  a  table  of  such  of  these  cases  u 
are  at  present  in  the  Nursery,  and  a  glance  at  the  Table 
of  Diseases  with  which  those  were  affected,  who  were 
admitted  to  Hospital  during  the  year,  will  show  an  ad- 
ditional number  of  cases  now  under  treatment. 

A  number  of  diseases,  not  shown  in  the  latter  table, 
originated  in  the  Hospital  among  those  who  were  con* 
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f^   TalesciDg  from  other  affections,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the 
improvemeots  which  were  made  during  the  year  in  yen- 
^  Illation,  bathing  facilities,  the  water-closets,  &o.,  and  in 
'   the  classification  of  diseases  and   wards,  will  render 
these  accidents  of  hospital  life  less  frequent,  and  shorten 
the  convalescence  of  those  whose  disease  originated  out- 
side the  Hospital  walls. 

The  increase  of  one-third  in  the  population  of  the 
Idiot  Asylum,  and  the  necessity  for  evacuating  a  por- 
tion of  the  building  while  additions  to  its  capacity  were 
being  made,  resulted  in  over-crowding  the  available 
rooms,  and  were  it  not  that  this  occurred  during  the 
warm  weather  of  the  summer  and  autumn  months,  when, 
hi  the  day  time,  the  inmates  could  be  kept  out  of  doors, 
and  at  night  the  windows  could  be  lowered,  the  results 
would  not  have  been  as  favorable  as  they  are. 

The  teacher  of  the  School  for  Idiots  will  report  to 
you  what  has  been  accomplished  in  the  mental  develop- 
ment of  the  children  subjected  to  her  system  of  train- 
ing, but  it  will  not  be  out  of  place  for  me  to  testify  to 
the  improvements  also  in  the  physical  appearance  of 
many  of  them,  and  I  would  suggest  that  to  provide 
during  leisure  hours  some  kind  of  light  work  for  such 
of  them  as  are  willing  and  able  to  perform  it,  such  as 

the  different  kinds  of  house-work  for  the  girls,  and  gar-

REPORT  OF  THE  TEACHER. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public 
Charities  and  Correction  : 

Gentlemen — It  affords  me  pleasure  to  submit  to  you 
my  second  Annual  Report  of  this  Institution  for  the 
instruction  of  Idiot  children. 

I  am  happy  to  state  that  they  have  made  satisfactory 
progress  in  their  studies  during  the  year,  and  that  they 
have  been  provided  by  the  Conmiissioners  with  every* 
thing  which  could  add  to  their  comfort  or  promote 
their  health  or  happiness. 

It  is  gratifying  to  see  the  result  of  a  few  months' 
teaching  of  those  children.  Formerly  they  had  been 
debarred  from  society,  and  looked  upon  by  many  as  unfit 
to  associate  with  those  whom  Grod  had  endowed  with 
sound  reason. 

The  school,  which  comprises  seventy  scholars,  is 
divided  into  three  rooms,  three  classes  in  each.  In 
room  number  one,  the  first  class  consists  of  ten  scholars, 
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who  can  read,  write  and  answer  difficult  questions  in 
geography,  history  and  arithmetic.  Many  of  the  girb 
in  this  class  execute  fine  needle-work.  Comparing  this 
with  last  year's  report,  it  will  be  found  that  the  first 
class  have  made  considerable  progress,  inasmuch  as 
there  were  then  only  eight  pupils  in  the  first  class,  and 
but  four  of  whom  could  read. 

In  the  second  class  the  pupils  can  read  and  write  very 
well,  and  in  geography  and  arithmetic  are  capable  of 
answering  simple  questions. 

The  pupils  in  the  third  class  can  read  words  of  three 
and  four  sylables,  from  Webb's  First  Beader,  and  can 
answer  simple  questions  in  arithmetic. 

In  room  number  two  there  are  thirty-six  pupils,  the 
majority  of  whom  can  read  words  of  one  and  two 
sylables,  while  the  remainder  understand  through  the 
medium  of  block  letters,  the  manner  in  which  simple 
words  are  compiled,  and  can  point  out  on  Webb's  card- 
boards different  words. 

Room  number  three  is  now  under  the  direction  of 
Pauline  Vogel,  and  comprises  ten  scholars;  they  have 
been  under  training  for  two  months,  and  the  majority 
can  now  distinguish  form  and  color.  It  is  of  course 
impossible  to  give  an  extended  report  of  this  class,  but 
thus  far  enough  has  been  accomplished  to  warrant  the

belief  that  they  will  improve  and  become  as  proficient 
in  their  studies  as  the  first  class. 

The  scholars  in  the  first  three  classes  can  now  readily 
go  through  all  the  exercises,  and  can  sing  together  with 
accuracy. 

It  is  a  noticeable  fact  which  encourages  me,  that  all 
those  children  are  diligent,  and  take  great  pains  with 
their  studies. 

Among  the  pupils  in  this  school  is  a  young  girl,  aged 
16,  named  Pauline  Vogel.  Two  years  ago  this  girl  was 
as  unteachable  as  the  others.  She  was  the  greater  part 
of  her  time  subject  to  melancholy.  When  I  entered 
upon  the  duties  of  teacher,  I  had  little  hopes  that  the 
subject  of  this  notice  would  attain  the  position  she  now 
occupies.  By  continually  talking  and  showing  her  dif- 
ferent exercises,  I  perceived  that  I  could  in  time  divert 
her  from  this  gloomy  state,  and,  this  accomplished,  her 
mental  powers  were  rapidly  developed,  until  now  she 
has  been  advanced  to  be  a  teacher  of  her  former  play- 
mates. 

Before  closing  my  report,  it  is  necessary  to  mention 
the  great  improvement  made  by  the  girls  in  the  school 
in  embroidery  and  needle-work.  When  I  first  con- 
ceived the  plan  of  instructing  the  girls  in  this  branch, 
I  did  so  only  at  the  risk  of  waste  of  time,  but  scarcely 
had  I   shown  some  of  them  the  manner  in  which  the 
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needle  was  used,  than  they  earnestly  set  to  work,  and  in 
a  few  weeks  made  figures  and  designs,  which  I  gave 
them  as  specimens,  very  well.  This  kind  of  work  be- 
ing novel,  it  inspired  them  with  renewed  zeal  and 
energy,  and  they  were  always  anxious  to  show  visitors, 
who  came  to  the  school,  what  they  had  accomplished. 
D&y  hy  day  they  improved,  and  now,  I  am  happy  to 
state,  have  acquired  a  full  knowledge  of  this  art. 

Hoping  that  I  may  meet  the  same  success  in  future  as 
I  have  in  the  past,  and  that  God  will  help  us  in  this 
charitable  undertaking.

Gentlemen — The  Superintendent  of  Out-Door  Poor 
respectfully  presents  the  accompanying  statistics  for  the 
year  ending  December  Slst,  1868,  by  which  it  will  ap- 
pear that  5,197  adults  and  11,942  children  have  been 
relieved  by  donations  of  money,  and  14,066  adults  and 
20,272  children  with  fuel. 

The  total  amount  of  cash  disbursed  by  me  for  all 
purposes,  including  special  donations  to  blind  of 
$24,175,  from  1st  January  to  Slst  December,  1868,  has 
been  $137,869.61.

by  this  department,  of  which  38  were  subsequently 
claimed  and  removed  by  friends.

The  appropriation  for  the  Blind  by  the  Legislature  at 
the  session  of  1868  has  been  disbursed  by  this  depart- 
ment. The  number  requiring  relief  has  been  426.  The 
same  system  of  visiting  and  classification  as  that  which 
governed  the  distribution  of  the  appropriation  for  the 
year  1867  has  been  continued. 
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In  March  last,  Mr.  Henry  Fricdgen  was  appointed  a 
clerk  in  this  department,  and  detailed  to  the  duty  of 
indenturing  the  children  of  this  department;  to  keep 
an  accurate  record  of  the  names,  residences,  and  char- 
acter of  the  persons  to  whom  such  children  may  be  in- 
dentured, and  their  pecuniary  ability  to  clothe,  educate, 
and  maintain  them  in  comfort,  and  the  trades  or  voca- 
tion they  are  to  be  taught;  also  from  time  to  time  to 
visit  the  children,  and  report  to  me  in  writing  their 
condition. 

The  reports  made  from  time  to  time  by  Mr.  Fricdgen 
of  the  condition  of  the  children  placed  by  him  in  vari- 
ous sections  of  the  country  are  gratifying.  In  a  major- 
ity of  ca8e8.  the  children  have  been  placed  in  the 
families  of  farmers  and  others,  where  they  have  been 
put  on  a  footing  with  their  own  children.  But  few  com- 
plaints have  been  made  by  the  children  of  ill-treatment 
by  persons  with  whom  they  have  been  placed. 

During  the  year  an  important  change  has  been  made 
in  the  system  of  visiting.  The  city  has  been  divided 
into  eleven  districts,  and  a  visitor  assigned  to  each.  In 
addition  to  the  duty  of  visiting  every  applicant  for  re- 
lief at  their  homes,  they  are  charged  with  the  duty  of 
investigating  the  causes  of  pauperism,  sickness,  and 
crime,  in  their  respective  districts.  I  am  led  to  believe 
from  the  results  so  far  attained,  that  with  increased  ex- 
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perience  on  the  part  of  the  visitors,  the  wisdom  of  the 
change  will  be  made  apparent 

My  warmest  acknowledgements  are  due  to  your  Hon- 
orable Board,  for  the  courtesy  which  has  uniformly 
been  manifested  towards  me,  and  for  the  prompt  man- 
ner with  which  you  have  granted  every  requisition  I 
have  made  to  enable  me  to  properly  dispense  the 
city's  charities. 

To  the  employees  of  this  department,  I  desire  to  ex- 
press my  thanks  for  the  very  efficient  aid  rendered  me.

During  the  mouths  of  January,  February  and  March, 
our  inmates  were  employed  thrashing  oats,  digging  a 
trench  in  the  Cemetery,  filling  in  and  grading  road  to 


dock,  noloading  ooal,  digging  well,  laying  hoae 
the  riyer  to  Hirlem,  mnd  who  employed  in  Bevenl  other 
kinds  of  work,  such  as  shipping  Tsrioos  kinds  of  regt- 
tables  to  Blackwell's  Island,  building  and  repairing 
platform  for  dead  boose,  repairing  fences,  nnloadiag 
coal  barge,  screening  sand,  whitewashing,  and  carting 
out  manure. 

Ploughing  was  commenced  on  March  28th,  and  coa- 
tinued  during  the  months  of  April  and  May.  The  ht 
of  April  commenced  sowing  oats,  and  during  the  latter 
part  of  the  month,  onions,  cabbage,  and  grass  seed  were 
^planted,  and  at  the  same  time  was  also  engaged  in 
ploughing,  harrowing,  and  carting  out  manure.  In  Ms? 
and  June,  the  inmates  were  constantly  employed  plant- 
ing corn,  grading  around  barn  at  farm  house,  hoeing 
and  weeding  corn  and  oats,  picking  stones  from  fields, 
whitewashing,  getting  salt  hay  sedges,  and  drift  from 
shore.  In  July  and  August  the  first  crop,  and  from  the 
middle  of  September  to  October  1st,  the  second  crop 
of  bay  was  collected  and  brought  in,  and  duriug  these 
two  latter  months,  corn  was  husked,  and  vegetables  col- 
lected. Our  teams  were  also  engaged  hauling  sod, 
stones,  and  coal  to  the  Inebriate  Asylum. 

On  the  Ist  of  April,  fifty  Penitentiary  men  in  charge 
of  three  keepers,  commenced  grading  the  ground 
around  the  Inebriate  Asylum.     On  May  11th,  this  gang 
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was  reinforced  by  some  thirty-eight  others  in  charge  of 
from  three  to  six  keepers,  thus  making  the  combined 
number  eighty-eight.  About  the  middle  of  July  a  gang 
of  twenty  men  in  charge  of  one  keeper,  commenced 
building  sea-wall  on  east  side  of  the  Asylum.  July 
29th,  a  small  gang  were  also  employed  building  a  new 
coal  yard  at  the  north  end,  adjacent  to  the  Asylum, 
capable  of  containing  1000  tons  of  coal. 

The  latter  part  of  September  a  gang  was  employed 
in  constructing  a  new  fence  around  the  Asylum  grounds, 
blasting  rocks  where  they  interfered  with  the  progress 
of  the  work,  which  will,  when  completed,  be  an  orna- 
ment to  the  building. 

On  the  31st  of  October  the  Penitentiary  men  discon- 
tinued work  on  this  Island,  and  re-commenced,  on 
November  9th,  sub-soiling  the  ground  within  the  Asy- 
lum inclosure.  At  the  same  time  a  gang  of  from  forty 
to  fifty  Work  House  men  was  steadily  employed  making 
a  new  road  on  the  west  side  of  the  Asylum  ground, 
also  discharging  two  barge  loads  of  coal,  and  several 
other  kinds  of  work,  too  numerous  for  detail. 

The  last  work  done  by  the  Penitentiary  men  was  dis- 
charging a  barge  loaded  with  coal  for  the  Inebriate 
Asylum;  the  Penitentiary  men  discontinued  work  on 
this  Island  December  12th. 

During  the  months  of  August,  September.  October 
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and  NoYember,  oar  teams  were  chiefly  emploTed 
ing  M>d,  stones  and  coal  fur  the  Inebriate  Aayliun: 
horse  team  was  steadily  employed  tending  to  dod^  and 
other  work  connected  with  the  Asylum.  Dnrii^  thr 
months  of  September  and  October  we  shipped  three 
barge  loads  of  screened  building  sand  to  BtackwelFi 
Island. 

A  gang  of  men  have  been,  and  are  now  daily  employed 
making  a  new  road,  and  a  small  gang  are  occupied  erect- 
ing a  new  fence  on  the  west  side  of  the  Asylum;  ako 
blasting  and  hauling  stones  for  road  and  sea  wall. 

The  last  work  done  in  December,  by  our  inmates, 
was  building  aad  repairing  sea  wall  at  farm  house, 
tbraBhing  oats,  digging  trench  in  Cemetery,  building 
partition  wall  at  farm  house,  and  hauling  stones  from 
fields. 

On  December  14th  we  commenced  cutting  ice.  I  am 
happy  to  state  in  this  report  that  the  health  of  our 
inmates  was  all  that  could  be  desired  during  the  pa^ 
year. 

One  of  our  inmates  named  John  Gallagher,  who  has 
been  at  this  department  for  the  past  five  years,  died 
suddenly  on  September  16th.  The  coroner  was  duly 
notified,  and  an  inquest  was  held  over  the  remains,  after 
which  they  were  delivered  to  his  relatives. 

The  total  number  of  burials  in  City  Cemetery,  from 
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January  Ist  to  December  31  st,  is  3,499,  of  which  2,776 
bodies  were  received  from  the  city  and  723  from  State 
Emigrants  Refuge  and  Hospital,  Ward's  Island. 

Twenty-four  bodies  were  claimed  by  and  delivered 
to  relations  of  the  deceased  persons. 

I  received  and  sent  to  your  Honorable  Board  the 
amount  of  $24,  for  eight  separate  graves,  since  May 
29th.

The  usual  statement  of  the  amount  of  work  done  at 
Clothing  Bureau  is  presented,  by  which  it  will  be  seen 
that  43,826  garments,  of  all  kinds,  have  been  cut  out 
and  supplied  the  various  institutions,  in  addition  to 
such  ready  made  articles  as  have  been  procured  by  pur- 
chase by  the  supply  clerk.     No  unusual  feature  has  dis- 
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turbed  the  routine  of  duties  of  this  department,  and  all 
the  demands  upon  its  labor  have  been  met  iv^ith  as  much 
promptness  as  circumstances  would  permit,  as  the  large 
number  of  garments  produced  will  testify. 

The  stable  department  of  this  Island,  which  also  con- 
stitutes a  Bureau  of  the  Store  Department,  has  been 
conducted  with  its  usual  success,  and  when  the  amount 
of  labor  required  of  it  is  taken  into  consideration, 
its  success  is  made  complete.  Its  stock  now  amounts

The  control  of  the  land  comprising  the  garden  of  the 
Island  being  by  a  resolution  of  your  Board  entrusted 
to  my  supervision,  its  accounts  are  also  submitted  for 
your  consideration. 

The  amount  expended  in  the  purchase  of  seeds  and 
implements  has  amounted  to  the  sum  of  $2,175.75,  and 
the  credits  due  the  same  to  $12,677.97,  being  a  net 
gain,  or  balance  in  its  favor,  of  $10,502.22.  A  state- 
ment of  the  quantity  and  kind  of  vegetables  produced 
is  annexed. 

The   season   having   been  one   of  prosperity  to  the 
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farmers  of  the  country,  we  have  shared  in  its  bounty, 
and  this  the  first  year  of  this  experiment  is  attended 
with  gratifying  results.  Its  success  is  entirely  due  to 
the  untiring  exertions  of  its  chief  gardener,  Mr.  Samuel 
Rush,  whose  long  experience  in  the  business  has  been 
expended  in  the  successful  prosecution  of  the  same,  and 
it  is  confidently  expected  future  years  will  add  to  its 
benefits. 

A  set  of  rules  for  the  government  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment of  the  Island  having  been  adopted  by  your 
Honorable  Board,  and  being  in  force,  it  is  hoped,  should 
occasion  require,  that  this  branch  of  the  duties  of  the 
officers  of  the  department  may  be  attended  with  good 
results  ;  but  when  the  subject  of  a  fire  occuring  in  any 
of  the  institutions  is  seriously  considered,  and  the  very 
inadequate  means  with  which  this  Island  is  really  fur- 
nished, to  base  any  hopes  of  saving  the  property  from 
entire  destruction,  our  utter  helplessness  must  be  appa- 
rent Let  us  consider  for  a  moment  this  impoitant 
matter. 

We  are  supplied,  by  the  Metropolitan  Fire  Depart- 
ment, with  three  second  and  third-class  hand  engines. 
These  engines  are  of  course  to  draw  their  supply  of 
water  from  the  river,  and  neither  of  them,  with  full 
working  force,  are  capable  of  throwing  a  stream  through 
ten  lengths  (500  feet)  of  hose  over  75  or  100  feet. 
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Of  what  use,  therefore,  would  the  combined  streugth 
of  these  three  engines  be  at  a  fire,  at  either  the  Lunatic 
Asylum  or  Alms  House,  both  of  which  buildings,  situ- 
ated upon  rising  ground,  are  at  least  300  feet  from 
either  shore. 

I  am  induced  to  present  these  remarks  because,  bj 
the  rules  to  which  I  have  referred,  the  entire  control 
and  responsibility  of  this  great  matter  rests  with  me, 
and  to  urge  upon  you  the  presenting  of  these  facts  to 
the  notice  of  the  Fire  Commissioners,  to  the  end  that 
steam  engines  may  be  placed  at  our  service,  fully  satis- 
fied that  some  action  is  absolutely  necessary,  as  a  safe- 
guard against  loss  of  life  as  well  as  of  the  public  prop- 
ctty.  The  experience  of  any  fireman  will  bear  me 
record  of  the  great  difficulty  under  which  we  labor  in 
this  particular,  and  while  it  is  sincerely  hoped  our  ser- 
vices in  this  direction  may  never  be  called  upon,  the 
subject  yet  remains  one  of  great  anxiety. 

In  presenting  the  foregoing  report  of  the  departments 
intrusted  to  my  care,  my  thanks  are  also  tendered  for 
the  continued  confidence  with  which  my  eflTorts  have 
been  rewarded.

LABOR  BUREAU. 


Establishment  op  and  Rules  Governing  Applicants. 

Whereas^  The  amount  of  unskilled  labor  in  the  city 
of  New  York  is  in  excess  of  the  demand,  and  in  the 
winter  months  forms  a  serious  burthen  on  the  Public 
CharitieSi  while  in  the  interior  of  the  country  there  is 
at  all  times  a  deficiency  of  such  labor,  therefore 

Resolved,  That  a  Bureau  be  established  on  the  first 
of  July,  at  the  Central  OflSce  of  the  Comnussioners, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  Out-Door 
Poor,  to  facilitate  the  emigration  of  unemployed  labor 
to  the  interior,  and  subject  to  the  following  rules  : 

Books  shall  be  provided  in  which  shall  be  recorded 
the  names  and  residences  of  reputable  and  able-bodied 
applicants  for  employment,  their  ages,  places  of  nativ- 
ity,  length  of  residence  in  the  city,  trade  or  vocation, 
whether  married  or  single,  the  number  of  persons  de- 
pendent upon  them  for  support,  and  the  health,  age, 
and  sex  of  each  of  such  persons. 

Applications  for  labor  from  the  interior  will  be  re- 
corded, setting  forth  the  names  of  the  applicants  and 
their  residences,  the  kinds  of  labor  required,  the  na- 
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tionality,  sex,  and  age  of  the  persons  desired,  whether 
married  or  single,  and  with  or  without  families,  and  the 
limit  of  time  from  date  of  application  in  which  such 
persons  may  be  forwarded. 

All  application^  for  labor  must  be  accompanied  by  a 
certificate  of  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  or  an  Overseer  of 
the  Poor  of  the  town  in  which  the  applicant  resides, 
that  he  is  of  good  moral  character,  and  competent  to 
fulfil  the  payment  of  a  contract  for  fifty  dollars. 

With  every  application  there  must  be  sent  a  sum  of 
money,  or  a  draft  at  sight  on  New  York,  sufiicient  to 
pay  the  traveling  expenses  of  the  persons  required,  and 
ten  per  cent  in  addition,  for  provisions  while  on  the 
journey. 

If  the  person  applied  for  be  not  forwarded  by  the 
time  specified  in  the  application,  the  money  or  draft 
will  be  held  subject  to  the  order  of  the  applicant,  or 
remitted  to  him  in  such  manner  as  he  shall  direct. 

When  the  conditions  of  the  applicants  for  labor  are 
fulfilled,  and  persons  sent  in  accordance  therewith, 
binding  contracts  will  be  made  in  behalf  of  such  appli- 
cants with  the  person  sent,  that  they  shall  on  their  arri- 
val immediately  and  satisfactorily  perform  such  number 
of  days'  labor  as  may  amount  at  the  current  wages,  at 
the  residence  of  the  applicants,  to  the  sum  advanced  for 
their  transportation. 


COLORED  HOME. 


REPORT  OF  THE  RESIDENT  PHYSICIAN. 

To  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Charities  and  Correct 
tion: 

Gentlemen — In  obedience  to  your  request,  I  submit 
the  following  Report  of  the  Colored  Home  for  the  past 
year: 

By  the  appended  statistics  you  will  find  the  num- 
ber under  care  for  the  year  has  been  744,  of  which  508 
were  hospital  patients,  and  236  paupers.  Dismissals 
391;  deaths  94. 

The  general  health  of  the  Institution  has  been  re- 
markably good,  there  having  been  fewer  deaths  than  for 
a  number  of  years. 

Since  last  report,  important  improvements  have  been 
made  by  the  Managers,  who  are  desirous  to  have  this 
Institution  compare  favorably  with  any  other  of  like 
nature  in  the  city. 

The   wards  have  all  been  repaired,   cleansed,   and 
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painted,  and  commodious  closets  erected  for  the  spare 
clothing  of  the  inmates;  Croton  water  has  also  been  in- 
troduced into  some  that  have  heretofore  been  without  it 

A  still  greater  improvement  has  been  made  in  the 
introduction   of  a  system  of  ventilation,  imperfect  in 
many  respects*  it  is  true,  but  as  complete  as  the  condi- 
tion of  the  buildings  and  the  treasury  would  permit 
Wooden  flues  were  run  up  from  the  several  wards  to 
about  five  feet  above  the  roof;  to  the  top  of  these  the 
Griffith  Archimedean  Ventilator  was  attached.     The  reg- 
isters of  the  flues  open  near  the  floor,  this  having  been 
found  more  efiectual  in  removing  foul  air  than  when  the 
registers  are  near  the  ceiling.     This  arrangement   has 
been    thoroughly  and    successfully  tried    in  the  Alms 
House  of  Philadelphia,  to  one  of  the  Managers  of  which 
institution  we  are  indebted  for  our  information. 

It  is  a  plea^saut  duty  to  report  an  amendment  of  some 
of  the  deficiencies  noted  in  last  report,  and  it  is  earn- 
estly hoped  that  as  this  worthy  charity  becomes  more 
widely  known,  the  liberality  of  the  public  will  enable 
our  Managers  to  leave  nothing  undone  which  will  add 
to  the  comfort  of  the  sick  and  the  afflicted. 

The  religious  exercises  during  the  year  have  been 
faithfully  superintended  by  our  Chaplain,  Rev.  John 
Arrell,  who  reports  an  increasing  desire  on  the  part  of 
the  inmates  to  seek  the  one  thing  needful.     Missionarie  s 
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and  Bible  readers  visit  the  Home  weekly,  in  addition  to 
the  efforts  of  the  Managers. 

In  consequence  of  the  increased  duties  of  the  House 
Physician,  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  appoint  an 
Assistant,  Dr.  John  D.  Hall,  who  has  recently  entered 
upon  service  with  ability. 

In  closing  I  would  express  my  gratitude,  and  that  of 
the  Managers,  to  my  friend  Dr.  W.  H.  Palmer,  the 
House  Physician,  for  his  more  than  ordinary  zeal  in  the 
discharge  of  his  duties. 

We  would  also  acknowledge  with  thankfulness  the 
protection  of  the  unslumbering  Shepherd  in  the  past, 
and  invoke  his  blessing  for  the  future.

Remaining  in  the  InstitntiOB 259 
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SECRETARY'S  REPORT. 

The  agreeable  duty  devolves  upon  the  officers  and. 
managers  of  the  Colored  Home  again  to  report  the  pro- 
gress of  another  year,  and  to  record  their  unfeigned 
gratitude  to  the  Giver  of  evey  blessing  for  the  generous 
support  and  warm  Christian  sympathy  which  have  en- 
couraged and  aided  them  in  the  pertormance  of  the 
duties  they  have  assumed. 

.Notwithstanding  the  depression  in  commercial  circles 
during  the  year,  the  Home  has  been  sustained  with 
a  degree  of  liberality  which  has  been  most  pleasing, 
and  has  evoked  the  liveliest  gratitude  on  the  part  of  all 
who  arc  concerned.  Its  finances  have  been  materially 
augmented  by  a  donation  of  $10,000  from  the  estate  of 
the  late  Chauncey  Rose,  Esq.,  through  Mr.  J.  Coming, 
and  also  by  the  following  legacies,  namely  :  $1,000  from 
the  estate  of  the  late  Peter  Lorillard,  Esq,  ;  $500  be- 
queathed by  the  late  Mrs.  Isaac  N.  Phelps,  and  $500 
bequeathed  by  the  late  Mrs.  Eliza  T.  Warren,  which,  in 
addition  to  other  contributions,  have  greatly  facilitated 
the  operations  of  the  Institution. 

The  patrons  of  the  Home,  and  others  interested  in 
it,  will  be  gratified  to  learn  that  improvements  have 
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been  made  in  the  building  and  in  the  management  of 
the  Institution,  calculated  to  enhance  the  comfort  of  the 
inmates,  and  to  systematize  the  interior  arrangements, 
the  most  important  of  which  is  the  painting  of  the 
marda,  adding  equally  to  the  cheerfulness  and  cleanli- 
ness of  the  Home. 

The  number  of  colored  people  who  have  enjoyed  the 
benefits  of  the  Home  during  the  year,  has  been  seven 
hundred  and  forty-four,  of  whom  five  hundred  and  eight 
were  hospital  patients  ;  and  it  must  be  pleasing  to  the 
generous  patrons  of  the  Institution  to  feel  that  they 
have  aided  in  accomplishing  so  much  for  the  relief  of 
sufiering,  and  the  mitigation  of  distress,  among  the  col- 
ored poor  in  our  midst. 

It  is  most  gratifying  to  observe  from  the  report  of 
the  Resident  Physician  to  the  Commissioners  of  Chari- 
ties, that  the  mortality  in  the  Home,  during  the  past 
twelve  months,  has  been  less  than  for  many  years,  and 
that  the  general  health  of  the  Institution  has  been 
highly  satisfactory. 

It  is  due  to  those  Christian  friends  who  have  shown 
an  interest  in  the  spiritual  condition  of  the  inmates,  as 
well  as  encouraging  to  others  who  may  yet  be  induced 
to  become  interested  in  the  Home,  to  mention,  that 
while  the  physical  wants  of  those  committed  to  our  care 

29 
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have  been  supplied  to  the  extent  of  the  means  at  our 
command,  the  more  important  work  of  ministering  to 
the  wants  of  the  soul  have  been  conducted  with  a  de- 
gree of  energy  and  earnestness  never  before  equalled. 

The  Chaplain  writes :  '*  I  have  never  known  a  religioiv 
sentiment  so  deeply  and  so  extensively  pervading  all 
classes  in  the  Home,  and  so  much  peace  and  comfort 
enjoyed  during  the  last  twenty  years  as  at  the  present 
time."  And  further  :  '*  Another  evidence  that  the  work 
is  of  God  is,  that  as  the  work  has  increased  within,  He 
has  continued  to  send  helpers,  without  solicitation,  from 
among  Christian  friends  in  the  city,  so  that  few  hours 
pass  during  any  week-day  without  prayer  or  praise  be- 
ing heard  in  some  part  of  the  Home." 

Among  the  deaths,  we  may  mention  that  of  Mary  Ann 
Johnstone,  whose  end  very  decidedly  proved  the  truth 
and  power  of  religion.  Prior  to  her  last  residence  in 
the  Home,  her  life  had  been  most  dissolute,  but  by  the 
grace  of  God,  through  the  instrumentality  of  the  pure 
influences  of  the  Home,  she  was  brought  to  a  sense  of 
her  guilt  before  God,  and  was  led  to  seek  for  pardon 
with  great  earnestness.  Her  end  was  peaceful  and 
happy. 

The  officers  and  managers  of  the  Home  desire  to  ex- 
press their  sincere  regret  at  the  necessity  which  has 
deprived  them  of  the  valuable  and  voluntary  services 
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of  the  Rev.  C.  E.  Phelps.  The  inmates  have  enjoyed 
these  services  for  the  last  thirteen  years,  but  other 
duties  numerous  and  pressing  have  compelled  him  to 
relinquish  them.  It  is  matter  for  thankfulness,  how- 
ever, that  the  JRev.  Mr.  Heath  has  succeeded  Mr.  Phelps 
in  this  labor  of  love. 

The  thanks  of  the  officers  and  managers  are  due  to 
the  Bev.  Mr.  Mackay,  who  conducts  a  weekly  Bible 
Class  in  the  Home,  which  is  well  attended,  and  appears 
to  be  much  appreciated. 

The  annual  Christmas  dinner,  provided  for  the  in- 
mates by  special  contributions  from  the  ladies,  was 
given  as  usual,  and  it  contributed  much  to  the  merry 
hearts  and  cheerful  faces  so  appropriate  to  the  season ; 
and  during  the  holidays  another  treat  was  prepared  for 
them,  in  the  form  of  a  Christmas  Tree,  on  which  pres- 
ents were  hung  for  all  at  the  Home.  Most  admirable 
addresses  were  delivered  on  the  occasion  by  the  Bev. 
John  Thomson,  D.  D.  and  the  Bev.  John  Hall,  D.  D., 
after  which  the  presents  were  distributed,  each  inmate 
receiving  a  gift.  During  the  services,  the  choir  sang 
the  hymns  which  had  been  selected  for  the  occasion. 

The  ladies  of  the  Home  feel  it  to  be  their  duty  to 
stimulate  their  friends,  and  all  under  whose  notice  thQ 
Home  may  be  brought,  to  greater  efforts  than  have  ever 
been  put  forth  on  its  behalf.    The  colored  poor  are  en- 
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titled  to  our  heartfelt  sympathy  inasmuch  as  the  beney- 
olent  provision  made  for  their  wants,  physical  and 
spiritual,  is  altogether  inadequate,  and  far  less  in  pro- 
portion than  the  white  poor  receive.  As  Christians, 
the  poor,  without  regard  to  complexion,  are  committed 
to  our  care,  and  it  is  a  duty  we  owe  to  our  Saviour,  as 
well  as  to  them,  to  provide  for  them.  We  are  not  told 
to  bestow  our  gifts  more  exclusively  on  the  white  poor 
than  on  the  colored  poor,  and  the  inference  is  plain  that 
the  claim  of  the  colored  people  on  our  benevolence  is 
as  strong  as  that  of  the  white  poor. 

We  therefore  take  this  opportunity  of  presenting 
this  claim  to  the  Christian  public  of  New  York,  and  we 
earnestly  pray  that  a  kind  Providence,  who  has  hereto- 
fore provided  for  all  our  wants,  may  dispose  the  hearts 
of  many  to  lend  their  influence  and  to  bestow  their 
means  on  this  noble  Institution.  If  any  reward  is 
sought  for  such  services,  it  will  be  found  in  the  grateful 
hearts  of  the  inmates,  in  the  sincere  thanks  of  the  la- 
dies, and  in  the  approving  smile  of  God  who  loveth  a 
cheerful  giver.

COLORED  ORPHAN  ASYLUM. 


Refoet. 

A  mncer  of  peculiar  trial  and  discouragement,  has 
been  succeeded  by  a  summer  of  more  freedom  from  in- 
convenience than  this  Institution  has  experienced  since 
the  destruction  of  its  property  on  Fifth  Avenue  in 
1863.  The  severity  of  the  weather  for  many  successive 
months,  and  the  necessity  of  confining  the  children  to 
the  contracted  illy  ventilated  apartments  of  the  house 
then  occupied,  was  unfavorable  to  the  systematic  train- 
ing it  is  so  desirable  to  maintain  in  an  institution  of  this 
character,  and  very  prejudicial  to  its  general  health* 
Scarcity  of  water  was  another  serious  inconvenience, 
the  supply  of  the  house  for  many  weeks  being  only  ob- 
tained by  the  small  quantity  from  a  neighboring  spring. 
Great  credit  is  due  the  officers  and  teachers  for  their 
cheerful  submission  to  many  discomforts,  aggravated  by 
the  really  suffering  condition  of  some  of  their  charge. 

Unlike  the  previous  years,  the  hospital  has  been  fre- 
quently crowded  with  children  afflicted  with  colds  more

or  less  severe,  and  fevers  consequent  upon  exposure. 
Through  the  summer  these  forms  of  disease  disappeared, 
and  for  a  time  the  sick  room  was  almost  deserted,  but 
with  the  approach  of  cold  weather  scrofula  in  its  most 
insidious  forms  developed,  and  an  unusual  number  of 
deaths  occurred.  A  few  of  these,  however,  were  chronic 
cases  of  long  standing.  An  epidemic  of  whooping 
cough  has  recently  prevailed,  but  as  yet  with  no  seri- 
ous results.  Considering  the  very  tender  age  at  which 
many  of  the  children  are  introduced,  and  a  general 
scrofulous  tendency  of  the  race;  also  in  many,  the 
change  from  the  burning  sun  of  the  south  to  the  rigor 
of  our  northern  climate,  it  is  only  astonishing  more  do 
not  fall  victims  to  disease. 

The  Hospital  building  is  removed  from  the  main  edi- 
fice, and  is  ample  in  its  accommodation,  certainly  for 
any  present  demand;  the  lodging-rooms  are  spacious, 
and  a  large  playroom  opens  upon  a  piazza  extending 
around  the  house.  Many  are  inmates  of  this  depart- 
ment for  months  without  any  radical  disease,  but  too 
frail  to  bear  the  confinement  of  school,  or  to  mingle 
with  the  crowd  of  healthy,  noisy  children,  who  know  no 
sympathy  with  any  infirmity.  Among  the  more  per- 
manent cases  is  one,  a  little  girl  of  only  nine  years,  a 
sufferer  for  two  years  from  an  aggravated  hip  com- 
plaint, which  has  confined  her  most  of  that  time  to  her 
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bed.  Although  subject  to  constant  distress  from  the 
abcesses  upon  her  sides,  and  latterly  afflicted  with  a 
racking  cough,  which  deprives  her  of  rest  at  night, 
hardly  a  murmur  escapes  her.  Upon  the  inquiry  being 
made  whether  she  ever  prayed  to  Gk>d  to  release  her 
from  suffering,  she  replied:  **  Oh,  yes.  I  ask  him  every 
day  to  take  me  home  to  him  for  Jesus  Christ's  sake." 
And  a  few  days  later,  when  her  voice  had  become  al- 
most inaudible,  being  asked  whether  she  was  quite 
ready  to  go,  she  murmured,  "  Ready,  only  waiting." 

The  new  building  now  occupied  by  this  Association, 
although  not  completed,  was  thrown  open  to  the  public 
the  14th,  15th,  and  16th  of  May,  and  the  Managers 
were  gratified  by  the  presence  of  a  large  number  of  the 
friends  of  the  Institution,  as  well  as  many  hitherto 
strangers  to  this  charity.  The  children  were  brought 
from  their  old  home  in  the  morning,  returning  to  din- 
ner, and  were  again  present  in  the  afternoon,  entertain- 
ing their  visitors  creditably  with  singing  and  recitations. 
A  Fair,  with  the  desirable  accessory  of  a  good  refresh- 
ment table,  was  opened  at  the  same  time  in  the  parlors 
and  office  of  the  house,  with  a  net  profit  of  about  one 
thousand  dollars. 

The  managers  in  giving  this  somewhat  premature 
advertisement  of  this  building,  believed  it  would  be 
quite  ready  for  occupancy  at  the  time  specified,  but  the 
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usual  delay  in  the  completion  of  a  large  edifice  disap- 
pointed their  calculations,  and  instead  of  being  settled 
by  the  1st  of  May,  they  were  not  able  to  move  in  until 
nearly  the  1st  of  June.  The  delay  was  unimportant 
only  as  they  would  have  preferred  their  friends  seeing 
the  Institution  in  its  working  order. 

The  design,  as  prepared  by  the  architect,  Mr.  Carl 
Pfeiffer,  has  been  satisfactory.  In  its  outline  and  pro- 
portions, and  the  adaptation  of  its  divisions  to  the  ends 
designed,  the  managers  after  a  test  of  months  would 
find  it  difficult  to  suggest  an  improvement.  Economy 
has  been  consulted;  not  that  false  economy  which  would 
sacrifice  the  health  and  safety  of  the  inmates  to  a  mis- 
taken prudence,  but  which  has  wisely  rejected  all  orna- 
ment or  any  outlay  not  of  direct  utility.

The  record  of  the  year  shows  a  large  number  of  ad- 
missions, from  the  babe  in  arms  to  the  boy  of  twelve  ; 
the  stream  of  application  is  constant ;  but  although  the 
helplessness  of  the  former  class  may  claim  a  warm 
sympathy,  the  resources  of  the  nursery  will  not  allow 
of  the  admission  of  any  child  unable,  in  a  degree,  to 
care  for  itself ;  and  many  a  mother,  whom  poverty  has 
degraded  from  her  womanhood,  turns  from  our  doors 
only  to  cast  her  child  upon  the  world,  either  to  perish 
or  to  struggle  into  life  a  stranger  to  every  principle  of 
virtue. 

For  this  class,  the  managers  would  especially  plead 
that  ability  might  be  offered  to  receive  and  protect 
such.  Some  cases  of  interest  have  come  to  our  notice. 
A  little  boy  is  brought,  the  child  of  a  wicked  mother,

whose  inhuman  treatmant  had  rendered  him  a  partial 
paralytic ;  in  the  depth  of  winter  she  had  caat  him  from 
her  door.  A  mother  whose  life  was  just  ebbing  mur- 
murs, **  Take  my  boy,  when  the  Master  calls  me  I  want 
to  know  he  is  cared  for."  Another,  recently  a  slave, 
commits  her  four  children  to  us  ;  poverty  and  sickness 
had  reduced  her  so  low  she  could  care  for  them  no 
longer. 

In  these  cases  of  entire  surrender,  the  responsibility 
of  the  managers  is  increased.  To  meet  this,  they  have 
uniformly  endeavored  to  surround  the  children  with 
Christian  care-takers,  whose  aim  they  believe  is  not  only 
to  develop  the  intellectual,  but  to  educate  for  the  moral 
and  religious  duties  of  life.  To  a  child,  emerging  as  he 
often  does  from  the  haunts  of  vice,  with  a  constitution 
enfeebled  by  neglect,  and  a  mind  educated  to  evil,  the 
simple  contact  with  this  new  life  of  higher  principles 
gradually  elevates  the  nature  and  insensibly  leads  away 
from  sin.  Inherited  vice  will  however  occasionally  tri- 
umph over  education,  and  the  managei*s  are  not  infre- 
quently pained  by  the  development  of  dispositions  so 
depraved  as  to  give  but  little  encouragement  for  their 
future.  These  may  sometimes  be  corrected  by  the  in- 
fluences of  a  good  home,  where  years  of  firm  discipline, 
with  steady  employment  for  body  and  mind,  may  check 
the  progress  of  the  moral  disease.     Every  efibrt  is  made 
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to  provide  such,  and  'in  most  cases  the  children  indent- 
ured give  good  satisfaction  ;  when  the  contrary  is  the 
case,  a  change  of  situation  has  been  tried  with  advan- 
tage.

With  the  increased  advantages  afforded,  the  schools 
have  progressed  more  satisfactorily  than  for  some  time 
previous.  For  several  weeks,  in  the  early  spring,  they 
lost  materially  ;  during  the  unsettlement  of  moving  the 
classes  were  entirely  disorganized,  the  teachers  being 
unable  to  have  any  regular  exercises  ;  and  when  finally 
located  in  their  new  home,  the  long  license  of  the  play- 
ground had  somewhat  disinclined  the  children  for  the 
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confinement  and  routine  of  school.  A  large  number  of 
small  children  have  been  received  this  year,  which 
crowds  the  infant  department,  and  lowers  the  apparent 
standard. 

Although  with  no  prejudiced  bias  in  favor  of  the  col- 
ored race,  the  managers  believe  these  schools  would 
compare  favorably  with  those  of  any  white  institution^ 
in  order,  discipline,  and  attainment ;  and  would  invite 
any  who  are  faithless  to  test  the  fact  by  an  impartial 
examination,  always  bearing  in  mind  that  for  this  race 
there  is  not  that  stimulus  to  a  mental  exertion,  which 
would  secure  for  a  white  child  an  entrance  into  the 
higher  professions?,  or  ensure  a  privileged  association 
with  the  educated  and  gifted  of  his  country. 

This  department  has  sustained  a  material  loss  in  the 
resignation  of  its  head  teacher.  Miss  Maiy  A.  Young. 
For  sixteen  years  she  faithfully  fulfilled  the  duties  of 
her  position,  and  only  relinquished  them  when  indispo- 
sition rendered  it  imperative. 

With  feelings  of  gratitude  for  the  favors  of  the  past, 
we  close  this  year  trusting  that  the  record  of  the  future 
will  present  results  of  greater  magnitude,  while  the  aim 
of  this  Institution,  not  only  to  shelter  but  to  elevate 
this  class,  will  be  more  fully  realized.  But  to  meet  the 
demands  of  which  each  year's  record  shows  the  increase, 

30 
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there  is  need  for  a  more  liberal  support.  The  new 
home,  with  its  enlarged  facilities,  both  for  the  physical 
and  educational  training  of  its  inmates,  involves  a  much 
greater  outlay  than  had  been  anticipated,  and  quite  be- 
yond any  income  this  Institution  has  now  at  command 
The  only  alternative  therefore,  present,  of  so  material 
curtailing  as  to  impair  its  usefulness,  or  of  appealing  to 
the  friends  of  this  charity  for  that  aid  which  in  time  of 
less  extremity  has  been  so  liberally  extended.

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PHYSICIAN'S  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

To   the   Board  of  Managers  of  the   Colored    Orphan 
Asylum : 

The  removal  of  the  children  to  the  new  building 
does  not  seem  to  have  produced  any  great  change  in 
their  sanitary  condition.  Indeed,  with  the  exception  of 
a  strongly  marked  scrofulous  tendency,  inherent  in  an 
exotic  race,  the  health  of  the  house  had  been  such  that 
there  could  hardly  be  a  change  for  the  better. 

A  number  of  cases  of  conjestion  of  the  lungs  followed 
the  removal  of  the  children,  but  they  all  recovered,  the 
only  fatal  case  occurring  long  after.  Of  the  deaths, 
one  was  due  to  epilepsy,  which  had  existed  for  eleven 
years,  gradually  growing  worse,  and  undermining  all 
power  of  body  and  mind;  one  to  aneurism  of  the  heart, 
a  disease  over  which  medicine  has  no  control;  and  one 
to  tubercular  meningitis,  of  which,  under  existing  cir- 
cumstances, the  same  may  be  said. 

During  the  summer  I  removed  a  large  tumor  from 
the  armpit  of  a  boy,  who  had  also  pulmonary  phthisis. 
The  tumor  was  growing  rapidly,  and  by  its  pressure 
upon  the  great  nerves  of  the  axilla  produced  intense 
pain.     The  operation  caused  no  pain  (ether  being  used), 
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and  cfFectually  relieved  his  suffering,  thus  accomplish- 
ing all  that  could  be  hoped.  His  life  was  prolonged 
many  weeks,  and  death  rendered  less  painful.
